Marine Air, West Coast

MPHIBIOUS operations are as old as 
war itself, but during the recent con- 
flict they reached their highest pinnacle 
of tactical skill and daring in the Central 
and South Pacific campaigns where it was 
necessary to dis- 
lodge the enemy, 
island by island. 
This method of at- 
tack was not new 
to the Marines. 
They laid the 
groundwork dur- 
ing the early 
1920’s in the “Ba- 
nanan Wars” of 
Central America 
and on annual 
training maneu- 
vers during the 
1930’s. When Ja- 
pan plunged Amer- 
ica into World 
War II, the Marines were ready. They 
were prepared to fight amphibious battles. 
History affirms their success. World War 
II is history, but the study of amphibious 
science and tactics continues. Today Ma- 
rine Air, West Coast, profiting from the 
lessons learned on the atolls of the 
Pacific, is conducting intensive training 
to insure that its Marine aviation units 
will be ready to take their place in the 
Marine air-ground team which will play 
such a vital role in any future amphibious 
operations. 

The primary mission of Marine Air, 
West Coast, whose headquarters is now 
located at Marine Corps Air Station, El 
Toro, Calif., (near Santa Ana), is to 
equip, train, and maintain Marine air- 
craft units in combat readiness in order 
that they may effectively support amphib- 
ious operations of the Fleet Marine Force 
and Naval Force afloat under the direc- 
tives of the task commander assigned. It 
Should be noted in passing that fighter 
planes of the Marine Air, West Coast 
command took part in the recent amphib- 
ious training operations off the coast of 
Southern California. The maneuvers put 
our knowledge to test and provided valu- 
able training and experience for all per- 
sonnel involved. The secondary mission 
of Marine Air, West Coast, is the admin- 
istrative control of all Marine Aviation 
personnel and activities on the West 
Coast, under the direction of the Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps. This in- 
cludes the Marine Corps Air Stations El 
Toro and Miramar. 

Marine Corps Air Station, El Toro, one 
of the largest aviation airdromes on the 
Pacific Coast, is under the command of 
Brig. Gen. Ivan W. Miller, with Col. 
Frank M. June as Chief of Staff. Based 
at El Toro are Marine Aircraft Groups 
Twelve, Twenty-Five, Thirty - Three, 
Thirty-Two, and Marine Air Control 
Group Two. El Toro is the heart of Ma- 
rine Air, West Coast. Groups Thirty-Two 
and Thirty-Three are fighter units, which 
presently are training in gunnery, rocket- 
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firing, fighter tactics, and aircraft car- |

New Personnel Legislation 

With the new selection-elimination 
promotion bill proposed to Congress this 
week as its foundation, the War Depart- 
ment is preparing a far reaching program 
of personnel legislation completely revis- 
ing the pre-war system for Regulars, Re- 
serves, and National Guard. 

Highlights of the program drafted by 
the General Staff and soon to be pre- 
sented to the Committees on Armed Ser- 
vices are: 

Non-Physical Disability Retirement for 
Commissioned and Warrant officers 
of the Regular Army and the AUS. 

Increased pay for officers of the Medi- 
cal Department and additional pay 
for specialists. 

Like Commissions for officers of the 
National. Guard and Organized Re- 


serves with provision for inter- 
changeability. 
Amendments to the Armed Forces 


Leave Act: 
Military Leave for Members of the En- 
listed Reserve Corps. 
Increased Rank for 
Leaders. 
Inactive duty training pay for the Or- 
ganized Reserve Corps. 
Procurement of Regular Army Enlist- 
ed personnel. 
Establishment of a Women’s 
Corps in the Regular Army. 
A summary of this proposed legislation, 
prepared under the War Department’s 
Chief of Public Information, states: 
Amendment of the Armed Forces Leave Act. 
Provides for carrying over leave credits from 
enlisted to officer status and from officer to 
enlisted status, and provides for a lump sum 
payment to personnel who are unal'e to take 
advantage of accrued leave when discharged 
because of transfer to Veterans’ Administra- 
tion hospitals for continued hospitalization. 
Military Leave for Members of the Enlisted 
Reserve Corps. Provides for military leave of 
absence for officers and employees of the 
United States or the District of Columbia 
who are members of the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps, so that they may attend active-duty

Increased Rank for Certain Band Leaders. 
Provides the maximum rank of major for the 
leader and the maximum rank of captain and

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War and Navy Departments Submit Proposals 
To Congress for Permanent Promotion Systems 


ARMY 

HB Officer Personnel Act of 1947, to 

provide for the procurement, promo- 
tion and elimination of Regular Army 
officers, was introduced in the House 13 
March by Representative Andrews (R- 
N.Y.), chairman of the House Committee 
on Armed Services, as HR 2536. 

Brig. Gen. John E. Dahlquist, chair- 
man of the Promotion Planning Commit- 
tee in the War Department Personnel and 
Administration Division which has 
worked out details of the new legislation 
for the past six months, outlined the fol- 
lowing as the six objectives of the pro- 
motion plan: 

1. Produce adequate number of officers 
of proper ages to meet needs. 

2. Provide attractive career. 

8. Advance outstanding officers. 

4. Eliminate weak and undesirable 
officers. 

5. Equal opportunity for all officers. 

6. Administratively workable and satis- 
factory from a budgetary standpoint. 

In addition to General Dahlquist the 
Committee, often referred to as the 
“Dahlquist Board,” is composed of the 
following officers: Col. John M. Hutchi- 
son, Col. H. V. Mitchell, Col. Edwin Mill- 
er, Col. A. T. McAnsh, Lt. Col. W. N. 
Piper, Lt. Col. George Forsythe and Lt. 
Col. George E. Baya. 

General Dahlquist also listed the: fol- 
lowing as the principal changes which 
would be effected by the legislation : 

1. Separate promotion list for Air 
Corps. 

2. Definite minimum numbers pre- 
scribed for each grade. 

3. Promotion by selection instead of 
automatically by seniority. 

4. Forced attrition in upper grades. 

5. Reduced time in grade. 

6. Elimination of officers not promoted. 

7. Same promotion schedules for all 
officers. 

Explanation of the bill to a House sub- 
committee by General Dahlquist and 
members of his board, scheduled for 17 
March, has been postponed indefinitely. 

To insure conversion should the unifi- 
cation plan be enacted into law, the bill 
provides for division of the present Army 
promotion list into two parts, one for 
officers of the Air Corps and the other 
for other components: of the present pro- 
motion list. Additional lists would be set 
up, one for each of the following services : 
Medical Corps, Dental Corps, Veterinary 
Corps, Medical Service Corps, Chaplains, 
and Women’s Army Corps (if the latter 
becomes a part of the Regular Army). 

With the elimination of commissions 
in arms and services, the bill would wipe 
out the present distinction between gen- 
eral officers of the line and generals of 
the staff, drawing chiefs of technical and 
administrative services from the best 
qualified general officers and colonels. 
The plan would not eliminate Arms and 
Services, but would give these subdivi- 
sions of the Army an opportunity to draw 
their personnel from the entire Army 
promotion list.

NAVY 

HDB Navy’s bill proposing a new peace- 

time basis for distribution, promo- 
tion and retirement of Navy and Marine 
Corps officers was formally introduced in 
the House 183 March by Representative 
Walter G. Andrews (R-N.Y.), chairman 
of the House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices. 

Introduction of the bill, HR 2537, cli- 
maxes almost two years of study and 
planning within the Navy Department. It 
received Budget Bureau approval 12 
March. 

Retaining the principle of selection for 
promotion to all grades above that of 
Lieutenant (junior grade), the bill pro- 
poses to change distribution of rank as 
prescribed by pre-war statutes in order 
to reduce forced attrition in higher ranks 
and to assure a steady flow of promotion. 

The pre-war designations of “fitted” 
and “best fitted” are eliminated. 

The following table shows the number 
of years of service in grade (1) required 
to establish eligibility for promotion, (2) 
prescribed for line officers (not restricted 
in the performance of duty) as normal 
terms of service in grade, and (3) the 
total commissioned service consistent 
with promotions after normal terms of 
service.

The bill proposes for the first time selec- 
tion within the grade of Rear Admiral. 
Officers who have completed five years 
in that grade and_a total of 35 years com- 
missioned service will be considered by a 
selection board for continuance on the 
active list. The forced separation of cer- 
tain numbers of flag officers is provided 
whenever necessary to assure the pre- 
scribed flow of promotion. This is de 
signed to vitalize the flag grade. 

Captains who complete 30 years of com- 
missioned service and who have failed 
twice or more of selection as best fitted, 
and Captains not on the promotion list 
upon completion of 31 years’ service are 
to be retired. Rear Admirals are to be 
retired at age 62, and Rear Admirals 
designated for retirement by the board 
to create vacancies are to be retired at 
75% of active duty pay. 

The bill also creates a method of ac- 
celerating the promotion of particularly 
outstanding officers throughout all of the 
grades, through creation of a “promotion 
zone” from which selections would nor- 
mally be made. 

The Navy wishes to return to a fixed 
percentage distribution of officers and an 
orderly system of promotion by selection 
of those best fitted, and proposes in the 
bill that promotion system become effec- 
tive upon enactment of the bill. 

The personnel bill includes provision 
for Engineering Duty, Aeronautical En- 
gineering, Special Duty, and Limited Duty 
officers—all within the line—in addition

thority for the Army and Navy (HR 
1366) was reported out favorably by the 
House Committee on Armed Services. The 
report submitted by Representative An- 
derson (R-Calif.) stated: 

“The bill represents a comprehensive re- 
vision and restatement of the laws governing 
the procurement of supplies and services by 
the War and Navy Departments, It holds 
to the time-tested method of competitive bid- 
ding. At the same time it pulls within the 
framework of one law almost a century’s ac- 
cumulation of statutes and incorporates new 
safeguards designed to eliminate abuses, as- 
sures the Government of fair and reasonable 
prices for the supplies and services procured 
and affords an equal opportunity to all sup- 
pliers to compete for and share in the Gov- 
ernment’s business. 

“The supplies and services which would be 
exempted from the requirements of advertis- 
ing are: 

“(1) Supplies and services which are needed 
so urgently that time will not permit adver- 
tising. 

(2) Supplies and services where the aggre- 
gate amount is less than $1,000. 

“(3) Personal and professional services, 

“(4) Supplies or services to be procured 
and used outside the limits of the United 
States and its possessions. 

“(5) Medicines or medical supplies. 

a Supplies purchased for authorized re- 
sale. 

“(7) Perishable subsistence supplies or 
other supplies or services for which it is im- 
practicable to secure competition. 

“(8) Research and development supplies 
and services, 

“(9) Supplies and services of a secret na- 
ture, 

“(10) Technical equipment for which it is 
necessary to negotiate contracts in order to 
assure standardization and interchangeability 
of parts. 

“(11) Supplies and services which if se- 
cured by advertising and competitive bidding 
would not be of the necessary quality. 

“(12) Supplies of a technical or specialized 
nature requiring substantial initial invest- 
ment or an extended period of preparation for 
manufacture as to which award of contracts 
through advertising and competitive bidding 
may result in duplication of investment or 
preparation or would unduly delay procure- 
ment of the supplies concerned. 

“(13) Supplies or services from any plant, 
mine, or facility, or any producer, manufac- 
turer, or other supplier which in the interest 
of national defense should be made or kept 
available for furnishing supplies or services 
in the event of a national emergency.” 





Navy “Necessities and Niceties” 


Senator Aiken (R-Vt.) told the Sen- 
ate this week that at his instance the 
Navy Department has ceased its efforts 
to purchase $97,252.50 worth of silver- 
plated finger bowls engraved with in- 
signia of the rank of the users, and 
silver-plated plates to put under them. 

The Senator introduced into the record 
a letter he had received from Secretary 
Forrestal informing him that the Bureau 
of Ships had been directed to “modify its 
specifications for tableware so that a dif- 
ferent and simpler type can be obtained.” 
The Secretary added: 

“I am completely in accord with the 
thoughts expressed in your letter as to the 
distinction between necessities and niceties 
of living and, while the allowance lists have 
been in existence for more than 20 years, I 
feel that this is an appropriate time for a re- 
view of these lists and a deletion therefrom 
of the niceties.” 





Income Tax Ruling 


Payments for drill, flight and other 
training duty to Naval Reserve person- 
nel is held to constitute active service pay 
by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
Up to fifteen hundred dollars of active 
service pay during a year is excluded 
from gross income for Federal Income 
tax purposes, according to Alnav 61. 





Finance, USA, announced 12 March that 
5,646,088 claims for terminal leave pay 
under the Armed Forces Leave Act of 
1946 have been received to date from vet- 
erans of World War II by the various 
Finance Officers, U. S. Army, throughout 
the country. Of this number 3,695,384 
claims have been paid to date totaling 
$788,571,402 of which $735,668,873 was 
paid in bonds and the balance, $52,902,- 
529 by check. Included in the total amount 
paid for terminal leave is the sum of 
$1,293,705 paid by check to eligible sur- 
vivors of those veterans who died after 
being discharged from the Army and be- 
fore making application for their terminal 
leave pay themselves. 

The Army Finance Department expects 
to complete the payment of all claims now 
on hand within the next 60 days. General 
Kasten pointed out that survivors of 
soldiers who died while in the service are 
not entitled to any benefits under the 
Armed Forces Leave Act (the Terminal 
Leave Law). Such survivors received 
various other benefits due them under 
provisions of previously existing laws 
such as Death Gratuity Pay, etc. 

In view of various bills now pending in 
Congress to permit veterans to cash their 
bonds before the five year limitation now 
in effect, General Kasten urges all 
eligible veterans who have not already 
done so to obtain claim forms at local 
post offices, complete and mail them to 
the appropriate paying office at once. 

Eligible veterans residing in foreign 
countries should contact American Con- 
sulates for obtaining the necessary forms 
in their respective localities. Finance Of- 
ficers designated to make payments under 
the Armed Forces Leave Act are listed 
in the instruction sheet which is attached 
to each form.

Naval Warrant Officers 

The subcommittee on Pay and Admin- 
istration is reporting to the House Com- 
mittee on Armed Services H. R. 1362, 
legislation that would credit to naval 
personnel all active service rendered 
under permanent or temporary appoint- 
ment as warrant or commissioned officers 
in the Navy, the Naval Reserve, the Ma- 
rine Corps or Marine Corps Reserve, for 
purposes of promotion to commissioned 
warrant officer in the Navy or Marine 
Corps. 

An amendment by the sub-committee 
would give credit for all active service 
rendered under permanent as well as 
temporary appointment. As introduced, 
the bill credited only such service under 
temporary appointment. 





USFET Command Changes 


The command of United States forces 
in the European Theater, and the Office 
of Military Governor for the U. S. Zone 
of Occupation in Germany, will be of- 
ficially transferred from General Joseph 
T. McNarney to Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
in a ceremony in front of the Headquar- 
ters Building, Frankfurt, at ten o’clock 
this morning, 15 March. 

A representative group of U. S. Army 
troops will be drawn up in formation in 
front of the reviewing stand, where the 
present and incoming Theater Com- 
manders and other Theater officials will 
be assembled. General McNarney and 
General Clay will deliver short addresses, 
and then will inspect the assembled 
troops. Following inspection, the troops 
will pass in review before the officials’ 
stand. Lt. Col. M. J. Dugas of the 18th 
Infantry will be Commander of troops. 





New Army Uniform Order 


Several items of Army officers’ uni- 
forms formerly scheduled to become ob- 
solete 1 July 1948 will now be allowed 
until 1 July 1949. 

As set forth in War Department Cir- 
cular 61, these items are as follows: 

5.1. The following items of male officers’ 
clothing will become obsolete 1 July 1949 
and will not be worn as part of the military 
uniform subsequent to that date: 

a. All service coats (blouses) except blue 
dress and coat, service, summer. 

b. Trousers, wool, dark shade, all except 
OD shade 33. 

ce. Trousers, wool, light shade (“pink’’). 

d. Overcoat, short, of any material. 

e. Overcoat, long, other than overcoat, field 
(OD shade 7, with detachable lining). 

f. All raincoats, other than the outer shell 
of the Overcoat, Field (OD shade 7). 
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Army Week 

In all Army activities across the nation 
it is planned to acquaint citizens with the 
relationship between an adequate Army 
and the national security and the role 
of the entire Army, during Army Week, 
6-12 April. “A strong America is a peace- 
ful America” has been selected as the 
theme for this year’s observance, the War 
Department announced this week. 

Plans for the cooperation of Army es- 
tablishments in the observation of Army 
Week have not yet been completed, but 
it is known that many in the United 
States will hold “open house” to civilian 
visitors on Army Day, 7 April, some will 
play host throughout the week, and still 
others will receive student tours spon- 
sored by schools on Saturday, 12 April. 
All overseas commands have been in- 
structed to observe Army Day appro- 
priately. 

In many cities Army troops will join 
veterans’ organizations, patriotic socie- 
ties and youth units in parades. Lunch- 
eon and banquet observances have been 
planned by many civic organizations and 
will feature selected speakers. In some 
cities Army-made films will portray to 
citizen groups phases of Army training, 
life and missions. 

Traditionally observed on 6 April since 
it was first inaugurated under the spon- 
sorship of the Military Order of the 
World Wars, Army Day will be observed 
this year on 7 April since 6 April is Easter 
Sunday. Churches throughout America, 
however, have been invited to include 
prayers for the Army in their 6 April 
services. 

Secretary of War’s Statement 

Secretary of War Patterson has issued 
the following statement: 

“Army Day this year will find American 
soldiers stationed in the far places of the 
world, striving to bring order and enduring 
peace out of the tragic conditions attendant 
on the conclusion of the most destructive war 
in the history of mankind. Defeating the 
veteran armies of our enemies did not finally 
conclude the great struggle from which we 
emerged victoriously less than two years ago. 
Hard tasks confront the Army on both sides 
of the world. In carrying on these tasks, the 
soldier is the builder of peace and security, 
not for his homeland alone, but for all the 
members of the family of nations. Peace in 
these uncertain times is guaranteed by our 
armed defenders. 

“During Army Week we will honor those 
whose stubborn courage and fighting skill 
have kept this nation safe and respected for 
171 years. For this occasion, I wish to extend 
to every soldier and every veteran the ap- 
preciation of their countrymen.” 

General Eisenhower's Message 

“In this coming Army Week we com- 
memorate the loyalty and courage of free 
men who, throughout seventeen decades of 
our history, have served the United States 
that we might stand strong and safe among 
the nations of the world. 

“In the latest conflict our soldiers, on the 
ground and in the air, serving shoulder to 
shoulder with their comrades in the Navy 
and of the Allied Forces, carried on and en- 
riched the traditions established by their 
fathers and forefathers. Serving with distine- 
tion on every battlefield, they accomplished 
every task and passed on to the soldiers of 
today the mission given to them by the 
American people—a secure country. 

“The million and more men and women in 
our Army are instruments of the nation’s will 
for security and peace. Sustained by public 
confidence, they will succeed, true to the 
Army’s proud traditions. They reflect the 
spirit of our nation. For your Army is a part 
of the people. It is composed of your sons. 
It is a faithful implement of democracy.”

to Congress which accompanied the bill: 

“There is inclosed herewith draft of bill 
‘To provide for the procurement, promotion 
and elimination of Regular Army officers, and 
for other purposes’ which the War Depart- 
ment recommends be enacted into law. 

“The purpose of the proposed legislation is 
to provide a comprehensive system for the 
procurement, promotion and elimination of 
Regular Army Officers in harmony with the 
needs and structure of the modern Army. This 
proposal is the result of an extensive study of 
the subject by a special War Department 
board created for this purpose. 

“The War Department’s study included 
careful consideration of the Navy Depart- 
ment’s proposed promotion system and repre- 
sentatives of the two Departments have ex- 
changed complete information as to experi- 
ence with existing promotion systems and as 
to curent legislative proposals on this sub- 
ject. Both proposals provide for selective pro- 
motion and proposed grade distributions are 
practically the same. The Navy proposal pre- 
scribes a fixed grade distribution with forced 





ARMY DAY AND ARMY WEEK, 1947 
BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


A Proclamation 


WHEREAS the Army of the United States is a bulwark of our country’s strength in 
time of peril and the faithful guardian of our dearly-bought liberty in time of peace, and 
has since the inception of this Nation stood between our freedom-loving people and all 
aggressors ; and 

WHEREAS the soldiers of our Army continue in active service as loyal servants 
of our democracy, whose purpose is to insure the establishment of justice, tranquillity, 
and an enduring peace; and 

WHEREAS Senate Concurrent Resolution 5, 75th Congress, Ist Session, which was 
agreed to by the House of Representatives on March 16, 1937 (50 Stat. 1108), provides: 
“That April 6 of each year be recognized by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States ot America as Army Day, and that the President of the United States 
be requested, as Commander in Chief, to order military units throughout the United 
States to assist civic bodies in appropriate celebration to such extent as he may deem 
advisable ; to issue a proclamation each year declaring April 6 as Army Day, and in such 
proclamations to invite the Governors of the various States to issue Army Day proclama- 
tions : Provided, That in the event April 6 falls on Sunday, the following Monday shall be 
recognized as Army Day”’: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, HARRY S. TRUMAN, President of the United States of 
America, in order that we may give special recognition to our Army, whose soldiers have 
gallantly secured and guarded our freedom since the founding of the Republic and have 
heroically sacrificed to bring to the world a lasting peace founded upon justice to all 
mankind, do hereby proclaim Monday, April 7, 1947, as Army Day, and encourage the 
observance of the week beginning April 6 and ending April 12, 1947, as Army Week ; and I 
invite the Governors of the several States to issue proclamations for the celebration of 
this day and this week in such manner as to render appropriate honor to the Army of 
the United States. 

I also remind our citizens that our Army, charged with the responsibility of defend- 
ing the United States and our territorial possessions and of promoting the firm estab- 
lishment of peace and good order in the territories of our defeated enemies, can dis- 
charge these duties only with the firm support of our people. I therefore urge my fellow 
countrymen to be mindful of the Army’s needs, to the end that our soldiers may not lack 
the means to perform effectively their continuing tasks and that the hardships of mili- 
tary service in foreign lands may be alleviated in every way possible. There is no means 
by which we can better honor our heroic dead than by our support of their living com- 
rades who carry on the mission they so nobly advanced. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States of America to be affixed. 

DONE at the City of Washington this seventh day of March in the year of our Lord 

nineteen hundred and forty-seven, and of the 
Independence of the United States of 
America the one hundred and seventy-first.

separation from the active list to maintain it, 
while the Army proposal permits additional 
officers in grades below colonel when neces- 
sary to absorb “hump%.” Since, in peacetime, 
the Army is mainly a cadre or nucleus for the 
expanded wartime Army, with a large pro- 
portion of its officers used in maintaining 
the military framework, in the study and 
development of tactics, technique and the ap- 
plication of new weapons of warfare, and in 
training of reserve components, it is believed 
unnecessary for the Army to have a rigid 
grade structure, To prevent stagnation, some 
overflow into grades would be permitted un- 
der the Army proposal (this is done under 
existing law), and to keep this overflow with- 
in reasonable limits the proposed Army pro- 
motion schedule is slightly slower than that 
of the Navy: one year slower to grade of cap- 
tain (lieutenant), two years slower to grade 
of major (lieutenant commander), three years 
slower to grade of lieutenant colonel (com- 
mander). The War Department believes the 
differences in the proposed Army and Navy 
systems are justified by differences in peace- 
time organizations and missions, 

“The enactment of the inclosed proposal 
would facilitate the establishment of an Air 
Force coequal with the Army and Navy as 
contemplated in the President's plan for unifi- 
cation of the Armed Forces in that officers 
of the Air Corps would be segregated and car- 
ried on an Air Corps promotion list with pro- 
vision for appropriate numbers of officers in 
each of the several commissioned grades. 

“The promotion system provided by exist- 
ing law results in great security for regular 
officers but it is not adequate for the present 
day Regular Army, Its chief weaknesses are: 
(1) it will not provide a proper distribution 
of officers in the field grades for many years, 
particularly for the expanded Air Force; (2) 
opportunity for outstanding officers is ex- 
tremely limited until they approach retire- 
ment ages with the result that many such 
officers are denied opportunity to reach high 
grade in the Regular Army: and (3) it re- 
quires promotion of officers up to and includ- 
ing the grade of colonel upon completion of 
specified years of service on the basis of 
seniority only. 

“The major features of the proposed legis- 
lation may be summarized as follows: 

“Under existing law the authorized active 
commissioned strength of the Regular Army 
is 50,000 officers (Public Law 281, 79th Con- 
gress, as amended by Public Law 670, 79th 
Congress). Under the proposed bill there 
would be authorized an active commissioned 
strength of 51,000 officers including officers of 
the Women’s Army Corps but excluding offi- 
cers of the Army Nurse Corps, Women’s Med- 
ical Specialist Corps and professors of the 
United States Military Academy. The pro- 
posed legislation authorizing Nurses and 
Women Medical Specialists to be appointed 
as Regular Army officers (heretofore sub- 
mitted) provides that they be in addition to 


the Regular Army active commissioned 
strength otherwise provided by law. Proposed 
legislation to authorize appointment of wom- 
en in the Women’s Army Corps as Regular 
Army officers (being submitted separately) 
provides for a Women’s Army Corps regular 
officer strength of not exceeding two per cent 
of the officer strength of the Regular Army. 
The strength of 51,000 officers provided in this 
proposed bill would allow two per cent Wom- 
en’s Army Corps officers without requiring 
reduction of the authorized strength of 50,- 
000 male officers heretofore provided by law. 
(Section 2 of proposed bill.) 

“Under existing law Regular Army officers 
except general officers of the line are ap- 
pointed in each of the several branches of the 
Army with a resulting rigid branch structure. 
Under the proposed bill officers below gen- 
eral officer grade would be appointed in the 
Air Corps, in each of the several branches of 
the Medical Department, as chaplains, and as 
professors of the United States Military Acad- 
emy, but otherwise they would be appointed 
in the Regular Army without specification of 
branch and assigned by the Secretary of War 
in the several branches. This feature retains 
the present branch structure of the Army but 
makes for flexibility in that the Secretary 
of war would have authority from time to 
time to adjust the size of the branches accord- 
ing to the needs of the service. Under the 
proposed bill general officers are appointed in 
the Regular Army without regard to branch 
except that general officers of the Medical 
Corps, Dental Corps and Chaplains are ap- 
pointed in their respective branches. The dis- 
tinction between general officers of the line 
and general officers of the staff provided for 
by existing law would no longer apply and 
the offices of chiefs and assistant chiefs of 
services would be filled by assignment to those 
offices of general officers of appropriate rank 
whose experience qualifies them for the par- 
ticular office. (Sections 3, 4, and 15 of pro- 
posed bill.) 

“Under existing law all officers below gen-

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eral officer grade, except officers of the Med- 
ical Department, Chaplains, and professors, 
are carried on a single promotion list. Under 
the proposed bill the present single list would 
be split into two lists, the “Air Corps pro- 
motion list” and the “Army promotion list,” 
and officers of the Air Corps who are now 
carried on the single list would be transferred 
to the Air Corps list, Also, the proposed bill 
provides that officers below general officer 
grade of the Medical Department and the 
chaplains branch shall be carried on promo- 
tion lists, one for each Corps in the Medical 
Department and one for the chaplains, Under 
the proposed bill all officers below general offi- 
cer grade (except professors and Medical De- 
partment women) are referred to as “promo- 
tion-list officers” and the promotion system 
applies alike to all such promotion-list offi- 
cers, with provision however that officers in 
each separate promotion list may be promoted 
to fill vacancies in the numbers in grades au- 
thorized for that list, (Sections 6 of proposed 
bill.) 

“Existing law provides for promotion of 
promotion-list officers to the grades of first 
lieutenant, captain, major and lieutenant colo- 
nel automatically upon completion of 3, 10, 
17, and 23 years’ service, respectively, and 
provides that the number of such officers that 
shall be in these grades shall be that result- 
ing from the operation of the promotion sys- 
tem, The number of promotion-list officers in 
the grade of colonel is limited and promotion 
to that grade is by seniority only after com- 
pletion of 28 years’ service, as vacancies oc- 
cur, Under existing law officers of the Medical 
Department and Chaplains are initially ap- 
pointed as first lieutenants and are promoted 
to captain, major, lieutenant colonel, and colo- 
nel automatically upon completion of 3, 12, 
20, and 26 years, respectively, and there is 
no limitation on number in grade of colonel. 
Under existing law the number of genera! offi- 
cers in the Regular Army is limited, brigadier 
generals are selected from an eligible list of 
officers in grades not below lieutenant colonel 
with twenty-eight or more years’ service ex- 
cept that 25% of the brigadier generals may 
be appointed from among officers in grades 
not below lieutenant colonel whose names 
are carried on an eligible list without regard 
to length of service. Major generals are ap- 
pointed from brigadier generals. Under ex- 
isting law officers remain on the active list 
until retired for age or disability except for 
attrition due to death, voluntary retirement 
and elimination for inefficiency or miscon- 
duct. 

“Under the proposed bill numbers in grades 
below general officer grade would be author- 
ized for each promotion list by table of per- 
centages of authorized strength of that pro- 
motion list, Numbers in general officer grades 
are also prescribed by strength percentages. 
(Sections 4 and 6 of proposed bill.) 

“Under the proposed bill officers would be 
promoted to grades above first lieutenant only 
when selected and recommended for promo- 
tion to each grade by selection boards, (Sec- 
tion 8 of proposed bill.) 

“Under the proposed bill second lieutenants 
in order of their seniority may be promoted 
for first lieutenant to fill vacancies in that 
grade, however, they would be promoted au- 
tomatically on completion of three years’ serv- 
ice regardless of vacancies. Officers in order of 
seniority who are recommended by selection 
boards for promotion to grades of captain, 
major, and lieutenant colonel, may be pro- 
moted to fill vacancies in the numbers au- 
thorized in each of these grades in each 
promotion list. However, officers in ogder of 
seniority who are recommended for promo- 
tion vy selection boards would be promoted to 
captain on completion of 7 years’ service, to 
major on completion of 14 years’ service, and 
to lieutenant colonel on completion of 21 
years’ service, even though the authorized 
percentages in these grades would be exceed- 
ed thereby. In this manner there is retained 
the present system of promoting up to and 
including the grade of lieutenant colonel 
upon completion of specified number of years’ 
service, but the new system includes the 
salutary provision that no officer is to be 
promoted above the grade of first lieutenant 
unless he is recommended for promotion by 
a selection board, Officers in the grade of first 
lieutenant, captain and major, who fail two 
consecutive times of recommendation by a 
selection board for promotion to the next 
higher grade would be eliminated from the 
active list and either retired or separated, de- 
pending on years of service with which cred- 
ited at the time of elimination, Those not 
eligible for retirement would be given a 
severance allowance, (Sections 9, 10, and 16 
of proposed bill.) 

“Under the proposed bill, selection boards 
would select and recommend best qualified 
officers to fill vacancies in grade of colonel, 
brigadier general and major general, from 
among officers in the next lower grade listed 
for consideration by the Secretary of War 
but no officer could be listed for consideration 
by any board without listing all! officers senior 
to him, No officer could be appointed in grade 
of major general, brigadier general or colo- 
nel before completing one year in the next

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OCS Opened to Guard and 
Reserve 

Plans now are being formulated by the 
War Department whereby, in the near 
future, enlisted men of the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserve may 
apply for attendance at the Army Officer 
Candidate School and qualify for com- 
missions as second lieutenants, it was 
announced by General Jacob L. Devers, 
Commanding General, Army Ground 
Forces, 7 March. Eligibility for attend- 
ance at OCS will be based upon the same 
requirements now in effect for enlisted 
personnel of the Army. 

Enlisted men of the National Guard 
or Organized Reserve may apply, on their 
own initiative, to attend Army Officer 
Candidate School. Upon successful com- 
pletion of the school graduates will re- 
turn to a civilian status and will be re- 
quired to serve on inactive duty in a com- 
missioned capacity with the National 
Guard or Organized Reserve. Those who 
desire to do so may apply for active 
duty in a commissioned status in the 
Army of the United States. 

Graduates of the course may be com- 
missioned in any of the Ground Arms 
or administrative and technical services. 
The school now at Fort Benning, Ga., will 
be moved to Fort Riley, Kan. 1 Sept. It 
was announced that when application 
forms are ready for distribution they will 
be placed with National Guard and Re- 
serve units in the field and made avail- 
able to those who seek to apply. 





Settlement of Accounts 


The House Committee on Expenditures 
in the Executive Departments has re- 
ported favorably a bill, HR 2076, pro- 
viding for a three-year time limit within 
which the General Accounting Office shall 
make final settlement of the monthly or 
quarterly accounts.of fiscal officers. 

Secretary Patterson, who proposed this 
legislation, stated its purpose as follows: 

1. To require the General Accounting Office 
to issue a certificate of settlement of meney 
accounts of disbursing officers under the ex- 
ecutive branch of the Government within a 
period of three years, such settlement to be 
final and conclusive after three years from 
the end of the period covered by it, except 
as to fraud or criminality on the part of 
disbursing officers. 

2. To require the General Accounting Office 
to pass for credit all payments unsettled, 
suspended or disallowed heretofore in the 
accounts of disbursing officers at a date more 
than 3 years subsequent to the expiration of 
the period covered by the account to which 
they pertain, in the absence of fraud or 
criminality.

Temporary Promotions Halted 

A War Department order has been 
issued suspending temporary promotions 
to major and captain in the Army of the 
United States. All recommendations for 
such promotion now being processed are 
being returned without action. 

An official letter states: 

“The suspension of officer temporary pro 
motions from the grades of captain to major 
and from first lieutenant to captain is an- 
nounced, This is in addition to the present 
suspension of promotion to lieutenant colone! 
and colonel. 

“Effective 1 Mar. 1947, temporary promo 
tions to the grades of major and captain are 
suspended. All recommendations for promo 
tions to major and captain, AUS, being 
processed will be returned without action 

“Exceptions to the above policy are: 

“a, Promotions upon relief from active duty 
prescribed in WD Circular No. 140, 1946, as 
amended. 

“b. Promotions of combat wounded officers 
prescribed in WD Circular No. 215, 186, as 
amended. 

“ce. Promotions of recovered personnel un 
der provisions of War Department Memor- 
andum 5S0-5-1, 1946. 

“d. Promotion of Medical Department offi 
cers from first lieutenant to captain and cap 
tain to major as prescribed in paragraph 6, 
AR 605-12.”

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Forecast Navy Demotions 

“Reduction in rank of some commis- 
sioned Regular officers” and the “rever- 
sion to enlisted status of some Temporary 
officers’ were forecast this week by the 
Navy Department as the result of revised 
planning made necessary by anticipated 
cuts from 1948 budget requests. 

The Navy was unable to state in what 
ranks or in what numbers demotions will 
be made, or on what date reductions 
might begin. Final decision on such ac- 
tion awaits Congressional action on the 
proposed promotion system and the 1948 
fiscal budget, as well as completion of 
the current transfer program under which 
Naval Reserve and Temporary officers are 
being commissioned in the Regular Navy. 

The authorized peacetime Navy upon 
which original plans were made provided 
for a total of 52,000 officers. These plans 
have now been adjusted to provide for a 
total of 46,000 officers. Immediate result 
of the revised plans will be the release 
of 6,555 Reserve officers to inactive duty 
prior to 1 July. 

Current officer strength, according to 
official figures, includes 37,341 commis- 
sioned and warrant officers of the Regular 
Navy including Temporary officers and 
14,556 officers of the Naval Reserve, in- 
cluding Waves. 

The Reservists on active duty include 
1,949 aviators, 1,671 doctors, and 1,151 
dentists under contractual agreements 
to remain on active duty beyond 1 July. 
Of the 5,278 Reservists who requested 
retention until 1 July 1948, however, only 
8,230 have -been accepted. 

The Navy declared that some reduc- 
tions in Regular officer ranks will be nec- 
essary, under present estimates, even un- 
der the new promotion plan soon to be 
presented to Congress. The number of 
demotions in each rank will be governed 
by the distribution of rank among trans- 
ferees, and the size of the officer corps 
as determined by appropriations. 

A series of Alnav reports this week re- 
sumed the announcement of Naval Re- 
serve officers selected for retention on ac- 
tive duty until 30 June 1948, or earlier 
dates. Alnav 62 lists Dental Corps, Alnav 
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63 Chaplains Corps, Alnav 64 Supply 
Corps, and Alnavs 65, 66, 67, and 68 list 
general service officers so selected. 





Navy Scientists Corps Legislation 

The sub-committee on Hospitalization 
and Health, of which Representative 
Margaret Smith (R-Me.) is chairman, 
this week reported to the House Commit- 
tee on Armed Services, H. R. 1603, to 
establish the Medical Associate Scientists 
Corps in the Medical Department of the 
Navy. Among the amendments recom- 
mended is the title, changed from Medi- 
cal Associated Sciences Corps. 

One amendment to the bill would make 
possible the commissioning of women in 
the Corps. Testimony given by Capt. 
Prik G. Hakansson, Director of Research 
at the Naval Hospital, Bethesda, in- 
formed the committee that women scien- 
tists, commissioned as WAVES, did re- 
search work in various centers during 
the war. Captain Hakansson and Rear 
Adm. Clifford BE. Swanson, Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Navy, agreed that “It is safe 
for women to be taken into this Corps; 
they are capable of work of the highest 
caliber.”

| gpovemnereary this week to Congress for its action were drafts of bills regulating 
promotion in the Army, the Navy, and the Air Forces. Not only does this 
legislation concern every commissioned officer, but it will determine the effectiveness 
of our National Defense. Therefore it behooves all officers, especially those in the 
Regular Services and those who are aspirants for commissions, as well as Reserves, 
to study the departmental proposals, and consider the consequences of their application 
upon our Establishments, and, naturally, the bearing they will have on their individual 
fortunes and prospects. For months the Departments—G-1 of the Army and the 
Bureau of Personnel of the Navy—labored to put in legal verbiage the reforms in 
the promotion systems which the experience of the war proves to be necessary and 
advisable. In this work they consulted numerous officers, including, of course, the 
Air Forces, and also each other in order to have equality of promotion in accordance 
with the unification plan the President proposed. Believing as we do that from the 
field at home and abroad could have been obtained numerous suggestions of value 
and sound arguments in support of objections, we persistently urged upon the Depart- 
ments publicity of their drafts before transmission to the Armed Services Committees. 
General of the Army MacArthur when Chief of Staff pursued this course, and the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL in compliance with his wish made a survey of the Commis- 
sioned Personnel of the Army with the result that improvements were made in the 
draft and Congress, aware of the consideration given to the views expressed, promptly 
passed the legislation. It is too late now to follow a similar procedure. However, the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL feels it can be of service by being a medium of communica- 
tion to Congress for the opinions which officers of ail the Services will have on the 
departmental proposals. Members of the committees assure us they will welcome 
such opinions. The names of the officers, which must be signed to all letters, will 
be held in strict confidence by us. For the convenience of those who wish their com- 
ments known to Congress, we are publishing elsewhere a form to be filled out. It 
is likely consideration of the promotion bills will begin sometime in April. Therefore, 
ne time should be lost in mailing suggestions and any criticisms to us so that in 
studying the departmental proposals, the Armed Services Committees can with greater 
intelligence evaluate them, and make any changes that may seem desirable. 


EST POINT will celebrate its 145th Anniversary on Sunday 16 March. The 

Country, the Navy and the Army particularly, will welcome this opportunity to 
express its admiration and confidence in the Academy which has provided so many 
great leaders during the wars of the Republic in the past century and a half. From 
the time of its establishment, it has sought to educate young men in the military 
profession, and primarily to develop the quality of leadership with the accompanying 
high principies of character which constitute its motto of Duty, Honor, Country. Im- 
printed upon all cadets has been the personality and experience of successive Super- 
intendents and their Staffs, and as weapons and methods changed, they have adapted 
the curricula and administration so as to keep training current with them, and thus 
send the graduates to the field instructed in the latest application of the fundamental 
principles of warfare. Naturally, since the conduct of graduates when serving evi- 
dences the quality of instruction and discipline they received at the Academy, each 
Superintendent has watched their Army careers with intense interest and concern 
and his reputation in the Service itself is enhanced or suffered accordingly as they 
have performed. So there is a community of interest between the Administrative 
authorities and the Cadets which makes for effective inter-discipline and cooperation, 
although the latter may not always realize it. The current Superintendent, Maj. Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor, who commanded the famed 82d Airborne Division in the battles 
of Europe and especially that of the Bulge, is following the example of the able 
amongst his predecessors, in applying the lessons of World War II to the instruction 
of his command. He realizes that for high leadership, technical and scientific training 
must be accompanied by knowledge of human relations—General of the Army Mac- 
Arthur and General of the Army Bisenhower as well as General Taylor, are outstand- 
ing examples of this necessity ; and its value will become the more evident When the 
country has universal military training, which is in at least partial prospect. More- 
over, the Army of the future will have as its officers, a large proportion of graduates 
from Civilian Universities or otherwise appointed from Civil Life. At present in 
Service are 140,000 officers, only 8,207 are West Pointers. This number is a mere 6.6 
per cent of all male officers. Because they are graduates of the Academy, a heavier 
responsibility rests upon them, and in its discharge this matter of human relations is 
of real importance, since their conduct should and must promote the closest kind of 
relations with their fellow officers, and this also must be the purpose of the latter. 
West Point to a greater extent than ever must serve as the standard for all the Uni- 
versities and Colleges that will supply officers both for the Regular Establishment, 
the Reserve, and the National Guard, and, therefore, it must continue to be of the 
highest character and supply leaders to compete with those from civil life. In view 
of the basic purpose of the U.S. Military Academy, and its need to the country, we are 
convinced that Congress will grant whatever appropriations General Maxwell deems 


essential for its development.

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XB-36 Lifts Record Weight 

The Army Air Forces six-engine super- 
bomber, the Consolidated-Vultee XB-36, 
set an unofficial world’s record for air- 
plane weight lifting in a recent test flight, 
at Fort Worth, Tex., when it took off at a 
gross weight of 278,000 pounds. This is 
the heaviest load ever lifted from the 
earth by a plane. The flight was made 
6 Nov. 1946. 

Poundage on the flight was distributed 
as follows: empty weight of the XB-36, 
130,581 pounds; water ballast, 34,135 
pounds; fuel, 79,380 pounds; oil, 6,645 
pounds; testing equipment, 25,259 
pounds; crew members and personal 
equipment, 2,000 pounds. Gross weight 
at landing five hours later was only 221,- 
755 pounds because of fuel and oil con- 
sumption and dumping of 20,000 pounds 
of water ballast. 


TC Plane Flies Rescue Mission 

A C47 from the 20th Troop Carrier 
Command of the Caribbean Air Command 
flew to Bogota, Colombia, recently to aid 
in dropping supplies to the Colombian 
Army garrison at Leticia. 

The plane was dispatched on the mis- 
sion at the request of the United States 
Military Mission at Bogota. Members of 
the crew included: Capt. J. F. Dailey, 
pilot; Ist Lt. G. F. Hammer, co-pilot; 
M.Sgt. A. P. Lusse, engineer ; M.Sgt. W. R. 
Prince, engineer, and Sgt. Lujan, radio 
operator.

Col. Frank D. Weir and Col. Edward L. 
Pugh, respectively. Group Twelve spe- 
cializes in carrier base fighter operations, 
and qualification of pilots for this work is 
continuously underway. Col. Harold R. 
Lee is commanding officer. Commanded by 
Lt. Col. Andrew B. Galation, jr., Group 
Twenty-Five is the transport unit and 
is being equipped with R5D aircraft to 
provide necessary air transport service 
for both ground and air units of the Ma- 
rine Corps. Marine Air Control Group 
Two specializes in ground control inter- 
ception and the training of close air sup- 
port teams, which direct Marine aircraft 
in aiding ground troop operations. It is 
commanded by Col. John 8S. E. Young. 

Marine Corps Air Station, Miramar, lo- 
cated twelve miles north of San Diego, is 
under the command of Col. David F. 
O’Neill. Since Marine Air, West Coast 
headquarters were moved last October 
from Miramar to El Toro, activities at 
the station have been greatly reduced. 
Miramar is the home of Marine Aircraft 
Group Thirty-One, commanded by Col. 
Perry O. Parmelee. Group Thirty-One is 
training its squadrons, which fly the 
Grumman Tigercat (F7F) and Hellcat 
(F6F) in night fighter operations which 
proved so successful in the Okinawa cam- 
paign. Besides this training, Ground Con- 
trol Approach (GCA) and Ground Con- 
trol Interception (GCI) is constantly be- 
ing practiced. 

In carrying out the missions of Marine 
Air, West Coast, it is planned to have all 
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tactical units qualified in aircraft carrier 
operations with emphasis on close air 
support. Transport and utility units are 


working towards greater efficiency in | 


serving the units which they are to sup- 
port, emphasizing long-range air trans- 
portation. In the over-all training pro- 
gram of Marine Air, West Coast, numer- 
ous schools are being conducted. These 
schools are developed by individual units 
for the training of enlisted and officer 
personnel in their respective jobs. Train- 
ing films are shown in order that a thor- 
ough knowledge of technical matters may 
be more fully explained. Not overlooking 
the administrative problem, Marine Air, 
West Coast, conducts a Clerical School at 
El Toro, which has a sixteen weeks’ 
course of highly specialized training. 

Particular encouragement is given to all 
personnel to participate in the educa- 
tional program and to study courses of- 
fered by the Marine Corps Institute and 
other service schools. Athletics also play 
a large part in the activities of personnel 
of this command. El Toro and Miramar 
are both represented in the West Coast 
Naval Aviation athletic conference, which 
extends from Seattle, Washington, to San 
Diego. Intramural competition among all 
squadrons is a weekly feature. 

Marine Fleet Air, West Coast, the first 
central command agency for all Marine 
Aircraft units on the West Coast, was 
formed at the U. 8S. Naval Air Station, 
North Island, San Diego, California, on 
January 21, 1943. As a result of the ex- 
perience gained both at home and in the 
combat zone in operating aviation units, 
it was deemed necessary to have one com- 
mand responsible for both the base in- 
stallations and the tactical squadrons. 
The designation was therefore changed 
to Marine Air, West Coast, on 20 Dec. 
1945, and all Marine aviation activities 
on the West Coast were assigned to it. 
Since that date, even though important 
changes have taken place due to demobil- 
ization and the deactivation of both 
ground and air units, Marine Air, West 
Coast, is now on a post-war footing, train- 
ing its personnel so that if and when they 
may be called upon to participate in com- 
bat operations, they may equal, if not 
excel, the record of those Marine aviators 
who fought at Guadalcanal, in the Philip- 
pines, the Marshalls, and at Okinawa. 


YC-97 Completes First Flight 

The Army Air ForceS YC-97 “Strato- 
freighter,” built by the Boeing Aircraft 
Company, sucessfully completed its first 
test flight 11 March at Boeing Field, 
Seattle, Wash. A long-range troop and 
eargo transport, the YC-97 stayed aloft 
for 37 minutes on its maiden flight. 

The “Stratofreighter,” cargo version of 
the B-29, spans 141 feet 2 inches across 
the wing and 110 feet 3 inches long. It 
is capable of attaining a maximum speed 
in excess of 300 miles per hour and can 
carry its cargo load approimately 4,000 
miles. It carries a crew of five and oper- 
ates at a service ceiling of 30,000 feet. 
The C-97 model is not a new one to the 
Army Air Forces. Three of them, known 
as XC-97s, were in experimental use dur- 
ing the war years. 


AAF Sends Band to Caribbean 

The third of four bands being trained 
by the Army Air Forces to play for official 
functions as well as furnish entertain- 
ment for troops in overseas theaters has 
completed a two-month training course 
in the AAF Band School at Bolling Field, 
Washington, D. C., and will be sent to 
the Caribbean Air Command. 

After completion of brief furloughs, 
members of the band will prepare for 
embarkation, scheduled for this month. 
All members of the band volunteered for 
overseas service. The first and second 
bands organized under this program were 
sent to Japan and Alaska. The fourth 
band will be sent to the European theater. 


Eclipse Expedition Leaves 

The main military party of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society — Army Air 
Forces eclipse expedition left Washing- 
ton, D. C., 10 March, for the interior of 
Brazil. 

The group included 25 AAF personnel 
and four members of the National Geo- 
graphie’s science group. The AAF group 
includes a number of meteorological tech- 
nicians from the Air Weather Service. 





Gen. Thatcher Heads 314th Wing 

Brig. Gen. Herbert B. Thatcher has 
taken command of the Fifth Air Force’s 
314th Composite Wing at Johnson Army 
Air Field, Irumagawa, Japan. He sue 
ceeds Brig. Gen. David W. Hutchinson, 
who is returning to the United States for 
reassignment. 


XF-11 Ready for Test Flight 

The Army Air Forces’ high speed photo 
reconnaissance plane, the XF-11, built by 
Hughes Aircraft Company of Culver 
City, Calif., is now ready for its test 
flight. The exact date of the test flight 
is indefinite, but plant officials state it 
will fly within two weeks. 

The XF-11 was designed for high speed 
photographie work. It is a twin-boomed, 
two place monoplane, spanning 101 feet 
5 inches across the wing and 65 feet 5 
inches long. It is 23 feet 3 inches from 
ground to tail-top. Powered by two Pratt- 
Whitney 3,000 horsepower engines, driv- 
ing two eight-bladed, counter-rotating 
Hamilton Standard propellers, the plane 
is capable of speeds in excess of 400 miles 
per hour. Built for long range work, the 
XF-11 has a ceiling of over 40,000 feet. 
A pressurized cabin makes oxygen masks 
for crew members unnecessary. 

The plane has provisions for six cam- 
eras in the nose and booms, with operat- 
ing controls duplicated in the nose and 
pilot’s cockpit. Special equipment pro- 
vides for heating cameras and defrosting 
camera windows in high altitude opera- 
tions. The AAF has approved a contract 
which gives Howard Hughes, president of 
Hughes Aircraft, the privilege to select 
the test pilot for the flight. Official sanc- 
tion came from Air Materiel Command, 
Wright Field, Ohio. 


Tactical Air Course 
A tactical Air Indoctrination Course 
was established at Lawson Field and the 
Infantry Center, Ft. Benning, Ga., 24 Feb. 
under the direction of the Tactical Air 
Command’s Ninth Air Force, commanded 


by Maj. Gen. Paul L. Williams. 


Primary purpose of the course is to 
demonstrate to Army Ground Forces 
training units and Service School classes 
the full capabilities of air support as given 
by a tactical air force. AGF units parti- 
cipating include the 82d Airborne Division 
and school troops of The Infantry School. 

The present schedule for Army training 
units to attend the exercises has been 
announced as follows:

Command and Staff College, 24 March;

Hiroshima Bombsight Presented 
Norden Bombsight No. 4120, used when 
the Army Air Forces dropped the atomic 
bomb on Hiroshima 6 Aug. 1945, was pre- 
sented to the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington D. C., recently.

Adding Machine Co., presented the bomb- 
sight, which was accepted by Dr. Alex- 
ander Wetmore, secretary of the Smith- 
sonian Institution.

Text of War Department’s Proposed Bill for Promotion of Officers 


OLLOWING is the full text of “The 

Officer Personnel Act of 1947,” as ap- 
proved by the Bureau of the Budget, 
which the War Department will ask Con- 
gress to enact to govern the temporary 
and permanent promotion of officers of 
the Army 

A reine! “To? provide for the procurement, 
promotion and elimination of Regular Army 
officers, and for other purposes.” 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That this Act 
may be cited as “The Officer Personnel Act 
of 1947.” 


REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS— 
AUTHORIZED STRENGTH 

Sec. 2. There is authorized a strength of 
51,000 active commissioned officers in the 
Regular Army exclusive of the number au- 
thorized by law for the Army Nurse Corps, 
the Women’s Medical Specialist Corps, pro- 
fessors of the United States Military Academy, 
and any numbers authorized by special pro- 
visions of law providing for officers in desig- 

nated categories as additional numbers. 


REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS—APPOINT- 
MENT—ASSIGNMENT IN BRANCH— 
NUMBERS IN EACH BRANCH 

Sec. 3. (a) In addition to the officers per- 
manently appointed in general officer grades 
above that of major general (authorized by 
other provisions of law), Regular Army offi- 
cers shall be appointed by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
in the Regular Army in the commissioned offi- 
cer grades of major general, brigadier gen- 
eral, colonel, lieutenant colonel, major, cap- 
tain, first lieutenant and second lieutenant. 

(b) Officers holding appointments in any 
general officer grade in the Regular Army 
shall be known as general officers of the Regu- 
lar Army. Appointments of officers in gen- 
eral officer grades in the Regular Army shall 
be made in the Medical Corps, in the Dental 
Corps, and as Chaplains; but otherwise they 
shall be made in the Regular Army without 
specification of branch, arm or service. When 
the appointments are in the Medical Corps, the 
Dental Corps and as Chaplains, general offi- 
cers of the Regular Army may be specifically 
referred to as general officers, Medical Corps, 
Regular Army; general officers, Dental Corps, 
Regular Army and general officers, Chaplains, 
Regular Army. 

(c) Appointments of officers in commis- 
sioned officer grades below that of brigadier 
general in the Regular Army shall be made in 
the Air Corps, in each of the several corps 
of the Medical Department, as Chaplains, in 
the Women’s Army Corps (when established 
by law), and as professors of the United States 
Military Academy; but otherwise they shall 
be made in the Regular Army without speci- 
fication of branch, arm or service. Those ap- 
pointed without specification of branch, arm 
or service, shall be assigned (and may from 
time to time be transferred and reassigned) 
by the Secretary of War in the several 
branches, arms and services of the Regular 
Army (excluding the Air Corps, the several 
corps of the Medical Department, the Women’s 
Army Corps and the Chaplains) according to 
the professional qualifications of the officers 
concerned and the needs of the branches, arms 
and services. 

(d) The authorized active commissioned 
strength of the Air Corps of the Regular Army: 
of each of the several corps of the Medical 
Department of the Regular Army ; of the Chap- 
jlains of the Regular Army; of the Women’s 
Army Corps of the Regular Army; and of 
each of the several corps, arms and services 
of the Regular Army in which officers are as- 
signed (as distinguished from those in which 
officers are appointed); shall, from time to 
time, be determined by the Secretary of War 
(within the authorized active commissioned 
strength of the Regular Army and within any 
limitations otherwise provided, by law). 

(e) Under regulations prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of War, officers appointed or assigned 
in one branch, arm or service, may be detailed 
in, or for duty with, any other branch, arm 
or service. 

(f) Persons now vested with office in the 
Regular Army in the several commissioned 
officer grades under appointments as officers 
in the several branches, arms, and services 
{excluding those appointed in the Air Corps, 
the several corps of the Medical Department, 
as Chaplains, and as professors of the United 
States Military Academy) shall be deemed to 
hold such office under appointments in the 
Regular Army without spegification of branch, 
arm or service and to be assigned in the 
branch, arm or service specified in their ap- 
pointment. 

(gz) This section shall not become effective 
until December 31, 1947, for the purpose dur- 
‘ing the interim of administering the Act of 
December 28, 1945 (Public Law 281, 79th 
Congress, 59 Stat 663), as amended, and other 
Acts or provisions of law providing for the 
appointment of persons as additional officers 
of the Regular Army; but otherwise this sec- 
tion shall be effective on the date of enact- 
ment of this Act. 
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GENERAL OFFICERS OF THE REGULAR 
ARMY—AUTHORIZED NUMBERS— 
SENIORITY LIST—DATE OF RANK 

Sec. 4. (a) There is authorized a strength 
of active general officers of the Regular Army 

(exclusive of the number authorized for the 

Medical Corps, the Dental Corps, and as Chap-

bers). There is authorized a strength of active 
general officers of the Regular Army in the 
Medical Corps equal to three-fourths of one 


“per centum of the authorized active commis- 


sioned strength of the Medical Corps of the 
Regular Army. There is authorized one active 
general officer, Dental Corps, Regular Army. 
There is authorized one active general officer, 
Chaplain, Regular Army. Of the total author- 
ized strength of active general officers of the 
Regular Army (exclusive of the number per- 
manently appointed in grades above that of 
major general under authority of special pro- 
visions of law), there is authorized fifty per 
centum in grade of major general and fifty 
per centum in grade of brigadier general. The 
number authorized in the grade of brigadier 
general may be exceeded by a number equal 
to the number of vacancies from time to time 
existing in the grade of major general. 

(b) There shall be maintained a seniority 
list of the general officers of the Regular 
Army. The first name on the list shall be 
that of the general officer most senior in per- 
manent general officer grade ; the second name 
on the list shall be that of the senior next 
below the first; the third on the list shall be 
that of the senior next below the second ; and 
so on throughout the list. 

(c) Date of rank: 

(1) The date of rank of an officer appointed 
in the grade of brigadier general in the Regu- 
lar Army shall be the date of appointment: 
Provided, That, if at time of appointment he 
holds office in temporary grade of brigadier 
general or any higher temporary grade, his 
date of rank shall be the date of rank held in 
such temporary grade, or formerly held in the 
temporary grade of brigadier general if ap- 
pointed to higher temporary grade from that 
grade; but in no event shall such date of rank 
be earlier than that of the junior officer in 
the permanent grade of brigadier general in 
the Regular Army. 

(2) The date of rank of an officer appointed 
in the grade of major general in the Regular 
Army shall be the date of rank held by such 
officer in the grade of brigadier general in the 
Regular Army: Provided, That, if at time of 
appointment he does not hold office in per- 
manent grade of brigadier general, but does 
hold office in the temporary grade of brigadier 
general or higher temporary grade, his date 
of rank shall be the date of rank held in such 
temporary grade, or formerly held in the tem- 
porary grade of brigadier general if appointed 
to higher temporary grade from that grade: 
And provided further, That such date of rank 





shall not be earlier than that of the junior 
officer in the permanent grade of major general 
in the Regular Army. 

(d) The provisions of this section shall be 
effective immediately upon the enactment of 
this Act and the following Acts and parts of 
Acts and all other laws or parts of laws in- 
consistent or in conflict with the provisions of 
this section are hereby repealed: 

(1) That part of Sec. 4 of the National De- 
fense Act, as amended, which precedes the 
paragraph commencing with the words, “Sec. 
4a.”” (10 USC 482, 483, 487, 551).

GENERAL OFFICERS—ASSIGNMENTS— 

POSITIONS CARRYING RANK OF 
GENERAL AND LIEUTENANT 
GENERAL 

Sec. 5 (a) General officers holding office in 
any general officer grade, under permanent or 
temporary appointments, including general offi- 
cers of the Army of the United States, or any 
component thereof, serving on active Federal 
duty, may be assigned or detailed to any duties 
or positions under regulations prescribed by 
the President. 

(b) The President is authorized, without the 
advice and consent of the Senate, from time 
to time, to designate certain positions of im- 
portance and responsibility which shall carry 
the rank of general and lieutenant general, 
and the Secretary of War, under the direction 
of the President, is authorized, from time to 
time, to designate and assign to such positions 
any of the general officers holding office in the 
grade of major general or higher grade, under 
permanent or temporary appointments (in- 
cluding general officers of the Army of the 
United States and general officers of each of 
the components thereof who may be serving 
on active Federal duty) : Provided, That the 
number of such positions and the number of 
officers serving in such positions shall not ex- 
ceed 15 per centum of the total number of 
general officers serving on active Federal mili- 
tary duty (including those holding office under 
temporary appointments and general officers 
of the Army of the United States, and the 
several components thereof) and of such num- 
ber not more than 25 per centum may be 
positions carrying the rank of general. Gen- 
eral officers who are designated and assigned 
to such positions shall have the rank, title, 
pay and allowances of a general or lieutenant 
general, as the case may be, while so serving, 
without vacation of their permanent grade. 
Upon termination of an officer’s service in 
any such position he shall resume his per- 
manent grade or whatever temporary grade 
he may, at that time, be entitled to hold. 

(c) The Act of August 5, 1939 (53 Stat. 
1214), as amended (10 USC 482b) is hereby 
repealed. 

REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS—AUTHOR- 
IZED NUMBERS IN GRADES BELOW 
BRIGADIER GENERAL—PROMOTION 
LISTS—SENIORITY—DATE OF RANK 

Sec. 6. (a) The names of all active com- 
missioned officers of the Regular Army in 
permanent grades below that of brigadier gen- 








eral (except professors of the United States 
Military Academy, officers of the Army Nurse 
Corps and Women’s Medical Specialist Corps, 
and officers in special categories excluded by 
some express provision of law) shall be car- 
ried on promotion lists as hereinafter pre. 
scribed and may be referred to as promotion- 
list officers. As used in this section the phrase 
“total authorized promotion-list strength” 
means the authorized active commissioned 
strength of the Regular Army exclusive of the 
numbers authorized by law for the Army Nurse 
Corps, the Women’s Medical Specialist Corps, 
professors of the United States Military Acad- 
emy, any numbers authorized by special pro- 
visions of law providing for officers in desig- 
nated categories as additional numbers and the 
number of active general officers of the Regu- 
lar Army. 

(b) (1) Of the total authorized promotion- 
list strength there are authorized numbers in 
permanent grades as follows: eight per centum 
(8%) in grade of colonel ; fourteen per centum 
(14%) in grade‘of lieutenant colonel; nine 
teen per centum (19%) in the grade of major; 
twenty-three per centum (23%) in grade of 
captain ; eighteen per centum (18%) in grade 
of first lieutenant ; eighteen per centum (18%) 
in grade of second lieutenant. 

(2) The authorized number ‘in each of the 
several grades in each of the several pro- 
motion lists shall be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of War by a schedule of percentages in 
grades for that list (there being authorized 
for each grade a percentage of the total 
strength authorized for that list) which 
schedule of percentages may be different for 
each promotion list; but, for each grade, the 
total of the numbers authorized in the several 
promotion lists shall not exceed the total num- 
ber hereinafter authorized for that grade. 

(3) The number authorized by the Secretary 
of War for each grade in each promotion list 
may be exceeded by the number of vacancies 
existing in higher grades in that list. The 
authorized numbers in grades below colonel 
shall from time to time be temporarily in- 
creased as provided in Sections 9 and 10 of 
this Act in order to give effect to the pro- 
motion system prescribed in those Sections. 

(c) Promotion Lists. 

(1) The Army Promotion List shall contain 
the names of all promotion-list officers except 
officers of the Air Corps, the Women’s Army 
Corps, the several corps of the Medical De 
partment and Chaplains. 

(2) The Air Corps Promotion List shall 
contain the names of all promotion-list offi- 
cers of the Air Corps. 

(3) The Medical Corps Promotion List shall 
contain the names of all promotion-list ofli- 
cers of the Medica] Corps. 

(4) The Dental Corps Promotion List shall 
contain the names of all promotion-list officers 
of the Dental Corps. 

(5) The Veterinary Corps Promotion List 
shall contain the names of all promotion-list 
officers of the Veterinary Corps. 

(6) The Medical Service Corps Promotion 
List shall contain the names of all promotion- 
list officers of the Pharmacy Corps, the Medi- 
cal Administrative Corps and the Medical 
Service Corps. 

(7) The Women’s Army Corps Promotion 
List shall contain the names of all promotion- 
list officers of the Women’s Army Corps. 

(8) The Chaplains Promotion List shall 
contain the names of all promotion-list Chap- 
lains. 

(d) Date of Rank and Seniority in Per- 
manent Grade 

(1) On each of the several promotion lists, 
names of officers shall be arranged by grade 
in which the officers hold permanent appoint- 
ments in the Regular Army in the following 
order: ist—colonels; 2nd—lieutenant colo- 
nels; 3rd—majors; 4th—captains ; 5th—first 
lieutenants ; and, 6th—second lieutenants. The 
words “grade,” “senior” and “seniority” as 
used in this section mean “permanent grade,” 
“senior in permanent grade,” and “permanent 
grade seniority,” respectively. 

(2) Among officers of the same grade and 
promotion list, names shall be arranged as 
provided in this Act and seniority among such 
officers shall be established thereby. The offi 
cer whose name appears first on the list shall 
be the senior, the officer whose name appears 
second on the list shall be the senior next 
below the first, the officer whose name appears 
third on the list shall be senior next below 
the second, and so on throughout the list. 

(3) Among officers of the same grade whose 
names are not contained on the same promo- 
tion list, the officer with the earliest date of 
rank shall be the senior, and in cases of same 


date of rank, the officer with the greatest 
amount of continuous active commissioned 
service in the Regular Army shall be the 


senior, and in cases where this is the same, 
seniority shall be as established at time of 
original appointment in the Regular Army, 
and in cases not covered by the foregoing, a5 
established by the Secretary of War. Any offi 
cer transferred from one branch, arm or serv- 
ice, to another, the officers of which are con- 
tained on a different promotion list, shall 
have his name entered upon such new promo-

tion list among the officers in his grade in ac- 
cordance with their relative seniority as here- 

inabove defined. 

(4) Unless specifically provided otherwise, 
upon appointment of a promotion-list officer 
in any grade, such officer’s name shall be placed 
at the bottom of the list of officers of the grade 
in which appointed. 

(e) The promotion lists described in this 
section shall be established by entering there- 
on the names of the officers concerned without 
change in their order of precedence: for pro- 
motion-list officers (as defined under the law 
prior to enactment of this Act)—on the pro- 
motion-list as established under the law prior 
to enactment of this Act; and, for non-pro- 
motion-list officers (as defined under the law 
prior to enactment of this Act)—determined 
by their service creditable for promotion pur- 
poses under existing law, and where such offi- 
cers have an equal amount of such service 
by their relative permanent seniority standing : 
Provided, That the provisions of Section 19 
of this Act shall first be carried out. 

(f) This section shall not become effective 
until December 31, 1947, for the purpose, 
during the interim, of administering the Act 
of December 28, 1945, (Public Law 281, 79th 
Congress, 59 Stat. 663), as amended, and other 
Acts or provisions of law providing for the 
appointment of persons as additional officers 
of the Regular Army; but otherwise this sec- 
tion shall be effective on the date of enactment 
of this Act. Effective December 31, 1947, sec- 
tion 24a of the National Defense Act, as 
amended (10 USC 553) and section 1 of the 
Act of July 31, 1935 (49 Stat. 505; 10 USC 
553a) shall be repealed. 

REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS— 
PROCUREMENT 

Sec. 7. (a) Within the authorized active 
commissioned strength of the Regular Army, 
the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, is authorized to appoint 
aditional officers in the Regular Army grades 
as hereinafter in this section prescribed, sub- 
ject to the conditions and limitations set 
forth. 

(b) All persons appointed officers in the 
Regular Army shall be citizens of the United 
States, at least 21 years of age, of good moral 
character, physically qualified for active mili- 
tary service, and have such other qualifications 
as may be prescribed by the Secretary of War. 

(c) For the purpose of determining grade, 
position on promotion list, permanent grade 
seniority, and ¢ligibility for promotion, each 
person initially appointed an officer in thé 
Regular Army shall, at time of appointment, 
be credited with an amount of service equival- 
ent to the total period of active Federal service 
performed after attaining the age of 21 years 
as a commissioned officer in the Army of the 
United States or any component thereof sub- 
sequent to December 31, 1947, and prior to 
such appointment, but in no event shall any 
person be credited for such purposes with 
more than five years of such service. In ad- 
dition to the foregoing and for the purposes 
hereinabove specified, each person appointed 
an officer of the Medical Corps of the Regular 
Army shall, at time of appointment, be 
credited with an amount of service equal to 
four years; each person appointed an officer 
of the Dental Corps, each person appointed a 
Chaplain of the Regular Army, and each per 
son appointed an officer of the Regular Army 
with a view to assignment in the Judge Ad- 
vocate Genera!’s Department, shall, at time of 
appointment, be credited with an amount of 
service equal to three years; and, each per- 
son appointed an officer of the Veterinary 
Corps shall, at time of appointment be 
credited with an amount of service equal to 
two years. Notwithstanding the foregoing or 
any other provisions of law, no person for 
merly a cadet at the United States Military 
Academy may be appointed an officer of the 
Regular Army prior to the date on which his 
classmates at the United States Military Acad- 
emy are graduated and appointed officers; 
and, any person, who was a cadet at, but did 
not graduate from, the United States Military 
Academy, shall not, upon appointment as an 
officer of the Regular Army, be credited with 
a period of service greater than the service 
credited to any member of his class at the 
academy whose service in the Army has been 
continuous since graduation. 

(d) Upon the basis of service credited as 
provided in subsection (c) of this section, the 
grade in which a person shall be appointed 
shall be determined as follows: Persons who 
have no service credit and those. who are 
credited with less than three years’ service 
shall be appointed in the grade of second 
lieutenant; persons who are credited with 
three or more years’ service, but less than 
Seven years’ service, shall be appointed in 
the grade of first lieutenant; persons who 
are credited with seven or more years’ service 
shall be appointed in the grade of captain. 
The names of such persons so appointed shall 
be placed upon the applicable promotion list 
immediately below those officers of the same 
grade having the same or next greater period 
of service. 

; (e) No person shall be initially appointed 
in the Regular Army in any commissioned 
grade when the length of time from date of 
birth to date of appointment exceeds; for all 
Persons except those hereinafter specifically 
mentioned ;—twenty-seven years; for persons 











appointed in the Medical Corps, the Dental 
Corps and the Veterinary Corps and persons 
appointed with view to assignment in the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department ;— 
thirty-two years ; for persons appointed in the 
Medical Service Corps ;—thirty years ; for per- 
sons appointed as Chaplains ;—thirty-four 
years: Provided, That for any person, the 
numbers of years from date of birth to date of 
appointment hereinabove specified shall, re 
spectively, be increased by the number of 
years, months, and days, of active Federal 
service performed by such person after attain- 
ing the age of twenty-one years as a commis- 
sioned officer in the Army of the United States 
or any component thereof subsequent to De- 
cember 31, 1947, and prior to such appoint- 
ment, but not by more than five years: And 
provided further, That until June 30, 1953, 
the Secretary of War may, in his discretion, 
waive such maximum age limitations for any 
person who served in the armed forces of the 
United States prior to September 2, 1945. 

(f) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, when any cadet of the United States 
Military Academy has completed the pre- 
scribed course of instruction, he may upon 
graduation be promoted and appointed a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Regular Army, and when- 
ever any such appointment would result in 
there being a number of active commissioned 
officers in the Regular Army in excess of the 
authorized active commissioned strength, such 
strength shall be temporarily increased as 
necessary to authorize such appointment. The 
graduates of each class shall be assigned rela- 
tive seniority among themselves under regu- 
lations prescribed by the Secretary of War 
and no cadet upon graduation, promotion and 
appointment shall be given any service credit 
under the provisions of subsection (c) of this 
section. 

(g) The provisions of this section shall be- 
come effective Decemeber 31, 1947. Until De- 
cember 31, 1947, initial appointments of per- 
sons as commissioned officers in each of the 
several arms and services of the Regular Army 
shall continue to be made in accordance with 
the provisions of the Act of December 28, 1945 
(Public Law 281, 79th Congress; 59 Stat. 
663) as amended, and other provisions of law 
authorizing appointments of persons as ad- 
ditional officers of the Regular Army, but effec- 
tive December 31, 1947, no further appoint- 
ments shall be made under the provisions of 
the Act of December 28, 1945, as amended, 
(supra). Effective December 31, 1947, each 
officer of the Medical Corps who on that date 
has less than four years’ service credit, each 
officer of the Dental Corps, each Regular Army 
Chaplain, and each officer of the Judge Advo- 
cate General’s Department, who on that date 
has less than three years’ service credit, and 
that date has less than two years’ service 
credit, shall, for promotion, seniority, and 
promotion-list position purposes, be credited on 
that date with four years’ service, three vears’ 
service and two years’ service respectively. 
Effective December 31, 1947, the following 
Acts and parts of Acts and all other laws, or 
parts of laws in conflict or inconsistent with 
the provisions of this section, shall be re- 
pealed : 

(1) Section 24e of the National Defense 
Act, as amended (10 USC 484, 64, 92, 122, 
141, 151, 123, 231). 

(2) The Act of May 17, 1886 (24 Stat. 50; 
10 USC 486). 

REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS— 
SELECTION BOARDS 

Sec. 8. (a) (1) Unless expressly provided 
otherwise by some provision of law, general 
officers of the Regular Army and promotion- 
list officers of the Regular Army shall be per- 
manently promoted to and appointed in the 
grades of major general, brigadier general, 
colonel, lieutenant colonel, major and captain 
in the Regular Army only when recommended 
for promotion to those grades by a selection 
board as provided in this Act. 

(2) Selection boards shall be convened from 
time to time in such number and under such 
regulations as the Secretary of War may pre- 
scribe. Board members shall be appointed by 
the Secretary of War. There shall not be less 
than five members on each board. 

(3) Selection boards shall serve for such 
length of time as the Secretary of War may 
prescribe, but no one board shall serve longer 
than one year. No officer shall serve on two 
consecutive selection boards for the same 
grade, when the second of such boards con- 
siders any of the officers who were considered 
but not recommended for that grade by the 
first. 

(4) Board members must be senior in per- 
manent and temporary rank to any officer be- 
ing considered by their board. They must be 
Regular Army officers holding commission in 
a grade above that of lieutenant colonel either 
in the Regular Army or under temporary ap- 
pointment in the Army of the United States. 

(5) A majority of the total membership of 
any board must agree on each of the officers 
recommended for promition by that beard. 

(6) The Secretary of War acting personally 
may remove from the recommended list the 
name of any officer recommended for promo- 
tion to any grade by any selection board who 
in his opinion is not qualified for promotion. 
The President may do likewise, Any officer 
whose name is removed from the recom- 
mended list for any grade by the Secretary 
of War er by the President and any officer 
who, after nomination by the President for 














any grade, cannot be appointed because of 
advice by the Senate that the appointment 
does not have its consent, shall, for the pur- 
pose of determining his status, be deemed to 
have been considered but not selected for that 
grade by the selection board which had rec- 
ommended him. 

(b) In time of emergency declared by the 
President or by the Congress, and in time 
of war, the President is authorized, in his 
discretion, to suspend the operation of all or 
any part or parts of the several provisions of 
law pertaining to promotion. 

(c) The provisions of this Act shall be effec- 
tive immediately upon its enactment with re- 
spect to permanent grade promotion appoint- 
ments of Regular Army officers to the grades 
of major general and brigadier general and 
with respect to permanent grade promotion 
appointments of Regular Army promotion- 
list officers to grade of colonel. Regular Army 
promotion-list officers shall continue to be 
promoted to and appointed in the permanent 
grades of lieutenant colonel, major, captain 
and first lieutenant in accordance with exist- 
ing provisions of law until 31 December 1947, 
and on that date the provisions of this Act 
shall become effective for promotion of all 
Regular Army promotion-list officers to all 
permanent grades, Dffective 31 December 1947, 
the following Acts and parts of Acts shall 
be repealed: 

(1) Section 24c of the National Defense Act, 
as amended (10 USC 552, 556, 125, 143a).

REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS—PROMO- 
TION TO GRADE OF FIRST 
LIEUTENANT 

Sec. 9. Promotion list officers in permanent 
grade of second lieutenant shall be promoted 
to and appointed in the grade of first lieu- 
tenant in the Regular Army on completion of 
three years’ active commissioned service, and, 
the authorized number of officers in the grade 
of first lieutenant shall, from time to time, 
be temporarily increased as necessary to au- 
thorize such appointments. Second lieutenants 
who are found to be not fully qualified shall 
have their commissions revoked and be dis- 
charged under the authority of section 23 of 
the National Defense Act, as amended (10 
USC 484a). Whenever there are vacancies in 
any promotion list in the grade of first lieu- 
tenant, officers of that list in the grade of 
second lieutenant, may, under regulations pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War, be promoted 
and appointed in the grade of first lieutenant 
before completion of three years’ active com- 
missioned service, but no officer in the grade 
of second lieutenant will be promoted under 
the provisions of this section ahead of any 
officer in that grade whose name appears above 
his on the promotion list concerned. This 
section shall be effective December 31, 1947. 


REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS — PROMO- 

TION TO GRADES OF CAPTAIN, MAJOR 

AND LIEUTENANT COLONEL—ELIMINA- 
TION OF THOSE NOT PROMOTED 

Sec. 10. (a) After January 1, 1949, pro- 
motion-list officers shall be promoted to and 
appointed in the permanent grades of cap- 
tain, major and lieutenant colonel in the Regu- 
lar Army, or eliminated from the active list, 
as hereinafter in this section prescribed: Pro- 
vided, That the provisions of this section shall 
not apply to promotion of officers of the 
Women’s Army Corps to the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel. 

(b) Irrespective of the existence of any va- 
cancies, each promotion-list officer in per- 
manent grade of first lieutenant, captain 
and major shall be considered by a selection 
board for promotion to the permanent grade 
of captain, major and lieutenant colonel, suf- 
ficiently in advance of the date on which he 
completes 7, 14 and 21 years’ service, respec- 
tively, so that such officer, if recommended by 
the selection board, may be promoted to and 
appointed in such grade on the date on which 
he completes such length of service (“years’ 
service” as used in this section means and 
includes all service creditable for promotion 
purposes). 

(c) Based upon the number of vacancies 
existing and anticipated in any promotion list 
in the grade of captain, major and lieutenant 
colonel, respectively, the Secretary of War 
may direct a selection board to consider and 
recommend for promotion to such grades of- 
ficers of that list in permanent grade of first 
lieutenant, captain and major, respectively, 
irrespective of the length of service of such 
officers. 

(d) In no instance shall any officer be con- 
sidered by any selection board for promotion 
to the grade of captain, major or lieutenant 
colonel more than two years prior to the date 
on which it is anticipated he will, if recom- 
mended by such board, be appointed in that 
grade. Whenever any officer is considered by 
any selection board under any provision of 
this section for promotion to the grade of 
captain, major or lieutenant colonel in any 
promotion list, such board shall also consider 
all officers of that officer's grade and promo- 
tion list whose names appear above his on 
that list and are not carried on the recom- 
mended list for the next higher grade: Pro- 
vided, That no officer who has been twice 
considered and not recommended for promo- 
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tion to any one grade shall thereafter again 
be considered for promotion under the provi- 
sions of this section, 

(e)(1) When officers in the grade of first 
lieutenant, captain and major are to be con- 
sidered by a selection board for promotion 
to the grade of captain, major and lieutenant 
colonel, respectively, to fill vacancies in these 
grades, existing or anticipated, the Secretary 
of War, in his discretion, may follow the pro- 
cedure described in paragraph (3) of this sub- 
section, or he may direct the selection board 
to consider officers in the grades of first lieu- 
tenant, captain or major (as the case may be) 
in the order of their seniority as their names 
appear on the promotion list concerned, rec- 
ommend those who are fully qualified for pro- 
motion to the grade concerned, pass over 
those who are not fully qualified for promo- 
tion to such grade, and continue such proce- 
dure until a specified number of recommended 
officers is obtained. 

(2) When officers in the grade of first lleu- 
tenant, captain and major must be considered 
by a selection board for promotion to the 
grade of captain, major and lieutenant colonel, 
respectively, by reason of completion of years 
of service, or by reason of being on a promo- 
tion list above an officer of that list who must 
be considered for that reason, the Secretary 
of War, in his discretion, may follow the pro- 
cedure described in paragraph (3) of this 
subsection, or he may furnish to the selection 
board a list of officers to be considered for 
promotion to the grade concerned and direct 
sch board to recommend from among the offi- 
cers so listed all those and only those con- 
sidered by the board to be fully qualified 
for promotion to that grade. 

(3) In either of the circumstances described 

in paragraphs (1) and (2) of this subsection, 
the Secretary of War may, in lieu of the pro- 
cedures there prescribed, furnish to a selection 
board a list of officers to be considered for 
promotion to the grade concerned and direct 
such board to select and recommend — 
among those listed a specified number for pre- 
motion to that grade, the officers to be se- 
lected to be the best qualified of those listed 
for consideration. If this procedure is fol- 
lowed, the Secretary of War shall prescribe 
the number to be selected but in no event 
shall that number be less than eighty per 
centum of those officers listed for considera- 
tion, 
(f) The names of officers of any promotion 
list who are selected and recommended for 
promotion to any grade under the provisions 
of this section shall be carried on a permanent 
recommended list of officers of that promo- 
tion list for promotion to that grade. The 
names of those recommended by any selection 
board shall be entered on the applicable rec- 
ommended list with the same precedence 
standing among themselves as exists on the 
applicable promotion list, No. officer of any 
recommended list shall be appointed in the 
grade for which recommended ahead of any 
other officer whose name appears above his 
on such recommended list. 

(g) The phrase “deferred Officer” as used in 
this section means any officer considered and 
not recommended by any selection board for 
the grade of captain, major or lieutenant 
colonel under the provisions of this section. 
Each “deferred officer” shall suffer a loss in 
seniority such that he will be junior to those 
officers who were recommended by the selec- 
tion board which failed to recommend him, 
and shall suffer a reduction in his years of 
service for promotion purposes, if necessary, 
so that, one year subsequent to the time he 
would have been appointed in the next higher 
grade had he been recommended, he shall not 
have for promotion purposes more than seven 
vears’ service if in grade of first lieutenant, 
fourteen years’ service if in grade of captain, 
and twenty-one years’ service if in grade of 
major. 

(h) Deferred officers in any grade shall be 
considered a second time by the next selec- 
tion board designated for consideration of 
officers of his grade and promotion list and if 
recommended shall be placed upon the rec- 
ommended list without loss of rights other 
than loss in seniority and loss in years of 
service for promotion purposes hereinbefore 
precribed. If not recommended by the next 
consecutive selection board, he shall, on that 
date which is one year and 30 days subse- 
quent to the date on which he would have 
been appointed in the next higher grade had 
he been recommended by the first of two con- 
secutive selection boards, be eliminated from 
the active list of the Regular Army and re- 
tifed or separated, as the case may be (see 
section 16 of this Act): Provided, That, if on 
such date, he is within two years of becoming 
entitled to retirement under the provisions of 
section 16 of this Act, the date of elimination 
shall be the date on which he becomes en- 
titled to retirement, in lieu of that herein- 
above prescribed, and he shall be retained on 
the active list in the permanent grade held 
until qualified for retirement and then re- 
tired, unless sooner retired or separated under 
some other provision of law. 

(i) For the purpose of administering the 
provisions of this section, the date on which 
a deferred officer would have been appointed 
in the next higher grade, if he had been ree- 
ommended by the first of such two consecu- 
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tive selection boards, shall be counted as the 
date of appointment in such grade of which- 
ever officer, junior to him on the list prior 
to his loss in seniority, is first to be appointed 
in such grade, or the date on which, had he 
not suffered loss in years of service, he would 
have completed for promotion purposes, seven 
years’ service if in grade of first lieutenant, 
fourteen years’ service if in grade of captain, 
and twenty-one years’ service if in grade of 
major, whichever of said two dates is the 

earlier. 


(j) Officers of any promotion list, whose 
names are carried on any recommended list 
for promotion to any grade under the provi- 
sions of this section, may be promoted and 
appointed in the grade for which recom- 
mended whenever there is a vacancy in the 
number authorized for that grade in that pro- 
motion list, Promotions and appointments to 
fill vacancies may be made at any time, but it 
is not mandatory that the authorized num- 
bers in grades in the several promotion lists 
be maintained. 

(k) Irrespective of any vacancy in any 
grade, whenever any officer whose name is 
carried on any recommended list under the 
provisions of this section, completes for pro- 
motion purposes, seven years’ service if in 
grade of first lieutenant, fourteen years’ serv- 
ice if in grade of captain, and, twenty-one 
years’ service if in grade of major, the au- 
thorized number of officers in the grade of 
captain, major and lieutenant colonel, respec- 
tively, in the applicable promotion list, shall 
be temporarily increased, if necessary, to au- 
thorize the appointment in that grade of such 
officer and all officers of his grade and promo- 
tion list whose names appear above his on 
the recommended list, and such officers shall 
be simultaneously appointed in that grade, re- 
taining among themselves their existing rela- 

ve seniority. 

(1) In addition to the procedures described 
in subsection (e) of this section, whenever in 
the Air Corps promotion list there are va- 
cancies in the grade of captain, major or lieu- 
,tenant colonel, respectively, and, in the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of War, there are or 
will be an inadequate number of officers in 
that grade with certain special qualifications 
required for the Air Corps, he may direct a 
selection board to select a specified number 
of Air Corps promotion-list officers having 
such special qualifications for promotion to 
that grade. The selection in such instance 
shall be accomplished under the same rules 
that apply generally in this section, except 
that officers not selected shall not be deemed 
to have been considered for promotion within 
the meaning of subsection (d) of this section. 
Officers selected under this procedure shall be 
appointed in the grade for which selected only 
to fill vacancies in the numbers authorized in 
that grade. 

(m) Promotion of promotion-list officers to 
grades of cptain, major and lieutenant colonel 
shall continue to be made under existing law 
until 31 December, 1947; thereafter, promo- 
tions to these grades shall be suspended until 
promotions are made on or about 1 July 198, 
to fill initial requirements in these grades un- 
der the provisions of section 20 of this Act, 
and, thereafter, promotions to these grades 
shall again be suspended until 31 December 
1948, 

WOMEN’S ARMY CORPS PROMOTION 
LIST OF FICERS—PROMOTION TO GRADE 
OF LIEUTENANT COLONEL 

Sec. 11. Women’s Army Corps promotion-list 
officers shall be promoted to and appointed in 
the permanent grade of lieutenant colonel in 
the Regular Army only when a vacancy exists 
in the number of lieutenant colonels author- 
ized for that promotion list. Such officers shall 
be appointed ip that grade only when selected 
and recommended for that grade by a selec- 
tion board under regulations prescribed by 
the Secretary of War. 


REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS—PROMO- 
TION TO GRADE OF COLONEL 


Sec. 12. (a) After the date of enactment of 
this Act, promotion-list officers shall be pro- 
moted to and appointed in the permanent 
grade of cdlonel in the Regular Army only 
as hereinafter in this section prescribed, 

(b) Based upon the number of vacancies 
existing and anticipated in any promotion 
list in the grade of colonel and the number 
of officers desired in that grade in that pro- 
motion list, the Secretary of War shall dizect 
a selection board to select and recommend a 
prescribed number of officers of that promo- 
tion list for promotion to that grade and 
shall furnish to such board a list of the names 
of the officers to be considered. The list of 
names furnished for consideration shall in- 
clude the name of the senior officer of that 
promotion list below the junior in the perma- 
nent grade of colonel whose name is not car- 
ried on the recommended list for promotion 
to the grade of colonel and the names of addi- 
tional such officers, next below his on that 
promotion list, as the Secretary of War may 
prescribe, and until 30 June 1948, may include 
the names of any officers in permanent grade 
below that of colonel who served during the 
current war in any general officer grade under 
temporary appointment. From among the of- 








ficers named for consideration, the designated 
selection board shall select and recommend 
the prescribed number. The officers selected 
and recommended shall be those who, in the 
opinion of the board, are the best qualified 
officers of those listed for consideration: 
Provided, That whenever in the opinion of 
the Secretary of War, the number of officers 
in the permanent grade of colonel in each 
of the several branches included in the Army 
promotion list is or may become seriously 
unbalanced, he may, in his discretion, direct 
that, of the officers to be selected and recom- 
mended for the grade of colonel, specified 
numbers be selected for service in specified 
branches: And provided further, That when- 
ever in the opinion of the Secreary of War, 
in the Air Corps promotion list, there is or 
will be an inadequate number of officers, in 
the permanent grode of colonel, possessing 
certain special qualifications required for the 
Air Corps, he may, in his discretion, direct 
that, of the officers to be selected and recom- 
mended for the grade of colonel, specified 
numbers possess certain specified qualifica- 
tions. 


(c) The names of officers of any promotion 
list who are selected’ and recommended for 
promotion to the grade of colonel in the Reg- 
ular Army shal] be carried on a permanent 
recommended list of officers of that promo- 
tion list for promotion to that grade. The 
names of those recommended by any selec- 
tion board shall be entered on the applicable 
recommended list in the same precedence 
standing among themselves as exists on the 
applicable promotion list. No officer of any 
recommended list shall be appointed in the 
grade of colonel ahead of any other officer 
whose name appears above his on such recom- 
mended list. Qéficers whose names are car- 
ried on any such recommended list may be 
promoted and appointed in the grade of col- 
onel only when there is a vacancy in the num- 
ber authorized for that grade in that promo- 
tion list. Promotion appointments to fill 
vacancies in the grade of colonel in the Reg- 
ular Army may be made at any time, but 
it is not mandatory that authorized numbers 
in that grade in the several promotion lists 
be maintained, 

(d) The ratio of the number of officers of 
any promotion list which the Secretary of 
War names for consideration by any selec- 
tion board for promotion to the grade of colo- 
nel in the Regular Army, to the number of 
officers which he directs such selection board 
to select from among those so named, may 
be as desired by the Secretary of War but no 
officer shall be named for consideration more 
than two years prior to the date on which it 
is anticipated he will, if selected, be appointed 
in that grade. After 30 June 19, offiecrs 
must have completed at least one year's serv- 
ice under permanent appointment in the grade 
of lieutenant colonel in the Regular Army 
before being nominated or appointed in the 
grade of colonel in the Regular Army. 


REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS — PROMO- 
TION TO GRADE OF BRIGADEER GEN. 


Sec, 13. (a) After the date of enactment of 
this Act, promotion-list officers shall be pro- 
moted to and appointed in the permanent 
grade of brigadier general in the Regular 
Army only as hereinafter in this section 
prescribed, except in those cases governed by 
the provisions of section 15 of this Act. 

(b) Based upon the number of vacancies 
existing and anticipated in the grade of 
brigadier general in the Regular Army and 
the number of officers desired in that grade, 
the Secretary of War shall direct a selection 
board to select and recommend a prescribed 
number of officers for promotion to that 
grade, and, in order to insure that the Army 
wil] have adequate numbers of officers in the 
grade of brigadier general with experience 
qualifying them for service in or with the 
several branches, arms and services, he may, 
in his discretion, direct that, of the number 
to be selected and recommended, specified 
numbers have experience qualifying them for 
service in or with certain specified branches, 
arms or services. The Secretary of War shall 
furnish to such board a list of the names of 
the officers to be considered, The list of names 
furnished for consideration shall include the 
names of the senior officers below the junior 
in the permanent grade of brigadier general 
whose names are not carried on the recom- 
mended list for promotion to the grade of 
brigadier general and the names of additional 
such officers next below theirs on the ap- 
plicable promotion lists, as the Secretary of 
War may prescribe, and, until 30 June 1948, 
may include the names of any officers in per- 
manent grade below that of brigadier gen- 
eral who served during the current war in 
any general officer grade under temporary ap- 
pointment. From among the officers named 
for consideration, the designated selection 
board shall select and recommend the pre- 
scribed number, including any prescribed 
numbers whose experience qualifies them for 
service in or with a designated branch, arm 
or service. The officers selected and recom- 
mended shal] be those who, in the opinion of 
the board, are the best qualified officers of 
those listed for consideration. 

(c) The names of officers who are selected 
and recommended for promotion to the grade 
of brigadier general in the Regular Army 
shall be carried on a permanent recom- 
mended list of officers for promotion to that 
grade. “Upon selection, the names of such 





officers shall be placed on the recommended 
list at the foot thereof arranged among them- 
selves according to precedence to be de- 
termined by the Secretary of War. The num- 
ber of officers to be selected and recommended 
by designated selection boards for promotion 
to the grade of brigadier general in the Reg- 
ular Army shal] be determined by the Secre- 
tary of War. It is not mandatory that the 
Secretary of War direct the selection and 
recommendation of numbers sufficient to pro- 
duce the number authorized for that grade; 
but officers who are selected and recommended 
for promotion to that grade by any such se- 
lection board, and whose names are not re- 
moved from the recommended list by the 
Secretary of War or the President, shall be 
nominated, and by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate appointed, in that grade 
as soon as there is a vacancy in the number 
authorized for that grade. 

(d) The ratio of the number of officers 
which the Secretary of War names for con- 
sideration by any selection board for promo- 
tion to the grade of brigadier general in the 
Regular Army, to the number of officers 
which he directs such selection board to se- 
lect from among those so named, may be 
as desired by the Secretary of War, but no 
officer shall be named for consideration more 
than one year prior to the date on which 
it is anticipated he will, if selected, be ap- 
pointed in that grade. After 30 June 199, of- 
ficers must have completed at least one year's 
service under permanent appointment in the 
grade of colonel in the Regular Army, be- 
fore being nominated or appointed in the 
grade of brigadier general in the Regular 
Army, 


REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS — PROMO- 
TION TO GRADE OF MAJOR GEN. 


Sec. 14. (a) After the date of enactment, of 
this Act, Regular Army officers shall be pro- 
moted to and appointed in the permanent 
grade of major general in the Regular Army 
only as hereinafter in this section prescribed, 
except in those cases governefl by the provi- 
sions of section 15 of this Act. 

(b) Based upon the number of vacancies 
existing and anticipated in the grade of 
major general in the Regular Army and the 
number of officers desired in that grade, the 
Secretary of War shall direct a selection 
board to select and recommend a prescribed 
number of officers for promotion to that 
grade, and, in order to insure that the Army 
will have adequate numbers of officers in 
the grade of major general with experience 
qualifying them for service in or with the 
several branches, arms and services, he may, 
in his discretion, direct that, of the number 
to be selected and recommended, specified 
numbers having experience qualifying them 
for service in or with certain specified 
branches, arms or services. The Secretary of 
War shall furnish to stich board a list of the 
names of the officers to be considered. The 
list of names furnished for consideration shall 
include the name of the senior officer in the 
permanent grade of brigadier general whose 
name is not carried on the recommended list 
for promotion to the grade of major general 
and the names of additional such officers, next 
below his on the general officers’ seniority 
list, as the Secretary of War may prescribe, 
and, until 30 June 1948, may include the names 
of any officers in permanent grade below that 
of major general who served during the cur- 
rent war in any general officer grade under 
temporary appointment, From among the offi- 
cers named for consideration, the designated 
selection board shall select and recommend 
the prescribed number, including any pre- 
scribed numbers whose experience qualifies 
them for service in or with a designated 
branch, arm or service. The officers selected 
and recommended shall be those who, in the 
opinion of the board, are the best qualified 
officers of those listed for consideration. 

(ec) The names of officers who are selected 

and recommended for promotion to the grade 
of major general in the Regular Army shall 
“be carried on a permanent recommended list 
of officers for promotion to that grade. Upon 
selection, the names of such officers shall be 
placed on the recommended list at the foot 
thereof arranged among themselves according 
to precedence to be determined by the Secre- 
tary of War. The number of officers to be se- 
lected and recommended by designated selec- 
tion boards for promotion to the grade of ma- 
jor general in the Regular Army shall be de- 
termined by the Secretary of War. It is not 
mandatory that the Secretary of War direct 
the selection and recommendation of numbers 
sufficient to produce the number authorized 
for that grade; but officers who are selected 
and recommended for promotion to that grade 
by any such selection board, and whose names 
are not removed from the recommended list 
by the Secretary of War or the President, 
shall be nominated, and by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate appointed, in 
that grade as soon as there is a vacancy in 
the number authorized for that grade. 

(d) The ratio of the number of officers 
which the Secretary of War names for con- 
sideration by any selection board for promo- 
tion to the grade of major general in the 
Regular Army, to the number of officers which 
he directs such selection board to select from 
among those so nam>d, may be as desired by 
the Secretary of War, but no officer shal] be 
named for consideration more than one year 
prior to the date on which it is anticipated he 





will, if selected, be appointed in that grade. 
After 30 June 1949, officers must have com. 
pleted at least one year’s service under perma- 
nent appointment in the grade of brigadier 
general in the Regular Army, before being 
nominated or appointed in the grade of major 
general in the Regular Army. 


GENERAL OFFICERS — CHIEFS AND

PROMOTION TO GENERAL OFFICER 

GRADE WITH A VIEW TO ASSIGNMENT 

AS CHIEF OR ASSISTANT CHIEF OF 
SERVICE 


Sec, 15 (a) Hereafter and notwithstanding 
any other provision of law, each of the offices 
of Chiefs of branches, arms or services, and 
each of the offices of their respective assis- 
tants as provided by law, respectively, shall 
be filled by the Secretary of War assigning, 
from among general officers holding office in 
the grade prescribed by law for such office, 
under permanent or temporary appointment 
(including general officers of the Army of the 
United States and each of the several com- 
ponents thereof serving on extended active 
Federal duty), an officer who has demon- 
strated by actual and extended duty in such 
arm, branch or service or on similar duty that 
he is qualified for such assignment. Normally 
an officer shall be assigned to any such office 
for a tour of duty of four years, but any such 
assignment may be terminated at any time, or 
such tour may be extended, by the Secretary 
of War in his discretion; General officers now 
serving as Chiefs of branches, arms or sery- 
ices and their respective assistants will not 
be affected by this section. This section shall 
become effective for each such office on the 
date that office is vacated by the present in- 
cumbent. This section shall not apply to the 
office of Chief of the National Guard Bureau. 

(b) If, in tne opinion of the Secretary of 
War, there is no general officer of the Regular 
Army in the prescribed grade possessing 
suitable qualifications for assignment to any 
of the offices described in subsection (a) of 
this section, he may, from time to time, for 
the purpose of filling any such office, direct 
a selection board to select and recommend one 
or more Regular Army officers for promotion 
to the permanent grade of brigadier general 
or major general in the Regular Army, as 
the case may be, with a view to assignment to 
any such desighated office. He shall furnish 
to such board a list of the names of the off- 
cers to be considered by it, which list of 
names shall include the namés of all Regular 
Army officers in permanent grade next below 
that for which selection is to be made, who 
have demonstrated by actual and extended 
duty in the branch, arm or service concerned 
or on similar duty that they are qualified for 
promotion to that grade and for such assign- 
ment, and may include the names of aiddi- 
tional such officers, next in order of their 
senfority, as the Secretary of War may pre- 
scribe. From among the officers named for 
consideration, the selection board shall select 
and recommend the prescribed number. From 
among those selected and recommended by 
such board, the Secretary of War may select 
the name of an officer for appointment in that 
grade in the Regular Army and submit such 
name to the President, If the President ap- 
proves, he shall nominate and by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate shall 
appoint such officer in the grade of major gen- 
eral or brigadier general in the Regular 
Army, as the case may be. If the President 
disapproves of such officer, or he cannot be 
appointed because of advice by the Senate 
that the appointment does not have its con- 
sent, the Secretary of War may select another 
name from such recommended list or direct 
a selection board to select and recommend 
additional officers in accordance with the pro- 
cedure heretofore prescribed in this subsec- 
tion. Officers who are selected and recom- 
mended by any selection board for appoint- 
ment in the grade of major general or briga- 
dier general in the Regular Army, with 4 
view to assignment to any such designated 
office and who are not so appointed, shall, for 
the purpose of determining their status, be 
deemed not to have been selected and recom- 
mended for that grade, but this shall in no 
way prejudice their eligibility for selection 
and recommendation for that grade under the 
provisions of sections 13 and 14 of this Act. 
Whenever any such officer is to be appointed 
in the grade of niajor gereral or brigadier 
general with a view to his assignment to any 
such office, the total authorized number of 
officers in that grade shall be temporarily in- 
creased, if necessary, to authorize such ap- 
pointment. 

(c) Section 4c of the National Defense Act, 
as amended, (10 USC 8, 482a, 6, 1026, 27, 532, 
28, 29, 533, 13, 534) is further amended by 
deleting therefrom all words except the 
words: “Any officer who shall have served 
four years as chief or assistant chief of 2 
branch or as commanding general of the Gen- 
eral Headquarters Air Force and who may 
subsequently be retired, shall be retired with 
the rank, pay, and allowances authorized by 
law for the highest grade held by him as 
such chief, assistant chief, or commanding 
general: Provided, That this provision shall 
not reduce the rank, pay, or allowances with 
which such officer would otherwise be entitled 
to retire.”

REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS — ELIMINA- 
TION FROM ACTIVE LIST—MANDATORY 
RETIREMENT OR SEPARATIONS 
Sec, 16. (a) (1) After that date, which is 
six months after the date of enactment of this 
Act, unless provided otherwise by some provi- 
sion of law, each Regular Army officer (other 
than a professor of the United States Military 
Academy), who is not retired or separated at 
an earlier date under applicable provisions 
of law, shall, if in the permanent grade of 
brigadier general or in any permanent grade 
below that of major general, be retired on 
that date upon which he attains the age of 
60 years; and, if in the permanent grade of 
major general, be retired on that date upon 
which he attains the age of 62 years: Pro- 
vided, That the provisions of this paragraph 
requiring retirement at age 60 years and 62 
years shall not become effective for officers 
of the Medical Corps until one year after date 

of enactment of this Act. 

(2) Each professor of the United States 
Military Academy, who is not retired or sepa- 
rated at an earlier date under applicable pro- 
visions of law, shall be retired on that date 
upon which he attains the age of 64 years. 

(3) Each officer retired by reason of reach- 
ing the age of 60 years, 62 years, or #4 years, 
as the case may be, shall be retired in the 
permanent grade held at time of retirement 
with monthly retired pay equal to 75 per 
centum of the monthly base and longevity 
pay he would receive if serving on active duty 
in that grade: Provided, That, i? on the date 
such officer attains the age of 60 years, 62 
years or 64 years, as the case may be, he is 
eligible for retirement under any other provi- 
sion of law in effect on that date, including 
any provision of law providing for voluntary 
retirement on his own application, and the re- 
tired grade or amount of retired pay to which 
he would be entitled under such other provi- 
is greater than the retired grade or 
amount of retired pay herein provided, he 
shall be entitled to the greater retired grade 
and retired pay. 

(b) The term “years’ service” as used in 
subsections (c), (d), and (e) of this section 
means and includes: 

(1) For any officer appointed in the Regular 
Army between 28 December 1945, and 31 De- 
cember 1947, under the provisions of the Act 
of 28 December 1945 (Public Law 281, 79th 
Congress,( 59 Stat. 668) as amended :—the 
period of service credited to such officer under 
that law at the time of his appointment, in- 
creased by the period of his active commis- 
sioned, service in the Regular Army subse- 
quent to such appointment: 

(2) For any Reserve judge advocate ap- 
pointed in the Regular Army in the grade 
of captain in the Judge Advocate General's 
Department under the applicable provision 
of section 24e of the National Defense Act, as 
amended (10 USC 64):—a period of service 
equal to the number of days, months, and 
years by which his age at time of such ap- 
pointment exceeds twenty-five years, or the 
total period of active Federal service per- 
formed by‘ him after attaining the age of 
fwenty-one years as a commissioned officer 
in the Army of the United States or any com- 
ponent thereof from 7 December 1941, to 
the date of such appointment, whichever is 
greater; increased by the period of his ac 
tive commissioned service in the Regular 
Army subsequent to such appointment; and 

(3) For any other Regular Army officer: 
the period of his active commissioned service 
in the Regular Army subsequent to his ap- 
pointment, increased by the period of active 
Federal service performed by him prior te 
his appointment in the Regular Army after 
attaining the age of twenty-one years as a 
commissioned officer in the Army of the 
United States or any component thereof after 
7 December 1941, for those appointed in the 
Regular Army prior to 31 December 1947; and 
after 31 December 147, for those appointed 
in the Regular Army after 31 December 1947. 

(c) .After the date of enactment of this 
Act, whenever in the opinion of the Secretary 
of War there is an excessive number of of-

Provided, That if on the date of elimination, 
any officer in the permanent grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel has completed 28 “years’ service” 
or more, he shall at least be retired in the 
grade of colonel with retired pay computed 
upon that grade as hereinabove prescribed: 
And provided further, That, if on the date 
of his elimination, he is eligible for retirement 
under any other provision of law in effect 
on that date, including any provision of law 
providing for voluntary retirement on his own 
application, and the retired grade or amount 
of retired pay to which he would be entitled 
under such other provision is greater than 
the retired grade or amount of retired pay 
herein provided, he shall be entitled to the 
greater retired grade and retired pay. 

(2) If on the date of elimination, he has 
not completed 20 “years’ service” or more, 
but is eligible for retirement under any pro- 
vision of law in effect on that date inclhding 
any provision of law providing for voluntary 
retirement on his own application, be retired 
in the grade and with the retired pay to which 
he would be entitled if retired on that date 
under that law. 

(3) If on the date of elimination, he is not 
eligible for retirement under any provision of 
law, be honorably discharged from the Regu- 
lar Army with severance pay equal to that 
sum of money computed by multiplying, (a) 
the number of years of his “years’ service” 
(fractions of a year less than one-half shall 
be disregarded and more than one-half shall 
be counted as one year); by, (b) the amount 
of base and longevity pay which he would 
receive (computed at the rate applicable on 
the date of his elimination) for two months’ 
active duty in the grade (permanent or tem- 
porary) held at the time of elimination: Pro- 
vided, That the total severance pay shall not 
exceed two years’ base and longevity pay so 
computed. 

(f) In time of emergency declared by the 
President or by the Congress, and in time 
of war, the President is authorized, in his 
discretion, to suspend the operation of all or 
any part or parts of the several provisions 
of law prescribing mandatory retirement or 
separation of Regular Army officers. 

(x) Section 5 of the Act of 31 July 1935, (49

Sec. 17. (a) Whenever the number of Regu- 
lar Army officers holding office under perma- 
nent appointments in the grades of major 
general and brigadier general is less than the 
number authorized in these grades and when- 
ever the number of Regular Army officers 
of any promotion list, holding office under 
permanent appointments in the grades of colo- 
nel, lieutenant colonel, major, captain and 
first lieutenant, respectively, is less than the 
number authorized in these grades in such 
promotion list, the additional number author- 
ized in these several grades may be filled by 
the temporary appointment of qualified offi- 
cers under the provisions of subsection (c) 
of this section. 

(b) Whenever under authorization from 
time to time made by the Congress the total

filled by the temporary appointment of quali-

(c) To the extent authorized in subsections 
(a) and (b) of this section, Regular Army 
officers and officers of each of the reserve com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States 
serving on active Federal duty, may be pro- 
moted to and appointed in higher temporary 
grades in the Army of the United States 
without affecting appointments and grades 
held in their respective components, Such tem- 
porary appointments shall be made on a fair 
and equitable basis, regard being given to 
seniority, age and selection based upon ability 
and efficiency under regulations prescribed 
by the Secretary of War, The President may, 
in his discretién, from time to time, in ac- 
cordance with the needs of the service, adjust 
dates of rank in temporary grades. 

(d) To the extent provided from time to 
time by appropriations for this purpose, any 
officer of any reserve component of the Army 
of the United States, may, with his own con- 
sent, be ordered to active Federal duty for 
such length of time as the President may’ 
prescribe. The President may at any time re- 
lieve from active duty any reserve officer who 
is serving on active duty. Any officer of any 
reserve component ordered into or serving on 
active duty may, with his own consent, be 
temporarily appointed in a grade in the Army 
of the United States, either higher or lower 
than the grade held by him in such reserve 
component, and such temporary appointment 
shall not affect the appointment and grade 
held by him in his reserve component, 

(e) In time of emergency declared by the 
President, or by the Congress, and in time of 
war, the President is authorized to appoint 
qualified persons (including persons who held 
no Regular Army or reserve status) as tem- 
porary officers in the Army of the United 
States in any of the several commissioned 
grades, and persons so appointed may be or- 
dered into the active military service of the 
United States to serve therein for such peri- 
ods of time as the President may prescribe. 
The appointment of a temporary officer, if not 
sooner vacated, shall continue during the 
emergency or war in which the appointment 
was made and for six months thereafter. 

(f) All temporary appointments herein men- 
tioned (officers of the Regular Army, the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States, and the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps temporarily appointed 
in grades different from those held in their 
respective components, and, persons holding

no Regular Army or reserve commission ap- 
pointed as temporary officers) shall be made 
in the Army of the United States, and such 
appointments shall not contain any reference 
to any other appointment held or not held in 
any component of the Army of the United 
States, All temporary appointments herein 
mentioned may be vacated at any time by 
the President. Temporary appointments in 
grades below that of brigadier general shall 
be made by the President alone, and in gen- 
eral officer grades by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. 

(g) All officers temporarily appointed in any 
grade in the Army of the United States shall 
while serving in such grade on active duty in 
the service of the United States, receive the 
same pay and allowances as authorized for 
persons of corresponding grade and length of 
service holding permanent appointment in 
that grade in the Regular Army. 

(h) Each temporary officer and each reserve 
officer of any reserve component, serving on 
active Federal duty in any commissioned 
grade, permanent or temporary, (herein re- 
ferred to as “active duty grade”) shall be 
entitled, while so serving, to the same rights, 
privileges and benefits as now or hereafter 
provided by law for an officer of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps of the same length of service 
holding appointment in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps in a grade the same as such “active 
duty grade” and serving on active duty in the 
grade held in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

(i) Definitions: 

(1) As used in this Act the phrase “perm- 
anent grade” means the grade in which an 
officer holds appointment in the Regular 
Army, or in the National Guard of the United 
States or in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, as 
the case may be. The phrase “permanent 
appointment” means appointment in the 
Regular Army, or in the National Gnard of 
the United States or in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, as the case may be. 

(2) As used in this Act, the phrase “tem- 
porary grade” means the grade in which an 
officer holds temporary appointment in the 
Army of the United States (as distinguished 
from “permanent grade”). 

(3) As used in this Act, the phrase “temp- 
orary officer’”’ means a person who has no 
Regular Army or reserve commissioned status 
but who temporarily holds appointment as 
an officer of the Army of the United States. 

(j) This section becomes effective the date 
of enactment of this Act. Effective the date 
of enactment of this Act, section 4 of the 
Act of June 16, 1936 (49 Stat. 1525; 10 USC 
292-21) is hereby repealed.

Sec. 19. (a) Promotion-list Officers. 

Each person who was appointed a second 
lieutenant between 7 Dec, 1941, and 31 Dec. 
1942, in any arm or service of the Regular 
Army, the officers of which are carried on the 
promotion list as constituted prior to enact- 
ment of this Act, and who has had continuous 
active commissioned service in the Regular 
Army since such appointment, and who on 
the date of enactment of this Act holds active 
commissioned office in an arm or service of 
the Regular Army, the officers of which are 
carried on the promotion list as constituted 
prior to enactment of this Act, shall, effective 
the date of his appointment as a second 
lieutenant as aforesaid, be credited with serv- 
ice equivalent to the total period of active 
Federal commissioned service performed by 
him after attaining the age of 21 years'as a 
commissioned officer in the Army of the 
United States or any component thereof from 
7 Dec. 1941, to the date of such appointment. 
The service herein credited shall be counted 
for the same purposes as, and construed simi- 
lar to, service credited to persons upon ap- 
pointment in the Regular Army under the 
provisions of the Act of December 28, 1945 
(Public Law 281, 79th Congress, 59 Stat. 663). 
The names of such officers shall be placed on 
the promotion list as constituted immediately 
prior to the date of enactment of this Act in 
the places they would be had they been placed 
thereon at the time of their appointment im- 
mediately below those officers of the same 
grade having the same or next greater period 
of service. Officers credited with an equal 
amount of service by virtue of their service in 





the Regular Army and the additional service 
herein credited, shall be placed on the promo- 
tion list as aforesaid without alteration 
among themselves of their former precedence 
and seniority standing. 

(b} Non-Promotion-List Officers. 

Each person who was appointed a chaplain 
in the Regular Army and each person who 
was appointed an officer in the Medical Corps, 
Dental Corps, and Veterinary Corps of the 
Regular Army, between 27 June, 1926, and 
28 Dec. 145, and who has had continuous 
active commissioned service as a chaplain in 
the Regular Army or in such corps of the 
Regular Army since such appointment, and 
who on the date of enactment of this Act 
holds active commissioned office as a chaplain 
in the Regular Army or in such corps of the 
Regular Army, shall, effective 28 Dec. 195, 
be credited, respectively, with additional years 
of service as follows: Chaplains, six and 
eight-twelfths (6-8/12) years; Medical Corps 
officers, three and five-twelfths (3-5/12) years;

Sec, 20. (a) (1) Promotions to the grades of 
captain, major and lieutenant colonel shall 
continue to be made under existing law until 
31 Dec. 1947. During the period 1 Jan. 1948, to 
30 June 1948, there shall be no permanent 
grade promotion appointments of Regular 
Army promotion-list officers to the grade of 
captain, major or lieutenant colonel. On 1

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Squarely upon Soviet Russia, President Truman placed the 
responsibility this week of ceasing Communistic expansion, and losing world prestige, 
or engaging the United States in sharpened political conflict with its grim military 
implications. To quote the words used in his blunt Message to Congress, the President 
asserted that the Foreign, Policy and National Security of our country is involved in 
the “grave” situation that confronts the world, “one aspect,” to which he confined his 
discussion, relating to Greece and Turkey. However, he did interpolate that “should 
we fail to aid Greece and Turkey in this fateful hour, the effect will be far-reaching 
to the West as well as to the East.” 

In the light of this conviction, Mr. Truman argued that our foreign policy must be 
so broadened as to ensure the peaceful development of all nations and to help them 
to maintain their free institutions and their national integrity against aggressive 
movements that seek to impose upon them totalitarian regimes. Further to indicate 
the source of those movements, he mentioned our frequent protests against coercion 
and intimidation, in violation of the Yalta agreement, in Poland, Roumania and Bul- 
garia, and he noted similar developments in a number of other countries, including 
Hungary. To end such a situation, which he finds menacing to freedom, to our west- 
ern civilization and to our own security, he insisted that we must take “immediate 
and resolute action.” As the first step he asked: For $400 millions to be used in assist- 
ing Greece and Turkey, this in addition to a previous recommendation for $350 
millions for aid to all devastated countries in which Greece would share; for the 
detail of civilian and military personnel to both Greece and Turkey for the instruction 
of selected native personnel, and for speedy dispatch of commodities, supplies and 
equipment to them. The President pointed out that we alone could extend this assist- 
ance. Great Britain no longer is in a position to help even though her Empire is at 
stake, nor is she able to play other than an inconsiderable part in maintaining inter- 
national order either in Europe or Asia. In truth, the Pax Brittanica is gone. Also 
torn by internal dissension and her resources exhausted, France is powerless. The 
single nation with sufficient strength to halt Russia, is the United States; the single 
Nation that can prevent Communist domination of Europe, of the Near-and Middle 

Dast, of the Mediterranean and the Arabs and North Africa, and all of Asia, is our 
own. Should we stand aside, it is obviously the President’s view, that instead of being 
in a state short of war, inevitably we will become engaged in actual war. 

Neither the President nor any of his advisers is blind to the consequences of the 
challenge we have been forced to accept from Russia. Under the Czarist regime, Bul- 
garia was always a satellite of the Muscovite Government, wars occurred with Tur- 
key, and to prevent realization of the dream to obtain Russian access to the Mediter- 
ranean, the Crimean war was fought. Now all the Balkan States are Soviet satellites, 
and upon Turkey, Moscow has made demands for use and fortification of the Dar- 
danelles, which, with our encouragement, have been rejected. It follows that the 
Soviet Government will resent bitterly our intervention in the Balkans and support 
of Turkey, particularly as that intervention and support includes military equipment 
and training by our Army personnel for native forces, which could readily be used 
against it. Further, the President made it clear that we should prepare to give assist- 
ance to other peoples wanting ind@pendence, which necessarily inctude Korea and 
China, and India, where Britain is diminishing control, and such assistance would be 
in the same forms as those given to Greece and Turkey. That assistance some estimate 
might reach the staggering total of $5,750 millions, distributed as follows: Greece and 
Turkey, $400 millions; China, $500 millions; Korea, $200 millions; Austria, $155 
millions; other Balkan States, $200 millions; Germany, $475 millions, and if Britain 
defaults, an additional $500 millions; and Japan and other Pacific areas, $200 millions 
Should these expenditures be required, then the Budget saving of $5 or $6 billions 
which the Republicans promised, would not occur. Of course, the expenditures noted 
would be far exceeded should Russian policy remain fixed and war result. 

The speech of the President, as Commander-in-Chief, took into account in mak- 
ing this momentous announcement, the magnanimous possibilities which it could 
involve. In doing so, likewise necessarily he had the facts of his Army, Navy and 
Air Force advisors, and Secretary of State Marshall with his military judgment 
and experience, of course, was amongst them. What he proposes—some describe 
it as a world Monroe Doctrine, others as a new lend-lease—contemplated interven- 
tion for freedom everywhere. Clearly this might call for the maximum use of our 
resources, which, while huge, after all, have their limits. He called for new strate- 
gical conceptions based upon coordination of our own strength with that of the 
countries whose freedom we are required to support. We may be sure there will: not 
be another Pearl Harbor. We are still in a state of war, and commanders every- 
where on land, sea and in the air are on the alert, but in the state of tension such 
as this an uncertainty may occur which might precipitate strife. We know Russia’s 
tWweaknesses, we are aware of her organizations and armies, her recruitment of 
Germans, Poles and other subjugated nationals for her Armed Forces, and we 
know further from her confessions of her dilatoriness that she has not destroyed 
the German aircraft carriers, submarines and other vessels that were turned over 
to her, that she still possesses German planes, and that she took from Germany a 
number of experts who undoubtedly had been working on fission and guided missile 
weapons. ‘As her pre-war conflict with Japan demonstrated, she is disposed to 
operations which could be classified as undeclared war. Having the advantage of 
interior lines, it would be necessary for us to increase our strength to take the 
offensive upon the perimeter of Russia. However, all these possibilities can be 
destroyed should Generalissimo Stalin decide that his country could not stand an- 
other major war. 

It is inevitable that Russia will believe that the emphatic Message delivered by 
the President was timed to influence her procedure at the Four Power Conference at 
Moscow, and to force from her concessions with respect to Germany and Austria. It will 
be assumed, and properly, that General of the Army Marshal! was aware of the 
President’s purpose to send the Message. From him, therefore, Foreign Commissar 
Molotov can obtain interpretations of the President’s policy, and his military back- 
ground will assure that such interpretations will strengthen rather than weaken the 
utterances of the Commander-in-Chief. To obtain the slant of their own Ambassador 
at Washington, that diplomat was recalled to Moscow “for consultation” the day be- 
fore the President spoke. He knows of the bi-partisan conferences which were held 
at the White House; he knows of our adamant attitude on our retention of the secret 
of the Atomic Bomb, and of our possession of a number of those explosives, and he 
knows that while our Armies have been largely disbanded and many of our ships and 




















planes laid up, we could readily mobilize again. Faced by the determination which 
Secretary Marshall is displaying, by the information the Ambassador will supply, and 
by knowledge of the weaknesses of Russia, Stalin and his advisers must make their 
decision. The hope in Washington is that the Soviet Government will conclude that its 
interests do not justify aggression which the United States will resist, and that it will 
agree to settlements that will promote peace. If this be realized, then the grave risk 
of war which the President has taken, will be justified, Communistic expansion will 
be stopped, and Soviet prestige will be limited to a degree of reasonableness which 
will be acceptable to all peoples desirous of freedom and pursuit of the democratic way 
of Government. Meanwhile, it is clear that the United States cannot disarm further, 
and Congress, Republican controlled, can be depended upon to make no slashes in mili- 
tary appropriations essential to our execution of the policies to which the President 
has pledged us. 

With that clarity and accuracy for which he is noted, former President Hoover 
made this week his report on Austrian agriculture and food requirements. He pre- 
sented a relief program which he estimates would cost us about $125 millions for the 
fiscal year 1947-48. For the remainder of the current fiscal year, he figures that 
the requirements of food and medicines beyond the UNRRA program will be $30 
millions, which must come from Army deficit appropriations or from the proposed 
$350 million relief fund. “Whatever the course,” he said, “the control of the distribu- 
tion of American supplies should be placed in the hands of the American Army com- 
mand in Europe. The reason is that these supplies should be coordinated with the 
supplies for Germany as both should be procured in common, and shipped through 
the port of Bremen and over German railways. Moreover, Army agents can not only 
supervise distribution but can also adjust our activities in relief to that of other 
nations contributing to Austria.” Mr. Hoover found that the greatest difficulty in 
cooperation is with the Russian zone, and he pointed out that the Russians requisi- 
tioned a large amount of fertile land and a great number of industrial plants which 
the Austrians claim were not in reality German assets. If there were relaxation of 
requisitions, he thought food imports could be decreased by 70,000 tons, and another 
way to lessen the load on the country would be for the Soviets to reduce their occupying 
Armies to the minor levels of other powers. If these burdens be removed by a Peace 
Treaty, Mr. Hoover believes Austria could contribute to the cost of food imports in 
1948 and become self-supporting in two or three years thereafter. The report is a 


valuable document which General Marshall is using in Moscow in support of his in- 


sistence upon a prompt Austrian settlement. 

Signal Corps—Brig. Gen. William O. Reeder has been designated Acting Chief 
Signal Officer in the absence of Maj. Gen. Harry C. Ingles, Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army, who is now on terminal leave pending retirement. General Reeder was named 
Acting Assistant Chief Signal Officer 15 Aug. 1946 temporarily succeeding Brig. Gen. 
Frank BH. Stoner, who was appointed by President Truman as Chairman, United 
Nations Telecommunications Advisory Committee. 

Brig. Gen. Frank E. Stoner, who had been serving as Acting Chief Signal Officer, 
will be retired from active duty at his own request, effective 30 April 1947. He is now 
on terminal leave, pending retirement. General Stoner, who was placed on temporary 
duty by the War Department for service as Chairman, United Nations Telecommuni- 
cations Advisory Committee in September, 1946, will accept a position as Chief Com- 
munications Consultant with that organization in the near future. Widely known in 
the communications field, both military and commercial, General Stoner leaves behind 
him a superior record of accomplishments, not only in the Army, but in his work with 
the United Nations. As Chief, Army Communications Service, Office of the Chief 
Signal Officer, General Stoner was largely responsible for the expansion of the Army 
Communications Service into the most extensive unified communications system in 
history—so integrated that commanders separated by great distances could converse 
instantaneously on matters of major importance. He was designated Assistant Chief 
Signal Officer on 10 Dec. 1945, which position he held until his designation as Acting 
Chief Signal Officer on 31 Jan. 1947. 

Brig. Gen. George I. Back, former Chief, Army Communications Service, Office 
of the Chief Signal Officer, has been assigned as Chief Signal Officer, U. S. Forces in 
the Far East. General Back replaces Maj. Gen. Spencer B. Akin, recently appointed 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army. General Back served as Deputy Chief Signal Officer, 
and later as Chief Signal Officer, Mediterranean Theater of Operation from August, 
1944, to November, 1945, at which time he was assigned as Chief, Army Communica- 
tions Service. He was awarded the Distinguished Service Medal for his outstanding 
service as Chief Signal Officer, Mediterranean Theater. 


Fleet Training Exercises—Forces of the Pacific Fleet attacked Oahu, and those 
of the Atlantic Fleet landed on the beach at Culebra this week in the final phases of 
spring training exercises. 

Surface, submarine and air forces in each ocean simulated actual wartime condi- 
tions. Ships sailed zig-zag courses and maintained darkened ship at night. Radar and 
undersea detection devices were constantly manned. 

The Atlantic Fieet maneuvers, under Admiral William H. P. Blandy, USN, began 
as the first phase of an invasion of Europe, surface forces advancing near the coast 
of Africa. The exercises were climaxed 12 March with a full-scale amphibious assault 
landing in the Caribbean, carried out by Marines under cover of Navy air and surface 
forces. 

The Pacific Fleet exercises were divided into two phases. Phase One consisted 
of an attempt by Task Force 58, commanded by Rear Adm. Osborne B. Hardison, USN, 
to make a strike across the Central Pacific from the west coast. Task Force 57, com- 
manded by Rear Adm. Frederick W. McMahon, USN, sortied from Kwajalein to 
repel the strike. Together, under Vice Adm. Alfred E. Montgomery, USN, they at- 
tacked Oahu on 10 March. 

The battleship Wisconsin and destroyer Larson spent last weekend in Cristobal, 
C. Z., and was to return to New York today following firing exercises for the Nav2l 
Reservists embarked. Aboard the Wisconsin as the Navy’s guests were a group that 
included David Sarnoff, president of RCA; Thomas Beck, president of Crowell-Collier 
Publishing Company ; and A. J. Drexel Paul of Philadelphia. 


Transportation Corps—Nineteen Transportation Corps Officers—fifteen of whom 
are Regular Army and all college graduates with overseas service—have been selected 
by the Chief of Transportation to undergo special training at Ft. Eustis, Va., pre- 
liminary to final selection of seventeen of that number for assignment as instructors 
of ROTC units to be activated by 1 July.

Panama Canal Studies—A subcommittee of the House Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries Committee will leave Washington 27 March to conduct on-the-spot studies 
of proposals for improving the Panama Canal. Reportedly under consideration are 
the old Nicaraguan plan, the Army proposal for a new sea-level canal, and the Navy 
proposal for creation of a high-level terminal lake on the Pacific side plus modi- 
fication of locks to permit passage of its newest warships. 

Representative Fred Bradley (R-Mich), chairnian of the House committee, will 
head the delegation, which will include Representative Willis W. Bradley (R-¢ ‘alif), 
a retired Navy Captain, and the Panama Canal subcommittee headed by Representa- 
tive David Potts (R-NY). Other subcommitteemen are Representatives Raymond H. 

turke (R-Ohio), Franklin J. Maloney (R-Pa), James Domengeaux (D-La), and 
Herbert C. Bonner (D-NC). This group is now scheduled to return 9 April. 

Before departing for Panama, Chairman Bradley said, the committeemen plan 
to visit the Navy Department and inspect models of the rival plans on display in the 
office of Capt. Miles P. Duval, USN, a former port captain at Balboa, They will also 
inspect tests at the David Taylor model testing basin, at Carderock, Md., illustrating 
the effect of currents on vessels in hazardous channels. The Governor of Panama is 
directed, by act of Congress, to report by 31 Dec. 1947, on studies aimed at “increas- 
ing the capacity and security of the Panama Canal to meet future needs of inter- 
oceanic Commerce and national defense.” ~

Indoctrination of Officers—A manual for officers of all the armed services in 
the ranks of ensign and second lieutenant is now the joint project of the Army, 
Navy, Coast Guard, Marine Corps and Army Air Forces. 

The objective is to provide a text for the indoctrination of each officer to “assist 
him to his earliest complete development into the most effective officer possible.” 

Breadth of the subject matter, and the fact it is pioneering its field, have set 
un imposing task before the joint committee which is directing production of the 
manual, 

A preliminary outline breaks the contents down into sections on leadership in- 
cluding training, customs and personal arrangements. The section on customs will, 
it is planned, include a discussion of customs in common among'the services, special 
Army, Navy, Coast Guard and Marine Corps customs, and an explanation of rela- 
tive rank. The section on leadership, according to tentative plans, will describe 
the officer’s personal approach to his development as a leader, his understanding 
of responsibilities and privileges, relations between officer and enlisted man and his 
development as an effective training technician for individual training, group train- 
ing and combined or joint training between the services. 


Ordnance Department—One vital question of the planners for future Industrial 
Mobilization is the availability of tools in the event of an emergency. This one is 
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being answered to a large extent by Operation “JANMAT”’—Joint Army and Navy 
Machine Tools. In this new concerted action by both the Army and the Navy, machine 
tools are being rounded up from surpluses and from production lines where they are 
least needed. Special machines which were designed to do special war jobs and others 
which were set aside when war production lines were abolished are being collected 
and stored. The process of storing necessitates varying degrees of disassembly, 
cleaning inside and out, and the use of preservatives and wrappings—all depending 
on types and uses of the machines. 

In the Army, both the Ordnance Department and the Air Forces are collaborat- 
ing with the Navy in Operation JANMAT. Ordnance’s share will be 20,000 machine 
tools. At present, recovery by Ordnance totals about 400 tools per day. Peak re- 
covery, which is expected to reach 500 per day, will be reached in a short time.

Sec, 22. (a) Hereafter each of the permanent 
professors of the United States Military Acad- 
emy, other than the Dean of the Academic 
Board, who is the head of a department of 
instruction or whose service as such profes- 
sor exceeds six years, shall have the rank, 
pay, and allowances of a colonel; and all 
other permanent professors shall have the 
rank, pay, and allowances of a lieutenant 
colonel: Provided, That the permanent pro- 
fessors who have been or may hereafter be 
appointed by the President from the commis- 
sioned officers of the Regular Army shall 
have the rank, pay, and allowances of a

(b) When any permanent professor of the 
United States Military Academy, whose serv- 
ice as such has been-long and distinguished, 
is retired, he may, in the discretion of the 
President, be placed upon the retired list 
in the grade of brigadier general: Provided, 
That no increase in pay or allowances is 
authorized hereby. 

(c) Hereafter the permanent professors of 
the United States Military Academy shall, 
unless sooner retired, be retired at the age 
of sixty-four years: Provided, That the Sec- 
retary of War may direct the retirement of 
any such professor having over thirty years’

AMENDMENT TO RETIREMENT LAWS 

Sec, 23. (a) Section 5 of the Act of July 31, 
1935 (49 Stat. 507) as amended .(10 USC 971b) 
is further amended by delefing therefrom 
that portion which reads: 

“Provided further, That any promotion-list 
officer retired for any reason except by op- 
eration of section 24b, National Defense Act, 
or wholly retired, who has completed twenty- 
eight or more years of continuous commis- 
sioned service in the Regular Army and who 
has failed to reach the grade of colonel by 
reason of the limitation on the number of 
promotion-list officers in the grade of colonel 
or by reason of the restriction of years of 
service in grade of major or lieutenant colonel 
shall be retired in the grade of colonel with 
retired pay &mputed as otherwise provided 
by law for a colonel with the same length of 
service including all service now or hereafter 
credited for active-duty pay purposes, and 
any such officer who has completed more than 
twenty-three but less than twenty-eight years 
of continuous commissioned service in the 
Regular Army and who has failed to reach 
the grade of lieutenant colonel by reason of 
the restriction of years of service in grade of 
major shall be retired in the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel with retired pay computed as 
otherwise provided by law for a lieutenant 
colonel with the same length of service in- 
eluding all service now or hereafter credited 
for active-duty pay purposes:”. 

(b) The Act of July 31, 1935 (49 Stat. 507) 
as amended (10 USC 971b), is further amended 
by adding between sections 5 and 6 thereof 
an additional section as follows: 

“Sec, 5a. Any officer in the permanent grade 
of lieutenant colonel retired after 1 Jan. 1946, 
upon his own application, or mandatorily by 
reason of reaching a prescribed age, or by 
reason of having completed a prescribed 
length of service, shall, if at time of retire- 
ment he has completed 28 years or more of 
active Federal commissioned service, unless 
entitled to be retired in a higher grade under 
some other provision of law, be retired in the 
grade of colonel with retired pay computed 
as otherwise provided by law for a cplonel 
with the same length of service including all 
service now or hereafter credited for active 
duty pay purposes.”

Winston Churchill 

Winston Churchill, American author, 
died at Winter Park, Fla., 12 March at 
the age of 75. A graduate of the Naval 
Academy in 1894, he resigned from the 
Navy soon after receiving his commission 
to accept a position on the editorial staff 
of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL.

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Proposed Promotion Law for Line of Regular Navy and Marine Corps 


OLLOWING is the full text of Title 

I of the Navy Department’s proposed 
“Navy and Marine Corps Officers’ Pro- 
motion Act of 1947.” This title contains 
the permanent promotion provisions re- 
lating to officers of the line of the Regular 
Navy and Marine Corps. . 

Titles II, I11, and IV, will be published 
in next week’s ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 
They treat of permanent provisions re- 
lating to officers of the staff corps of the 
Navy, terminable provisions relating to 
alf officers of the Navy on active duty, 
and miscellaneous provisions governing 
limited duty, special duty only, ete. 

A BILL 
To regulate the distribution, promotion, and 
retirement of officers of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, to provide for the advancement 
of enlisted personnel te commissioned 
grades, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United Sia.es of Ame. - 
ica in Congress assembled. 

SHORT TITLE 

That this Act divided into titles and sec- 
tions according to the following table of con- 
tents, may be cited as the “Navy and Marine 
Corps Officers Promotion Act of LH7." 
TITLE I PERMANENT PROVISIONS RE- 

LATING TO OFFICERS OF THE LINE 

OF THE NAVY 
PERMANENT STATUS OF TITLE I 

Sec. 1. The provisions of this Title shall con- 
stitute permanent, as distinguished from 
terminable, provisions of law relating to the 
distribution of commissioned officers in the 
various grades of the line of the regular 
Navy, to the promtion of such officers to the 
grades above that of lieutenant (junior 
grade), and to their involuntary separation 
from the active list, 

DEFINITONS 

Sec. 2 (a) As used in this Title, the word 
“officers” shall be held to mean commissioned 
officers holding permanent appointments as 
such on the active list in the line of the reg- 
ular Navy. Unless otherwise qualified, it 
shall be held to include officers designated for 
engineering duty, aeronautical engineering 
duty, special duty, and limited duty, and to 
exclude commissioned warrant officers. 

(b) As used in this Title, military tities 
shal] be held to describe an officer or of- 
ficers, as the case may be, holding permanent 
appointment on the active list in the line of 
the regular Navy in the grade concerned. 

(c) As used in this Title, the words “not 
restricted in the performance of duty” shall 
be held to describe officers not designated for 
engineering duty, aeronautical engineering 
duty, specia] duty or limited duty, or officers 
of the Marine Corps not designated for sup- 
ply duty or limited duty. 

(d) For the purposes of this Title in respect 
to eligibility for continuation on the active 
list and in respect to separation from the ac- 
tive list, the commissioned service of an of- 
ficer shall have served continuously on the ac- 
tive list of the regular Navy following ap- 
pointment therein in the grade or rank of 
ensign upon graduation from the Naval 
Academy or pursuant to the Act of 13 August 
1946 (Public Law 729—79th Congress) shall be 
computed from 30 June of the calendar year 
in which so appointed unless otherwise pre- 
scribed in this Title. The commissioned serv- 
ice of each officer shall be computed from 
the computed date of commencement of such 
service of the senior of those officers described 
in the immediately preceding sentence of this 
subsection junior to him at the date of his 
latest original appointment to permanent 
commissioned rank in the Regular Navy who 
at that time had not lost numbers or prece- 
dence other than pursuant to the Act of 6 
May 1932 (49 Stat. 149), or, if there was no 
such officer, from the computed date of com- 
mencement of such service of such described 
officers appointed with next later date of 
rank. 

DISTRIBUTION OF OFFICERS 

Sec. 3. (a) The total number of officers on 
the active list at any one time, exclusive of 
officers carried by law as additiona] numbers 
in grade, shall be distributed in the propor- 
tion of seventy-five one hundredths of one in 
the grade of rear admiral and above, to six 
in the grade of captain, to twelve in the grade 
of commander, to eighteen in the grade of 
lieutenant commander, to twenty-four and 
seventy-five one hundredths in the grade of 
lieutenant, to thirty-eight and fifty one 
hundredths in the combined grades of Leuten- 
ant (junior grade) and ensign: Provided, 
That of the number of officers so authorized 
in each grade below captain, not to exceed 
the following percentages may be officers 
designated for limited duty: in the grade of 
commander three and sixty-four one hun- 
dredths; in the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander eight and sixty-two one hundredths; 
in the grade of lieutenant seven and seventy- 
two one hundredths; and in the combined 
grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and en- 
sign, six and four one hundredths. 

(b) The total number of rear admirals des- 
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ignated for engineering duty, aeronautical en- 
gineering duty, and special duty shall not ex- 
ceed at any one time a number equal to 
thirteen per centum of the authorized number 
of officers, not restricted in the performance 
of duty, of the grade of rear admiral or above 
at that time, 

(c) The total number of officers designated 
for engineering duty, in the combined grades 
of captain, commander, and lieutenant com- 
mander, shall not exceed at any one time a 
number equal to nine per centum of the total 
number of officers, not restricted in the per- 
fromance of duty, authorized in those grades 
at that time. 

(d) The total] number of officers designated 
for aeronautical engineering duty, in the 
combined grades of captain, commander, and 
lieutenant commander, shall not exceed at 
any one time a number equal to five per 
centum of the total number of officers, not 
restricted in the performance of duty, author- 
ized in those grades at that time. 

(e) The total number of officers designated 
for special duty, in the combined grades of 
captain, commander, and lieutenant com- 
mander, shal] not exceed at any one time a 
number equal to five per centum of the total 
number of officers, not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty, authorized in those grades 
at that time, 

(f) To determine the authorized number 
of officers in each of the various grades 
above lieutenant (junior grade), and in the 
combined grades of lieutenant (junior grade) 
and in the combined grades of lieutenant 
(junior grade) and ensign, as provided in this 
section, computations shall be made by the 
Secretary of the Navy as of 1 January of each 
year, and the resulting number in each of 
such various’ grades, and in the combined 
grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and en- 
sign, as so computed, shall be held and con- 
sidered for all purposes as the authorized 
number of officers in each of such various 
grades and in the combined grades of lieuten- 
ant (junior grade) and ensign, and shall not 
be varied between such computations: Pro- 
vided, That to determine the authorized num- 
ber of officers designated for limited duty 
in each of the various grades above lieuten- 
ant (junior grade), and in the combined 
grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and en- 
sign, the Secretary of the Navy, as of 1 Janu- 
ary, of each year, shall compute the maxi- 
mum number of such officers which may serve 
in each of such various grades, and in the 
combined grades of lieutenant (junior grade) 
and ensign, as provided in subsection (a) of 
this section, and shall determine the number 
of such officers in each of such various 
grades, and in the combined grades of lieuten- 
ant (junior grade) and ensign, not to exceed 
such maximum number, required to meet the 
needs of the service during the ensuing year, 
and the resulting number of each of such vari- 
ous grades, and in the combined grades of 
lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign, as so 
determined, shall be held and considered for 
all purposes as the authorized number of such 
officers in each of such various grades, and 
in the combined grades of lieutenant (junior 
grade) and ensign, and shall not be varied 
between such determinations: Provided 
further, That no officer shall be reduced in 
grade or pay or separated from the active list 
of the Navy as a result of any such computa- 
tion or determination: And provide further, 
That notwithstanding the provisions of this 
subsection relating to the authorized number 
of officers in grade, in order to make adjust- 
ment for the number of officers originally ap- 
pointed each year in any grade pursuant to 
this Act or to other provisions of law, the 
authorized number of officers in each grade 
concerned may be temporarily exceeded by 
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such number of original appointments in such 
grade until the next succeeding annual com- 
putation authorized by this subsection shall 
be made. 

(g) Whenever a final fraction occurs in any 
computation made pursuant to this Title, the 
nearest whole number shall be taken, and if 
such fraction be one-half the next higher 
whole number shall be taken. 

PROMOTION BY SELECTION; RETEN- 

TION OF REAR ADMIRALS 

Sec. 4. (a) Subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion 1508 of the Revised Statutes, all pro- 
motions to grades above that of lieutenant 
(junior grade), including the promotion of 
those officers who are, or may be, carried 
on the Navy list as additional numbers in 
grade, shall be only upon the recommenda- 
tion of a board of naval officers as herein 
prescribed. 

(b) Rear admirals who complete five years 
of service in that grade and thirty-five years 
of total commissioned service shall, subject to 
the provisions of subsection 7 (a) of this 
Title, be continued on the active list only 
upon the recommendation of a board of naval 
officers as prescribed by this Act. 

SELECTION BOARDS 

Sec, 5 (a) A board for the recommendation 
of rear admirals for continuation on the ac- 
tive list shall consist of five rear admirals, 
or officers of higher rank, senior to any offi- 
cer under consideration, Boards for the rec- 
ommendation of officers for promotion to the 
grades of rear admiral and captain, and for 
the recommendation of captains for continua- 
tion on the active list, shall consist of nine 
rear admirals; a board for the recommenda- 
tion of officers for promotion to the grade 
of commander shall consist of three rear ad- 
mirals and six captains; and boards for the 
recommendation of officers for promotion to 
the grades of lientenant commander and lieu- 
tenant shall consist of nine officers above the 
grade of commander, Whenever officers desig- 
nated for engineering duty, aeronautical en- 
gineering duty, or special duty are eligible 
for consideration by a selection board for 
promotion or for continuation on the active 
list, the Secretary of the Navy shall appoint, 
as alternate members of the appropriate se- 
lection board, three officers of the same desig- 
nation as any such eligible officer, and if 
there be not three available he shall so ap- 
point such lesser number as shall be availa- 
ble, and the junior members who are not 
restricted in the performance of duty, in like 
numbers, shall not act upon the cases of offi- 
eers designated for engineering duty, aero- 
nautical engineering duty, or special duty, No 
such alternate member shall act upon the 
cases of officers other than those of the same 
designation as himself. No officer designated 
for engineering duty, aeronautical engineer- 
ing duty, or special duty shall act upon the 
-ases of officers not restricted in the perform- 
ance of duty. 

(b) The officers composing these boards 
shall be officers on the active list of the Navy: 
No officer may be a member of two succes- 
sive selection boards for the consideration 
of officers for promotion to the same grade. 

(c) These boards shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy and convened at least 
once each year and at such times as the Sec- 
retary of the Navy may direct. 

OATH FOR MEMBERS OF SELECTION 

BOARDS 

Sec. 6. Each member of a board provided 
for in section 5 of this Title shall swear, 
or affirm, that he will, without prejudice or 
partiality, and having in view both the spe- 
cial fitness of officers and the efficiency of the 
naval service, perform the duties imposed 
upon him as herein provided. 





ELIGIBILITY OF OFFICERS FOR 
CONSIDERATION BY SELECTION 
BOARDS 
Sec, 7. (a) Rear admirals within the fo}- 
lowing categories shall be eligible for con. 
sideration by a selection board for recom- 
mendation for continuation on the active list: 
(1) Those who at any time during the then 
current fiscal year complete five years’ service 
in their grade and at any time prior to the 
end of such fiscal year will have completed 
thirty-five years of total commissioned sery- 
ice, and (2) those who, prior to the thep 
current fiscal year, have completed five years’ 
service in grade and in such fiscal year com- 
plete thirty-five years of total commissioned 
service: Provided, That service in grade shal) 
include all service in that or a higher grade 
whether under temporary or permanent ap- 
pointment therein: Provided further, That an 
officer who has lost numbers or precedence 
shall not be eligible for such consideration 
until an officer junior to him in the grade 
of rear admiral who has not lost numbers 
or precedence becomes eligible: And pro- 
vided further, That a rear admiral who has 
only once failed of selection for continuation 
on the active list shall be eligible for con- 
sideration for such continuation by the next 
succeeding board convened to recommend rear 

admirals for such continuation. 

(b) Captains designated for engineering 
duty, aeronautical engineering duty, or spe- 
cial duty, within the following categories 
shall be eligible for consideration by a selee- 
tion board for recommendation for continua- 
tion on the active list: (1) those who have 
twice failed of selection for promotion to rear 
admiral, and (2) those who have failed of 
selection for promotion to rear admiral! jn the 
immediately preceding year and who are not 
recommended for promotion by the selection 
board concerned: Provided, That such cap- 
tains who will complete thirty-five years’ 
total commissioned service in the fiscal year 
in which such board is convened will not be 
eligibie for consideration for continuation on 
the active list. 

(c) Officers shall be eligible for considera- 
tion by a selection board for promotion to 
the next higher grade when they will have 
completed, on 30 June, of the fiscal year of 
the convening of the appropriate board, the 
following periods of service in the grades in 


which they are serving: captains, three 
years; commanders, five years; lieutenant 
commanders and lieutenants, four years: 


lieutenants (junior grade), two years. An offi- 
cer in any grade who shall become eligible 
for such consideration shall, regardless of 
failure or failures of selection for promotion 
remain so eligible while on the active list: 
Provided, That officers whose names are on 
the promotion list for any grade on the date 
of the convening of the board shall not be 
considered for the same grade by the board. 

(d) Of the officers, in any grade, designated 
for limited duty, who would otherwise be 
eligible for consideration for promotion pur- 
suant to the provisions of subsection (c) 
of this section, only the junior officer in the 
promotion zone and officers senior to him in 
the grade concerned shall be eligible for such 
consideration, 

INFORMATION TO BE FURNISHED 
SELECTION BOARDS 

Sec. 8. (a) The Secretary of the Navy shall 
furnish the appropriate selection board with 
(1) the number of officers not restricted in the 
performance of duty, the number of officers 
designated for engineering duty, the number 
of officers designated for aeronautical engi-

(h) The number to be furnished the board 
in respect to rear admirals not restricted in 
the performance of duty to be continued on 
the active list shall be determined by the 
Secretary of the Navy as of the date of the 
convening of the board and shall be com- 
puted by dividing the authorized number of 
such rear admirals by three and subtracting 
from the quotient thus obtained the num- 
ber of such rear admirals, exclusive of those 
who have once failed of selection for such 
continuation, who shall have completed prior 
to the end of the preceding fiscal year five 
years of service in that grade and thirty-five 
years of total commissioned service, which it 
is estimated will remain on the active list 
at the end of the current fiscal year: Pro- 
vided, That the number to be so furnished 
Shall not be less than fifty per centum of 
the number of such rear admirals, exclusive 
of those who have once failed of selection for 
such continuation, eligible for consideration 
by the board for continuation on the active 
list.

The number shall be determined by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy and shall be based upon 
a consideration of the estimated number of 
vacancies which will occur in the next higher 
grade for each of the ensuing five years, the 
number of such officers who will be eligible 
for selection, and the terms of service which 
they will have completed: Provided, That 
such officers in the grade of captain shall be 
included in the promotion zone for that grade 
not later than the fiscal year in which they 
complete 30 years of total commissioned serv- 
ice. 
(1) The promotion zones in any grade, below 
that of captain, for officers designated for 
engineering duty, for officers designated for 
aeronautical engineering duty, and for offi- 
cers designated for special duty, shall each 
be composed of all officers of each such 
designation in the grade who have not pre- 
viously failed of selection to the next higher 
grade and who are senior to the junior offi- 
cer in the promotion zone determined as pro- 
vided in subsection (k) of this section. 

(m) The promotion zone in any grade for 
officers designated for limited duty, shall be 
established by the Secretary of the Navy as 
of the date of the convening of a selection 
board to consider officers of that grade for 
recommendation for promotion to the next 
higher grade. It shall consist of that number 
of the most senior such officers of the grade 
under consideration, who are eligible for se- 
lection for promotion to the next higher grade 
and have not previously failed of such selec- 
tion, which must be either selected for pro- 
motion by the particular board or be con- 
sidered as having failed of such selection, in 
order to maintain a flow of promotion con- 
sistent with the terms of service set out in 
subsection (0) of this section and to best 
assure to individuals in succeeding years 
equality of opportunity for promotion, The 
number shall be determined by the Secretary 
of the Navy and shall be based upon a con- 
sideration of the estimated number of va- 
eancies which will occur in the next higher 
grade for each of the ensuing five years, the 
number of such officers who will be eligible 
for selection, and the terms of service which 
they will have completed.

(o) The normal terms of service in grade

(p) Any officer eligible for consideration by 
a selection board shall have the right to for- 
ward through official channels at any time 
not later than ten days after the convening 
of said board a written communication invit- 
ing attention to any matter of record in the 
Navy Department concerning himself which 
he deems important in the consideration of 
his case: Provided, That such communication 





shall not contain any reflection upon the 
character, conduct, or motives of or criticism 
of any officer. 

DUTIES OF SELECTION BOARDS 

Sec. 9 (a) From among those officers who are 
eligible for consideration for promotion, each 
board shall recommend for promotion those 
officers whom it considers best fitted for pro- 
motion, in number not exceeding the number 
furnished the board by the Secretary of the 
Navy as provided in section 8 of this Title: 
Provided, That in each grade the junior offi- 
cer in a promotion zone and all officers of his 
category senior to him in lineal rank who 
are eligible for consideration shall, if not 
selected for promotion, be considered as hav- 
ing failed of selection for promotion, and no 
such officer junior in lineal rank to said junior 
officer in said promotion zone Shall, if not 
selected for promotion, be considered as 
having failed of selection for promotion: Pro- 
vided further, That any captain designated for 
the performance of engineering duty, aero- 
nautical engineering duty, or special duty, 
shall if not on the promotion list for the 
grade of rear admiral on 30 June of the fiscal 
year in which he completes thirty years of 
total commissioned service, be held for all 
purposes to have once failed of selection for 
promotion, and if not on such list on 30 June 
of the succeeding year shall, subject to the 
provisions of subsection 11 (c) of this Title, 
be held for all purposes to have twice failed 
of selection for promotion, and no such offi- 
cer shall be held to have failed of selection 
for promotion solely by reason of the approved 
recommendation for promotion of any officer 
junior to him: Provided further, That an offi- 
cer who has lost numbers or precedence shall 
not be held to have completed the service 
prescribed in the preceding proviso until he 
completes five years of service in the grade 
of captain: And Provided further, That the 
status of having failed of selection for pro- 
motion shall not be considered as prejudicial 
to an officer with respect to his qualifications, 
his fitness for the naval service, or his eligibil- 
ity for selection by the next succeeding selec- 
tion board. 

(b) From among rear admirals not 
restricted in the performance of duty who 
are eligible for consideration for continuation 
on the active list, the board shal] recommend 
for such continuation those officers whom it 
considers fitted for continued service 
on the active list, in number equal to the 
number furnished the board by the Secretary 
of the Navy as provided in section 8 of this 
Title. 

(c) From among those rear admirals desig- 
nated for engineering duty, aeronautical en 
gineering duty, or special duty, who are 
eligible for consideration for continuation on 
the active list, the board shall recommend 
for such continuation those officers whom it 
considers best fitted for continued service 
on the active list, in number equal to the num- 
ber furnished the board by the Secretary of 
the Navy as provided in section 8 of this 
Title. 

(d) From among those captains designated 
for engineering duty, aeronautical engineer- 
ing duty, or special duty, who are eligible for 
consideration for continuation on the active 
list, the board shal] recommend for such con 
tinuation those officers, of each such category, 
whom it considers best fitted for continued 
service on the active list, in number not ex- 
ceeding the number furnished the board by 
the Secretary of the Navy, with respect 
to that category, as provided in section 8 of 
this Title. 

(e) The recommendation of the board in 
respect to the promotion of officers who are 
now or may hereafter be designated for en 
gineering duty, aeronautical engineering 
duty, spcial duty, or limited duty, shall be 
based upon their comparative fitness, within 
such categories, for the duties prescribed for 
them by law. 

(') All reports or recommendations of a

REPORTS OF SELECTION BOARDS 

Sec. 10 (a). The report of the board shall 
be in writing, signed by all of the acting 
members thereof, and shall certify that the 
board has carefully considered the case of 
every officer whose name was furnished to 
the board by the Secretary of the Navy, as 
provided in section 8 of this Title, and that, 
in the opinion of at least two-thirds of the 
acting members, the officers therein recom 
mended are selected as the best fitted to as- 
sume the duties of the next higher grade, ex 
cept that the recommendation of the board in

(b) The report of the board shall be sub- 
mitted to the President for approval or dis- 
approval: Provided, That in case any officer 
or officers recommended by the board for pro- 
motion, or, in the case of rear admirals or 
captains, for continuation on the active list, 
be not acceptable to the President, the board 
shall be informed of the name of such of 
ficer or officers and shall recommend a num 
ber of officers for promotion or for continua- 
tin on the active list, as the case may be, equal 
to the number of those found not acceptable 
to the President and, if necessary the board 
shall be reconvened for this purpose. 

PROMOTION OF OFFICERS 

Sec. 11 (a). Officers recommended for pro- 
motion in the report of the selection board, 
as approved by the President, shall be re- 
garded as having been selected for promotion 
and their names shall be placed upon a pro- 
motion list for the grade for which se-ected 
in the order of their seniority at the time of 
approval of such report except that the names 
of officers selected in a later report shall be 
placed upon the promotion list after the 
names of those selected for promotion to the 
same grade in an earlier report. Promotions 
to fill vacancies in any grade shall be made 
from among officers of the next lower grade 
whose names appear on the promotion list. 
Officers not restricted in the performance of 
duty whose names appear on the promotion 
list shall, in. the order in which their names 
appear thereon, become eligible for promo- 
tion to the next higher grade as vacancies 
therein occur among officers of the same cate- 
gory. Officers designated for limited duty 
whose names appear on the promotion list 
shall, in the order in which their names ap- 
pear thereon, become eligible for promotion 

| to the next higher grade as vacancies therein 
| occur among officers of the same designation. 
Captains designated for engineering duty, 
aeronautical engineering duty, or special 
duty whose names appear on the promotion 
list shall, in the order in which their names 
appear thereon, become eligible for promo- 
tion to the grade of rear admiral as vacancies 
therein occur among oflicers of such cate 
gories, An officer designated for engineering 
duty, aeronautical engineering duty, or spe 
cial duty of a grade below captain whose 
name appears on a promotion list shall, sub- 
ject to the provisions of subsections 3 (c), 
(d), and (e) of this Title, be eligible for pro- 
motion to the next higher grade when the 
officer not restricted in the performance of 
duty whose name appears next below his on 
the promotion list becomes eligible for pro- 
| motion, 

| (b) Upon promotion to a higher grade an 
officer shall be assigned such date or rank 
| and registered number as will assure him 
precedence in accordance with the order in 
| Which his name appeared on the promotion 
list for that grade and shall be entitled to the 
pay and allowances of the higher grade from 
the date of the occurrence of the vacancy 
which he is promoted to fill: Provided, That 
an officer below the grade of captain desig- 
nated for engineering duty, aeronautical en- 
gineering duty, or special duty except one 
promoted to fill a vacancy after delay in pro- 
motion occasioned by operation of subsection 
3(c), (d), or (e) of this Title, shall, upon pro- 
motion, be entitled to the pay and allowances 
of the grade to which promoted from tlie 
date upon which he became eligible for pro 
motion, 

(c) The Secretary of the Navy may, in his 
| discretion, with the approval of the President, 
| remove officer whose name is so removed from 

the promotion list. An officer whose name is 
so removed from the promotion list shall con- 
tinue to be eligible for consideration for 
recommendation for promotion: Provided, 
That the next ensuing selection board may 
recommend the officer concerned for promo- 
tion, and thereupon, with the approval of the 
President, the name of such officer shall be 
replaced on the promotion list, without 
prejudice by reason of its having been tem- 
porarily removed therefrom, and when pro- 
moted such officer shall take the same lineal 
rank and date of rank that he would have 
had his name not been so removed: And pro- 
vided further, That if such officer is not so 
recommended by such next ensuing selection 
board he shall be held for all purposes to 
have twice failed of selection for promotion 
and shal] be separated from the active list 
in accordane with the provisions of section 12 
of this Title. 

RETIREMENT OF OFFICERS BELOW 

THE GRADE OF REAR ADMIRAL 
Sec. 12 (a). Captains whose names, on 30 

June of the fiscal year in which they complete 
thirty-one years of total commissioned serv 
ice, are not on a promotion list, shall, subject 
to the provisions of subsetcion 11(c), of this 
Title, if not otherwise retired pursuant to 
law, be placed on the retired list on that date: 
Provided, That such an officer who has lost 
numbers or precedence shall not be placed

on the retired list by reason of completion 
of thirty-one years of total commissioned 
service until 30 June of the fiscal year in

captains who, on 30 June of the fiscal year in

commissioned service shall have twice faied 
of selection for promotion to rear admiral 
shall, if not otherwise retired pursuant to law, 
be placed on the retired list on that date: 
Provided further, That not to exceed ten cap- 
tains designated for engineering duty, and 
not to exceed five captains designated for 
aeronautical engineering duty, and not to 
exceed ten captains designated for special 
duty, recommended for continuation on the 
active list in the report of a selection board 
as approved by the President, may be so con-

(b) Commanders, except commanders desig- 
nated for limited duty, whose names, on 30 
June of the fiscal year in which they complete 
twenty-six years of total commissigned service, 
are not on a promotion list, shall subject to the 
provisions of section 11(c) of this Title, if not 
otherwise retired pursuant to law and if they 
shall have twice failed of selection for promo- 
ticn to captain, be placed on the retired list 
on that date. Commanders, except commanders 
designated for limited duty, who shall twice 
fail of selection for promotion to captain, if 
such second failure shall occur subsequent to 
30 June of the fiscal year in which they com- 
plete twenty-six years of total commissioned 
service, shall, if not otherwise retired pursuant 
to law, be placed on the vetired list on 30 
June of the fiscal year in which such second 
failure shall occur. 

(c) Officers designated for limited duty 
shall, if not otherwise retired pursuant to law, 
be placed on the retired list on the last day 
of the month in which they complete thirty 
years’ of active naval service exclusive of ac- 
tive duty for training in a reserve component. 

(d) Lieutenant commanders, except lieu- 
tenant commanders designated for limited 
duty, whose names, twenty years of total com- 
missioned service, are not on a promotion list, 
shall, subject to the provisions of section 11(c) 
of this Title, if not otherwise retired of se- 
lection for promotion to commander, be placed 
on the retired list on that date. Lieutenant 
commanders, except lieutenant commanders 
designated for limited duty, who shall twice 
fail of selection for promotion to commander, 
if such second failure shall occur subsequent 
to 30 June of the fiscal year in which such 
second failure shall occur. 

(e) Lieutenant commanders designated for 
limited duty shall, if not otherwise retired 
pursuant to law, be placed on the retired list 
on 30 June of the fiscal year in which they 
shall have twice failed of selection for pro- 
motion to commander: Provided, That such 
an officer instead of such separation from the 
active list shall, if he had the permanent status 
of warrant officer or commissioned warrant 
officer when first appointed an officer for the 
performance of limited duty only, have the op- 
tion of reverting to the grade and status he 
would have held had he not been so appointed, 
and if he had a permanent rating below war- 
rant officer when first so appointed he shall 
have the option of reverting to the grade and 
status he would have held had he not been so 
appointed but had instead been appointed a 
warrant officer, and in any computation to de- 
termine such grade and status all active serv- 
ice as an officer designated for limited duty or 
as a temporary or reserve officer shall be in- 
cluded: And provided further, That such an 
officer exercising such option shall, if not 
otherwise retired pursuant to law, be placed 
on the retired list in the grade in which then 
serving, upon the completion of a tetal of 
thirty years’ of active naval service, exclusive 
of active duty for training in a reserve com- 
ponent, with retired pay at the rate of 75 per 
centum of his active duty pay. 

(f) Officers above the grade of lieutenant 
who are placed on the retired list pursuant 
to the provisions of this section shall be placed 
thereon with retired pay at the rate of 2% 
per centum of their active-duty pay at the time 
of retirement multiplied by the number of 
years of service for which entitled to credit 
in the computation of their pay on the active 
list, not to exceed a total of 75 per centum of 
said active-duty pay: Provided, That a frac- 
tional year of six months or more shall be 
considered a full year in computing the num- 
ber of years of service by which the rate of 
2% per centum is multiplied: Provided fur- 
ther, That the retired pay of an officer com- 
missioned in the regular Navy pursuant to the 
provisions of the Act approved 18 April 1945 
(Public Law 347—79th Congress), who is so 
placed on the retired list, shall not be less than 
50 per centum of his active duty pay at the 
time of retirement: And provided further, 
That nothing in this subsection shall be held 
to reduce the retired rank or pay to which an 








me ned would be entitled under other provisions 
of law. 

(g) Lieutenants, and lieutenants (junior 
grade), who shall have twice failed of selec- 
tion for promotion to lieutenant commander 
and lieutenant, respectively, shall be honor- 
ably discharged from the Navy on 30 June of 
the fiscal year in which they fail of such se- 
lection the second time with a lump sum pay- 
ment computed on the basis of two months’ 
active duty pay at the time of discharge for 
each year of commissioned service, but not to 
exceed a total of two years’ active duty pay: 
Provided, That for the purpose of this sub- 
section a fractional year of six months or more 
shall be considered a full year in computing 
the number of years commissioned service 
upon which to base such lump sum payment: 
And provided further, That an officer desig- 
nated for limited duty, instead of such sepa- 
ration from the active list, shall have the 
option described in subsection (e) of this 
section. 

(h) Officers on a promotion list who, at any 
time prior to promotion, are found incapaci- 
tated for service by reason of physical disa- 
bility contracted in line of duty shall, when 
retired, be retired in the grade for which they 
were selected, with retired pay at the rate of 
75 per centum of the active-duty pay of the 
grade to which selected, unless entitled to 
higher retired rank or pay under other provi- 
sions of law. 

(i) The provisions of this Title relating to 
the discharge or retirement of officers who 
have twice failed of selection for promotion 
shall be applicable to officers above the grade 
of ensign who fail on professional re-examina- 
tion for promotion in the same manner as if 
such officers had twice failed of selection for 
promotion. 

RETIREMENT OF OFFICERS ABOVE THE 
GRADE OF CAPTAIN 

Sec. 13 (a) Rear admirals who, having been 
considered by two successive selection boards 
for recommendation for continuation on the 
active list, are not so recommended in the ap- 
proved report of such board shall, if not 
otherwise retired pursuant to law, be placed 
upon the retired list on June 30 of the then 
current fiscal year with retired pay at the 
rate of 75 per centum of their active-duty 
pay. 

(b) Should it be found, as of the time of 
the convening of a board for the considera- 
tion of rear admirals who are not restricted 
in the performance of duty for continuation 
on the active list, that the number to be fur- 
nished the board as determined pursuant to 
the provisions of subsection 8(h) would, ex® 
cept for the proviso to said subsection, be 
less than fifty per centum of the number of 
such rear admirals, excluding those who have 
once failed of selection for continuation on 
the active list, eligible for such considera- 
tion, the Secretary of the Navy shall convene 
a board of not less than five officers, not 
restricted in the performance of duty and 
serving in ranks above that of rear admiral, 
to consider such rear admirals, excluding 
those who have once failed of selection for 
continuation on the active list, who com- 
pleted five years of service in that grade and 
thirty-five years of total commissioned serv- 
ice prior to July first of the current fiscal 
year, and recommend for retirement a suffi- 
cient number so that the number to be fur- 
nished the board as so determined shall equal 
said fifty per centum, 

(c) Should it be found, as of the time of 
the convening of a board for the consideration 
of rear admirals designated for engineering 
duty, aeronautical engineering duty, or special 
duty for continuation on the active list, that 
the number to be furnished the board as 
determined pursuant to the provisions of sub- 
section 8(i) would, except for the proviso to 
said subsection, be less than fifty per centum 
of the number of such rear admirals, exclud- 
ing those who have once failed of selection 
for continuation on the active list, eligible for 
such consideration, the Secretary of the Navy 
shall convene a board of not less than five 
officers, serving in ranks above that of rear 
admiral, to consider such rear admirals, ex- 
cluding those who have once failed of selec- 
tion for continuation on the active list, who 
completed five years of service in that grade 
and thirty-five years of total commissioned 
service prior to July first of the current fis- 
cal year, and recommend for retirement a 
sufficient number so that the number to be 
furnished the board as so determined shall 
equal said fifty per centum, 

(d) Should it be found, as of the time of 
the convening of a board for the considera- 
tion of captains who are not restricted in 
the performance of duty for promotion to 
the grade of rear admiral, that the number 
of vacancies which will occur during the en- 
suing twelve-month period in the grade of 
rear admiral is less than will permit the 
selection for promotion of a number of cap- 
tains equal to ten per centum of the author- 
ized number of rear admirals, not restricted 
in the performance of duty, the Secretary of 
the Navy shall convene a board of not less 
than five officers, not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty and serving in ranks above 
that of rear admiral, to consider and recom- 
mend for retirement a sufficient number of 
such rear admirals to permit the selection 
for promotion of the said number of such 
captains. 

(e) Should it be found, as of the time of 





the convening of a board for the consideration 
of captains designated for engineering duty, 
aeronautical engineering duty, or special duty 
for promotion to the grade of rear admiral, 
that the number of vacancies existing plus 
the estimated number of vacancies which will 
occur during the ensuing twelve-month period 
in the grade of rear admiral is less than will 
permit the selection for promotion of a num- 
ber of such captains equal to ten per centum 
of the authorized number of rear admirals 
designated for engineering duty, aeronautical 
engineering duty, or special duty, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall convene a board of not 
less than five officers, serving in ranks above 
that of rear admiral, to consider and recom- 
mend for retirement a sufficient number of 
such rear admirals to permit the selection for 
pgomotion of the said number of such cap- 
tains. 

(f) The report of a board convened pur- 
suant to the provisions of this section shall 
be submitted to the President for approval 
or disapproval; if the President shall dis- 
approve the recommendations of the board 
in whole or in part, the board shall then 
recommend additional rear admirals for re- 
tirement equal to the number disapproved 
by the President. 

(g) Officers so recommended for retirement 
as approved by the President shall, if not 
otherwise retired pursuant to law, be placed 
upon the retired list on June 30 of the then 
current fiscal year with retired pay at the rate 
of 75 per centum of their active-duty pay. 

(h) Nothing in this section shall be held 
to reduce the retired rank or pay to which 
an officer would be entitled under other pro- 
vision of law. 

MARINE CORPS 

Sec. 14 (a) Officers of the Marine Corps shall 
be authorized im number in the same propor- 
tion to authorized enlisted strength and shall 
be distributed in grades, promoted, retired, 
and discharged in like manner and with the 
same relative conditions in all respects as 
provided for commissioned officers of the line 
of the Navy, by existing law, or by laws 
hereafter enacted, except as may be necessary 
to adapt the said provisions to the Marine 
Corps, or as herein otherwise provided. 

(b) Of the authorized number of commis- 
sioned officers above the grade of colonel, 
one shall be the commandant, two-thirds shall 
be brigadier generals, and the remainder 
shall be major generals, 

(c) The number of brigadier generals desig- 
nated for supply duty, including the officer 
serving as the head of the Supply Depart- 
ment, shall not exceed at any one time a num- 
ber equal to thirteen per centum of the num- 
ber of general officers of the Marine Corps 
not restricted in the performance of duty au- 
thorized at that time. 

(d) The total number of officers desgnated 
for supply duty in the combined grades of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel, and major shall 
not exceed at any one time a number equal 
to eight per centum of the total number of 
officers not restricted in the performance of 
duty authorized in those grades at that time. 

(e) Whenever a computation is made pur- 
suant to sections 3 (f) and 14 (a) of this 
Title to determine the authorized number of 
officers in the various grades of the Marine 
Corps, the Secretary of the Navy shall also 
determine within the number of officers so 
authorized in the grades of major general and 
brigadier general, the number of naval avi- 
ators required in each of those grades to meet 
the needs of the service, and the numbers so 
determined shall constitute the authorized 
number of naval aviators in those grades until 
the next computation is made. Promotions to 
fill vacancies on the basis of the numbers so 
determined shall be made from naval aviators 
of the next lower respective grades in the 
manner herein prescribed for the promotion 
of other officers of those grades of the Ma- 
rine Corps not restricted in the performance 
of duty. 

(f) Selection boards shall consist of nine 
officers of the active list of the Marine Corps, 
the composition of the boards to be determined 
by the Secretary of the Navy: Provided, That 
no officer shall be recommended for promo- 
tion or for continuation on the active list 
unless he shall have received the reeommenda- 
tion of not less than two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the board: Provided further, That 
whenever there are insufficient general offi- 
cers available to comprise a selection board 
for the recommendation of officers for promo- 
tion to the grades of brigadier general and 
colonel without placing thereon general offi- 
cers who served as members of the same cor- 
responding board the preceding year, officers 
of the active list of the line of the Navy, not 
restricted in the performance of duty, of the 
grade of rear admiral may be substituted for 
general officers of the Marine Corps in order 
to comply with the provisions of subsection 
5 (b) of this Title: Provided further, That 
selection boards to recommend brigadier gen- 
erals for promotion to major general shall 
be composed of officers of the permanent 
grade of major general on the active list of 
the Marine Corps to the extent that such offi- 
cers are deemed available for this duty by the 
Secretary of the Navy, and the remainder of 
the board shall be composed of rear admirals 
on the active list of the line of the Navy, not 
restricted in the performance of duty: And 
provided further, That administrative staff 
duty performed by any officer under appoint- 





ment of detail, and duty jn aviation, or in any 
technical specialty, shall be given weight by 
the selection board in determining his fitness 
for promotion equal to that given to line 
duty equally well perfermed. 

(g) Whenever officers designated for sup- 
ply duty are eligible for consideration by a 
selection board for promotion or for continua- 
tion on the active list, the Secretary of the 
Navy shall appoint, as alternate members 
of the appropriate selection board, three offi- 
cers of that designation, and if there be not 
three available, he shall so appoint such lesser 
number as may be available, and the junior 
members of the board who are not restricted 
in the performance of duty, in like number, 
shall not act upon the cases of officers desig- 
nated for supply duty. No such alternate 
member shall act upon the cases of officers 
other than those designated for supply duty. 
No officer designated for supply duty or for 
limited duty shall ac’ upon the cases of offi- 
cers not restricted in the performance of 
duty. 

(h) Promotion to major general shall be 
from brigadier generals who are not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty, and such 
officers shall be eligible for consideration by 
a selection board for promotion to major 
general when they will have completed on 30 
June of the fiseal year of the convening of the 
board, four years’ service in that grade: Pro- 
vided, That service in grade shall include all 
service in that or a higher grade whether 
under. temporary or permanent appointments 
therein: And provided further, That an offi- 
cer who has lost numbers of precedence shall 
not be eligible for such consideration until] 
an officer junior to him in the grade of briga- 
dier general who has not lost numbers of 
precedence becomes eligible. 

(i) The promotion zone in the grade of 
brigadier general for officers not restricted 
in the performance of duty shall be established 
by the Secretary of the Navy as of the date 
of the convening of a selection board to con- 
sider officers of that grade for recommenda- 
tion for promotion to the next higher grade. 
It shall consist of that number of the most 
senior such officers of the grade of brigadier 
general, who are eligible for selection for 
promotion to the next higher grade and have 
not previously failed of such selection, which 
must be either selected for promotion by the 
particular board or be considered as having 
failed of such selection, in order to maintain 
a flow of promotion consistent with the needs 
of the service and to best assure to individuals 
in succeeding years equality of opportunity 
for promotion. The number shall be deter- 
mined by the Secretary of the Navy and shall 
be based upon a consideration of the esti- 
mated number of vacancies which will occur 
in the next higher grade for each of the en- 
suing five years and the number of such offi- 
cers who will be eligible for selection. 

(j) In furnishing the appropriate selection 
board with the number of officers in the 
grades of colonel and brigadier general, not 
restricted in the performance of duty, to be 
recommended for promotion, the Secretary 
of the Navy shall determine and shall inform 
the appropriate selection board of the num- 
ber of naval aviators of each of those grades 
which the board may recommend for promo- 
tion to the next higher respective grades to 
meet the needs of the service. 

(k) The provisions of this Title relating to 
the selection of rear admirals for continuation 
on the active list shall not be applicable to 
major generals. 

(1) Should it be found, as of the time of the 
convening of a board for the consideration 
of brigadier generals for promotion to the 
grade of major general, that the number of 
vacancies existing plus the estimated number 
of vacancies which will occur during the en- 
suing twelve-month period in the grade of 
major general is less than will permit the 
selection for promotion of a number of briga- 
dier generals equal to fifty per centum of the 
number of such officers comprising the pro- 
motion zone for that grade, the Secretary 
of the Navy shall convene a board of not 
less than five officers serving in ranks above 
that of major general or rear admiral to con- 
sider and recommend for retirement a suffi- 
cient number of major generals to permit the 
selection for promotion of the said number of 
brigadier generals. 

(m) Should it be found, as of the time of 
the convening of a board for the considera- 
tion of colonels, who are not restricted in the 
performance of duty for promotion to the 
grade of brigadier general, that the num- 
ber of vacancies existing plus the estimated 
number of vacancies which will occur dur- 
ing the ensuing twelve-month period is less 
than will permit the selection for promotion 
of a number of such colonels equal to ten 
per centum of the authorized number of gen- 
eral officers who are not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty, the Secretary of the Navy 
shall convene a board of not less than five 
officers serving in ranks above that of major 
general or rear admiral to consider and 
recommend for retirement a sufficient num- 
ber of geneal officers to permit the selection 
for promotion of the said number of colonels. 

(n) Brigadier generals, who are not re- 
stricted in,the performance of duty, whose 
names are not on the promotion list, shall, 
if not otherwise retired pursuant to law, be 
placed on the retired list on 30 June of the 
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fiscal year in which they fail of selection for 
promotion the second time with retired pay 
at the rate of 75 per centum of the active duty 
pay of that grade. 

(o) The provisions of this Title relating to 
officers of the Navy designated for limited 
duty shall be applicable in like manner and 
with like effect to officers of the Marine Corps 
designated for limited duty. 

(p) The provisions of this Title relating 
to officers of the Navy designated for en- 
gineering duty shall be applicable in like 
manner and with like effect to officers of the 
Marine Corps designated for supply duty, ex- 
cept as may be necessary to adapt the said 
provisions to the Marine Corps or as herein 
otherwise provided. 

(q) Brigadier generals designated for sup- 
ply duty, if not retired, pursuant to other 
provisions of law, shall, except as otherwise 
provided in this section, be paced on the re- 
tired list on 30 June of the fiscal year in 
which they complete five years’ service in 
that grade and thirty-five years’ total com 
missioned service with retired pay at the rate 
of 75 per centum of their active duty pay. 

(r) Brigadier generals of the Marine Corps 
designated for supply duty who in the then 
current fiscal year complete or will complete 
five years’ service in their grade and have 
completed or will complete in such fiscal year 
thirty-five years of total commissioned serv- 
ice; those who prior to the then current fiscal 
year complete or will complete thirty-five 
years of total commissioned service; and 
those who were recommended for continua- 
tion on the active list in the approved report 
of the immediately preceding appropriate se- 
lection board, shall be eligible for considera- 
tion by a selection board for continuation on 
the active list: Provided, That not to exceed 
two such brigadier generals recommended 
for continuation on the active list in the re- 
port of a selection board as approved by 
the President may be so continued until] the 
report of the next succeeding selection board 
is approved: And provided further, That a 
brigadier general so continued on the active 
list shall, if not again recommended for con- 
tinuation on the active list in the approved 
report of the next succeeding selection board, 
thereafter be carried in excess of the number 
authorized to be so continued and shall be 
placed on the retired list on 30 June of the 
then current fiscal year. 

(s) In addition to the information other- 
wise required by this Title, the Secretary of 
the Navy shall furnish the appropriate se- 
lection board with the number of brigadier 
generals designated for supply duty which 
the board may recommend for continuation on 
the active list. The number so furnished shall 
be such number as the Secretary of the Navy 
shall determine to be necessary to meet the 
requirements of the Marine Corps not to ex- 
ceed two. 

(t) Should it be found, as of the time of 
the convening of a board for the consideration 
of colonels designated for supply duty for 
promotion to the grade of brigadier general, 
that the number of vacancies existing plus 
the estimated number of vacancies which will 
occur during the ensuing twelve-month period 
in the grade of brigadier general is less than 
will permit the selection for promotion in 
such period of a number of such colonels 
equal to ten per centum of the authorized 
number of brigadier generals designated for 
supply duty, the Secretary of the Navy shall 
convene a board of not less than five officers 
serving in ranks above that of brigadier gen- 
eral to consider and recommend for retire- 
ment a sufficient number of brigadier gen- 
erals designated for supply duty to permit 
the selection for promotion in such period of 
the said number of such colonels. 

(u) The number to be furnished the board in 
respect to colonels designated for supply duty 
to be continued on the active list shall be such 
number, not to exceed two, as the Secretary of 
the Navy shall determine to be necessary to 
meet the requirements of the Marine Corps. 

(v) Officers recommended for retirement in 
the report of a board convened pursuant to 
subsections (1), (m), and (t) of this section, 
as approved by the President, shall, if not 
otherwise retired pursuant to law, be placed on 
the retired list on 30 June of the then current 
fiscal year with retired pay at the rate of 75 
per centum of their active duty pay. 

(w) From among the officers designated for 
supply duty who are eligible for considera- 
tion for continuation on the active list the 
board shall recommend for such continuation 
those officers whom it considers best fitted for 
continued service on the active list in number 
equal to the number furnished the board by 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

(x) Nothing in this section shall be held 
fo reduce the retired rank or pay to which an 
officer would be entitled under other provi- 
Sions of law. 

(y) The report of a board convened pursuant 
to the provisions of subsections (1), (m), and 
(t) of this section shall be submitted to the 
President for approval or disapproval; if the 
President shall disapprove the recommenda- 
tions of the board in whole or in part, the 
board shall then recommend additional appro- 
Priate general officers for retirement equal to 
the number disapproved by the President. 





DETERMINATION OF UPPER AND 
LOWER HALF REAR ADMIRALS 

Sec. 15. Rear Admirals on the active list of 
the line in-the upper half of that grade, ex- 
clusive of officers carried as additional num- 
bers in grade, shall be entitled to the pay and 
allowances prescribed by law for rear admirals 
of the upper half: Provided, That for the 
purpose of determining the number of rear 
admirals in the upper half, there shall be ex- 
cluded those officers carried as additional num- 
bers in that grade, and each rear admiral car- 
ried as an additional number in that grade 
shall be entitled to such pay and allowances 
from the date on which the officer next junior 
to him becomes entitled thereto pursuant to 
this section.

Sec. 16. Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, and, as to dis- 
tribution, section 14 of this Title shall be effec- 
tive upon the date of approval of this Act. 
The remaining provisions of this Title shall be 
effective upon the terminafion of Title III of 
this Act.

Gen. Hurley Takes Oath 

Patrick J. Hurley received word on 4 
March 1947 that his nomination by the 
President to be a Major General in the 
Organized Reserve Corps had been con- 
firmed by the Senate. General Hurley had 
previously arranged to leave Santa Fe on 
6 March for an extended stay and wished 
to take the oath of office prior to his 
departure. 

Col. David Chavez, jr., JAG-Res., judge 
of the First Judicial District and Com- 
manding Officer of the 449th Organized 
Reserve Composite Group, heard of the 
confirmation and stated that he and his 
staff wished to arrange for a little cere- 
mony in connection with the oath. General 
Hurley was agreeable and the following 
afternoon, 5 March 1947, approximately 
fifty Reserve officers and their wives as- 
sembled at the La Posada to witness the 
oath, hear the General’s remarks and con- 
gratulate him upon his appointment. 

The oath was administered by Colonel 
Chavez, whose brother, Senator Dennis 
Chavez, defeated General Hurley for the 
Senate seat last November. The incident 
had an excellent effect because it illus- 
trates the recognition by these political 
opponents of the necessity of solidarity 
in matters affecting the National Security 

General Hurley in his short talk follow- 
ing the oath stated that he favored Uni- 
versal Military training, merger of the 
armed forces as recommended by the Pres- 
ident, and that part of the President's 
budget which applied to the Armed Serv- 
ices. 





Revision of Courts Martial 
Manual 

At the request of the Secretary of War 
and as a result of committee investiga- 
tions of court-martial procedure and 
trials, legislation was introduced this 
week to provide for amending the Articles 
of War. 

A letter to Congress from Secretary of 
War Patterson states that the purpose of 
the bill is ““To improve the administration 
of military justice based upon the report 
on the judicial system of the Army by 
the Committee on Military Affairs of the 
House of Representatives and the report 
of the Advisory Cimmittee on Military 
Justice, appointed by the Secretary of 
War, dated 13 Dec. 1946. 

Outstanding revisions of the Manual re 
ferred to in the letter of Secretary Pat- 
terson are as follows: Enlisted personnel 
of the Army and the Marine Corps, when 
serving with the Army, may serve 0 
general and special courts; general and 
special courts may adjudge bad-conduct 
discharges ; the bar of the statute of limi- 
tations for absence without leave in time 
of war would be removed. 

Revisions would authorize a_ court 
martial to adjudge reduction to private 
in the cases of officers; the Judge Advo- 
cate general and a Judicial Council could 
confirm dismissal of officers below gel- 
eral officer grades, dismissal or susyel- 
sion of a cadet, or sentences involving 
imprisonment for life; changes the 
amount of some punishments; and auth- 
orizes forfeiture of pay for warrant of- 
ficers, flight officers, and officers be!ow 
brigadier general.

National Defense Establishment 

The Senate Committee on Armed Ser- 
vices plans to open public hearings on 8. 
758, the bill providing for unification of 
the armed forces, on 18 March, with 
Secretaries Patterson and _ Forrestal 
slated as the first witnesses. 

Senator Chan Gurney (R-SD), chair- 
man of the Senate group, declared this 
week that the two Secretaries will be fol- 
lowed by Vice Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, 
USN, and Maj. Gen. Lauris Norstad, USA, 
whose conferences over the vast six 
months led to Army-Navy agreement on 
unification. 

From then on, Senator Gurney said, 
the Committee will hear contemporaries 
of the Army, Navy and Air Forces who 
head such administrative functions as 
personnel, supply, organization, and re- 
search development. The contemporaries 
representing each arm will appear before 
the Committee together to advise on the 
effect of unification on each, 

“The merger bill is all right as far 
it goes,” Senator Gurney asserted, “but it 
doesn’t go far enough.” He says he now 
knows “only ten per cent” of what he will 
know when hearings on unification are 
completed. 

Senator Gurney declared that promo- 
tion legislation for both the Army and 
Navy must await completion of unifica- 
tion studies because the latter is of para- 
mount importance and may be the basis 
for changes in currently-proposed promo- 
tion legislation. 

Representative Clare Hoffman (R- 
Mich), chairman of the House Committee 
on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments, indicated that on the Ilouse side, 
the unification bill will be set aside until 
other inquiries are disposed of. 

“What’s the rush?’ he replied when 
asked when the committee will start con- 
sidering the legislation. “Are we getting 
ready for a.third world war and need this 
unification bill passed to win it?’

“I’m tired of these New Deal tacties of 
rushing legislation through Congress,” 
Mr. Hoffman said. “Some people think 
that if the President asks for something 
today and we don’t pass it tonight the 
sun won’t come up tomorrow.”

U. S. COAST GUARD 








PPROPRIATIONS amounting to 

$97,000,000—representing only 75% 

of figures proposed by the Budget Bureau 

—were recommended by the House Appro- 

priations Committee last week for opera- 

tion of-the Coast Guard during the fiscal 
year beginning 1 July. 

While recognizing the additional duties 
undertaken by the Coast Guard since its 
last peacetime year in 1940, the Committee 
proposed appropriations which it regards 
as adequate only for operations within the 
United States. It left to the Coast Guard 
itself considerable discretion in the ap- 
portionment of its funds among scheduled 
activities. 

The Committee report stated, in part 

“The committee feels that the amount sug- 
gested here will be sufficient to carry on the 
search and rescue operations, and to maintain 
properly domestic aids to navigation, It will 
also be sufficient to continue the work of 
the Bureau of Merchant Marine Inspection, 
but greater efliciency in this work must be 
shown, and with reduced personnel. 

“Testimony presented to the committee 
strongly indicates that the Coast Guard is 
overstaffed with high-ranking officers, and it 
is the intent of the committee that the num- 
ber of officers shall be reduced, and that a 
better distribution of officers in grades be 
accomplished.” 


Admiral James Farley, Commandant, 


and Capt. A. C. Richmond, Chief of the 
Planning and Control Staff, told the com- 


mittee hearings that since the war, search 
and rescue, merchant marine inspection, 
and loran supervision had been assigned 
the Coast Guard by order of the Presi- 
dent and the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and 
that even after its separation from the 
Navy Department, the Coast Guard has 
been obliged to maintain aids to naviga- 
tion at overseas bases, principally Guam. 

The Committee’s sharpest criticism was 
leveled at the extension of Coast Guard 
functions into “blue water,” and its in- 
tent is that Coast Guard operations be- 
yond the continental limits be curtailed. 

Representative Gordon Canfield (R- 
NJ), chairman of the subcommittee on 
appropriations for the Treasury and Post 
Office Departments, expressed the senti- 
ment of the Committee in a speech on the 
floor of the House 10 March. This speech, 
a portion of which is quoted, describes the 
operations which the $97,000,000 appro- 
priation would permit: 

“The Coast Guard has sought to expand 
greatly in recent years, ‘and the estimates 
submitted by this agency make it appear 
that while the President is seeking to unify 
the Army and the Navy, the Coast Guard is 
attempting to build itself up into a full 
and complete replacement for the independent 
Navy. The committee feels that the 
Guard should be what the name implies: 
a Coast Guard, and not a smal] edition of a 


Coast 


navy. Consequently, the committee has placed 
in this bill the sum of $97,000,000 for Coast 
Guard activities. This reduction is not as 


drastic as might appear, for the Treasury 
Department cut the Coast Guard's original 
estimates $61,000,000, and then the Bureau 


of the Budget cut them $38,000,000 more. In 
making its reduction, the committee has 
sought to eliminate funds which would per- 
mit the Coast Guard to operate far beyond 
the coasts of continental United States, We 
hope to cause a reduction in the great and dis- 
proportionate numbers of high-ranking offi- 
whose rank was created 


cers, admittedly to 
keep pace with Navy protocol. We aim to 
prevent the construction of buildings pot 


urgently needed, and which would draw con- 
struction materials from vitally needed hous- 
ing programs. And above all we hope to force 
better administration of this agency. 

“The committee has placed this ceiling of 
$97,000,000 for Guard expenditures in 
the bill. It is pointed out that this amount 
is $72,000,000 more than its total appropria- 
tion just 10 years ago, for 19838, In setting 
this ceiling, we have permitted some elastic- 
ity so that the Coast Guard may administer 
reductions in the way it feels best. In past 






Coast 


years, there have been nine separate appro- 
priation items for Coast Guard. This year 
we have retained the language of each of 


the individual appropriation items, and have 
inserted a limitation on the expenditure for 
each. These limitations, if added up, amount 
to about $111,000,000, but since the ceiling on 
expenditures for over-all] activities is $97,- 
000,000, the Coast Guard itself will have to 
determine the points in which it will not 
spend up to the limitation, It may be that 
some items can be reduced rapidly and dras- 


tically, but that others will take longer, and 
cannot be cut too deeply. Thus this permis 
sive authority, amounting to about $14, 
000,000, should permit orderly curtailments 
with the considerable latitude left to the 
agency. 





“It is not intended to reduce enlisted per- 
sonnel below the 19,500 ceiling now in effect. 
There is a limitation of $70,000,000 for pay 
and allowances, and this is only $4,000,000 less 
than 1947. If the Coast Guard will carry out 
the intent of the bill, the reductions will be 
made in officer ranks. The committee feels 
that ample funds have been provided to per- 
mit continuation on the present scale, of 
Coast Guard search and rescue operations, 
including life-saving activities along the 
coast, There is enough money in this bill 
to permit maintenance of aids to navigation 
along the coast. The work of the Bureau of 
Merchant Marine Inspection should be unim- 
paired, although it will have to be better 
administered. . 

“Where the cut will apply chiefly 
blue water operations of the Coast Guard. 
One request which has been disallowed, for 
example, is the amount of nearly ‘half a mil 
lion dollars to build a storehouse for buoys 
in the Marianas Islands, The Coast Guard 
will have to stop providing aids to navigation 
for the new Republic of the Philippines. We 
have not included funds, amounting to mil-

lions, for erection of loran stations in Als ska, 
where they would be of use only to the Navy 
for maneuvers. The Coast Guard will have 


to stop duplicating the research work being 
carried on by other government agencies and 
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private companies. 
“The Coast Guard will have to cease its 


overseas operations, but I can assure the 
Members of the House who represent coastal 
areas that, with efficient administration, the 
present work of the Coast Guard in the coastal 
waters of the United States can and will con- 
tinue on its present basis.’

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Submit Army Promotion Bill 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
during the war under temporary appoint- 
ment) but there is no limitation on how many 
officers may be listed for consideration for 
any of these grades. The purpose of this is 
to allow officers with outstanding war rec- 
ords to be selected ahead of their seniors in 
permanent grade in the filling of initial grade 
requirements without prejudicing eligibility 
for promotion under the permanent provisions 
of the bill of qualified officers not so selected. 

(Section 20 of proposed bill.) 

“After promotions to fill initial grade re- 
quirements on or shortly after 1 July 1948, 
permanent promotions to grade of lieutenant 
colonel, major, and captain would again be 
suspended until 1 January 1949 when the 
permanent provisions pertaining to promotion 
to these grades would become operative. 

“In addition to the foregoing provisions, 
which pertain to permanent grade promo- 
tions, the proposed bill would authorize tem- 
porary promotions to fill requirements in 
grades whenever the total number of officers 
on active duty exceeds the authorized active 
commissioned strength of the Regular Army. 
Also, any vacancies in numbers in grades 
authorized for the Regular Army which are 
not filled by permanent appointments could 
be filled by temporary promotions, Tempo- 
rary promotions would be made from among 
all officers on active duty, (regular and re- 
serve) under a fair and equitable system pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War. (Section 17 
of proposed bill.) 

“The foregoing is a brief summary of some 
of the major features of the proposed bill. 
Other provisions pertain to positions to be 
designated by the President which would 
earry the rank of general and lieutenant gen- 
eral (section 5); procurement of additional 
oficers for the Regular Army (section 7); 
relative rank of general officers of the Army 
with flag officers of the Navy (section 18); 
service credits to certain officers (section 19) ; 
increased rank for chief of chaplains and as- 
sistants to the surgeon general (section 21); 
promotion and retirement of professors of the 
United States Military Academy (section 22) ; 
amendement to retirement laws (section 23); 
and amendment to Article of War 119 (sec- 
tion 24). The War Department will furnish 
your committee detailed explanation of the 
purpose of each and every provision at your 
convenience. 

“There would be no immediate increase in 
the cost of the Army due to passage of this 
proposed bill. So long as the total authorized 
number of officers on active duty is greater 
than the authorized strength of the Regular 
Army the increased numbers in grades pro- 
vided for by the proposed bill will be less 
than those required for the interim Army. 
When the Army is reduced to its peacetime 
strength the variations in cost resulting from 
the faster promotion and increased attrition 
provided in the proposed bill would become 
apparent on both the active and retired lists. 
‘ince present promotion_laws are totally in- 
adequate, certain assumptions have been ap- 
plied to them in order to arrive at a realistic 
cost comparison between the two plans, It has 
been assumed that provisions should be made 
to provide officers in proper grades for the 
expanded Army and that temporary promo- 
ton authority and an increase in the statu- 
tory number of colonels and generals would 
he provided if no other action were taken. 
The general tendency will then be for the 
active list to cost less under the proposed 
plan Since its forced attrition provisions re- 
sult in a younger and lower ranking Army, 
whereas the cost of the retired list will in- 
‘ease under the proposed plan due to its 
forced attrition provisions which, due to the 
retiring of officers at younger ages, will re- 
sult in an increased number on such list. 

“It is not possible at this time to make an 
accurate estimate of the differeace in cost 
between operation of existing law and opera- 
ton under the proposed bill, since such esti- 
mate must be based on personnel on hand, 
which will not become known until the Army 
is fully expanded, and upon grade require- 
ments, which are subject to future change. 
However, from the best estimates available 
appears that the cost of the active list un- 
der the proposed bill, will, when the Army is 
reduced to its peacetime size, increase by 
‘pproximately ten million dollars per annum 
7 1969, At this time the cost of the active 
‘st will drop sharply and will be from one 
to three million dollars less per annum than 
Would be the cost under present law as modi- 
fied above. No increase in the cost of the 
tetired list is anticipated under the pro- 
Posed bill until 1963 after which time it is 
‘stimated that the cost of the retired list will 
be increased by an average of one and one- 
half million dollars per annum. 

“The Bureau of the Budget has been con- 
sulted and advises as follows: 
e Siw War Department’s proposed draft 
: egislation and a similar draft of legisla- 
ion submitted by the Navy Department have 
_ Siven careful consideration. It is be- 

ed that insofar as possible there should 
_ parity in the treatment of commissioned 

cers of the Army and Navy with regard 
2 Promotion and retirement, It is recognized, 

OWever, that identical treatment may not be 
P8sible because of differences in the organ- 
‘ation and mission of the respective services. 











The following adjustments should be made | 
in the proposed War Department bill: 

“ ‘Section 16 (b) (1) and Section 16 (e) (1) 
These sections provide credit to Majors and | 
Lieutenant Colonels for service in accordance | 
with Public Law 281, 79th Congress and will 
operate to cause inequity in corresponding 
Navy grades and should, therefore, be elim- | 
inated. 

“ ‘Section 16 (e) (1), (page 48, lines 18 to 22) 
Eliminate the provision authorizing the pro- 
motion of Lieutenant Colonels with 28 years 
of service upon retirement, It is felt that this 
provision is not justified because it is dis- 
criminatory as compared with other grades 
and no similar provision is provided for Navy 
officers of equal rank. 

“ Secion 18 Relative rank of general officers 
of the Army with flag officers of the Navy. 
Eliminate this section. The Navy Depart- 
ment, which has objected to this provision 
being carried in the Army bill, has been di- 
rected to bring the matter to the attention of 
the Congress with the suggestion that the 
Congress give consideration to the re-estab- 
lishment of the rank of Commodore in the 
Navy on a permanent basis with the same 
pay and allowances as accorded Brigadier 
Generals and, in this way, eliminate the ex- 
isting disparity. 

“ ‘Cognizance is taken of amendments to the 
draft originally submitted to this office con- 
tained in the Deputy Chief of Staff's letter 
of 11 March 1947. 

“It is believed that the percentage distri- 
bution by grades, particularly for the higher 
grades, which should be established in the 
proposed bill cannot be precisely determined 
at this time, Therefore, the letter to the Con- 
gress should point out that the distribution 
by grades must be reconsidered when the 
Armed Forces have become stabilized on a 
peacetime basis. 

- ‘There will be no objection to the submis- 
sion of the War Department’s propsed bill 
subject to the foregoing comments.’ 

“With respect to the foregoing comments of 
the Director of the Bureau of the Budget per- 
taining to elimination of provisions contained 
in section 16 (b) (1), section 16 (e) (1) and 
section 18, the War Department is requesting 
reconsideration and further advice from the 
Bureau of the Budget on these points, When 
this advice is received it will be transmitted 
to you promptly.”

to regulations governing advancement of 
Staff Corps officers, on a basis closely 
parallel to those of the line. : 

A feature of the proposed bill is the 
creation of a Limited Duty classification 
of line officers. This will be restricted to 
enlisted men and warrant officers having 
a minimum of ten years’ enlisted service. 
They will be commissioned in the line and 
staff for “limited duty”—commensurate 
with their enlisted ratings—and will com- 
pete for promotion only among them- 
selves. 

The Limited Duty officers may transfer 
to general service if they qualify. If they 
remain in the Limited Duty classification, 
they will be retired on completion of 30 
years’ service, normally at the grade of 
Commander. If they transfer to general 
service at that point, they will compete 
with general service officers for promo- 
tion to higher grades. If at any time it 
is necessary to terminate the limited duty 
status, each man will revert to his per- 
manent enlisted or warrant status. 

The Special Duty officers will be spe- 
cialists in the following fields: communi- 
cations, law, intelligence, public informa- 
tion, hydrography, photography, and psy- 
chology not allied with medicine. 

Staff Corps officers will continue to be 
selected for promotion, and will be ad- 
vanced on the running mate system, un- 
der which Staff Corps officers are pro- 
moted when running mates of the line 
having equal seniority and precedence re- 
ceive their promotions. 

Lieutenant Commanders, Commanders 
and Captains twice failing of selection 
will be retired with 20, 26 and 30 years 
of total commissioned service, respec- 
tively, except that the following number 
of Staff Corps Captains may be retained 
for 35 years’ commissioned service: Sup- 
ply Corps 22, Medical Corps 22, Dental 
Corps 12, Civil Engineer Corps 7, and 
Chaplains Corps 25. 

Officers designated for Engineering 





duty, Aeronautical Engineering duty, and 
Special duty failing of selection are ac- 
corded the same treatment as other line 
officers except that in the grade of Cap- 
tain they are not deemed to have failed 
twice of selection until they complete 31 
years of commissioned service, and not 
to exceed 10 Special Duty, 5 Aeronautical 
Engineering Duty, and 10 Engineering 
Duty officers who have completed 31 | 


years of commissioned service may be 
selected or re-selected each year to con- 
tinue on active duty for not more than 
35 years’ total commissioned service. 

The Navy has described the “promotion 
zone” briefly as follows: 

“The Secretary of the Navy determines how 
far down the eligible list the board must go 
in making its selections in order to maintain 
a flow of promotion consistent with the 
normal terms of service in the grade and to 
best assure equality of opportunity for pro- 
motion to officers in succeeding years, Eligi- 
ble officers not previously failing of selec- 
tion down to this point are in the promotion 
zone. All officers senior to and including the 
junior officer in the promotion zone are 
deemed to fail of selection if not selected re- 
gardless of how far down the list the board 
goes. No eligible officer junior to the pro- 
motion zone is deemed to fail of selection. 
The board can therefore select an outstand- 
ing eligible officer below the promotion zone 
for accelerated promotion without ‘passing 
over’ a large number of good officers.” 

The Navy has briefly summarized other 
features of the bill as follows: 

“The proposed bill authorizes the designa- 
tion of 15% of the authorized number of 
rear admirals and above for special com- 
mands and unusual assignments, eight of 
these officers to have the rank of admiral 
while so serving, the remainder the rank of 
vice admiral. It further provides that when 
retired, officers so designated are retired with 
the highest rank so held, but with no increase 
in retired pay accruing thereby. Existing law 
permits the designation of three with the 
rank of admiral and twelve with the rank 
of vice admiral. 

“The proposed bill authorizes a number of 
rear admirals in each of the Medical, Supply, 
and Civil Engineer Corps equal to 5% of 
the active duty officer strength of the corps 
in addition to the Chief of Bureau. It pro- 
vides for a Chief of Chaplains with the rank 
of rear admiral for the officer detailed as 
such. Existing law limits the number of staff 
corps rear admirals as follows: Supply Corps 
3, Medical Corps 4, Civil Engineer Corps 1, 
Dental Corps 1, Chaplain’s Corps none. If the 
Chief of a Bureau of Chief of the Dental Divi- 
sion ig not a rear admiral when so detailed 
he has the rank while so serving in addition 
to the foregoing. 

“The proposed bill increases the author- 
ized strength of the Chaplain’s Corps from 
one to every 1250 persons in the Navy and 
Marine Corps, to one to every 800 persons. It 
increases the authorized strength of the Civil 
Engineer Corps from two to three per cent 
of the authorized strength of the line. 

“The proposed bill provides that the Chiefs 
of Bureaus of the Navy Department includ- 
ing the Judge Advocate General of the Navy 
shall while so serving have the rank of vice 
admiral and shall receive the pay and allow- 
ances as are now or may be hereafter pre- 
scribed by law for officers of that rank. Ex- 
isting law provides the rank of rear admiral 
to such officers. 

“Officers who have transferred to the Regu- 
lar Navy from Reserve or Temporary officer 
status have in many cases less total commis- 
sioned service than other regular officers of 
comparable lineal position. Where such offi- 
cers are involuntarily retired for failure of 
selection their retired pay would be less than 
that of other regular officers, As a matter of 
more equitable treatment and to guarantee 
them a reasonable minimum retired pay the 
proposed bill includes a proviso that the re- 
tired pay of an officer commissioned in the 
regular Navy pursuant to the provisions of 
the Act approved April 18, 146 (Public Law 
347—79th Congress) above the rank of lieu- 
tenant who is placed on the retired list for 
failure of selection shall not be less than 50% 
of his active duty- pay at the time of retire- 
meut. This amounts to adding sufficient con- 
structive service to bring the officer’s total 
commissioned service up to 20 years where 
necessary. It is not additive beyond this 
point. 

“In its terminable provisions the proposed 
bill makes provisions to meet certain prob- 
lems not provided for in existing permanent 
law. 

“(a) The bill provides for the employment 
on a voluntary basis of Reserve and Tem- 
porary officers, and for the appointment of 
additional Temporary officers (all within au- 
thorized strength) as necessary to meet the 
operating needs of the Navy beyond the ‘on 
board’ strength of permanently commissioned 
officers, 

“(b) It provides for fixing the precedence 
on line and staff officers and the reassign- 
ment of line running mates to staff officers, 
on a permanent basis in an equitable man- 
ner. This is necessary because of the tem- 
porary promotions and failures of promo- 
tion that have occurred since the suspension 
of permanent laws governing promotion, and 
because of many transfers of Reserve and 
Temporary officers to the Regular Navy. 

“(c) It provides for an immediate return 
to a system of promotion by selection by 
statutory boards, with provisions of law gov- 
erning the distribution and eligibility for 
selection of officers, 

“(d) It bases the temporary ranks of all 
officers on active duty, including Reserve and 
Temporary officers, on the authorized per- 
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centage distribution as applied to the total 
number of officers on active duty. 

“(e) It bases the permanent ranks of per- 
manent officers on the authorized distribution 
percentages applied only to a number of per- 
manently commissioned officers on active 
duty. 

“The rules governing the temporary pro- 
motion and eligibility for selection of officers 
are the same, except for slight modifications 
to take care of Reserve and Temporary offi- 
cers, as the rules and eligibility requirements 
of the permanent sections of the law. 

“To avoid having to convene parallel sets 
of selection boards; one for temporary, and 
one for permanent promotion, the bill pro- 
vides that failure of selection for temporary 
promotion has, for the permanently commis- 
sioned officer, the same effect as would failure 
of selection for permanent promotion after 
the terminable features of the bill expire. 
Likewise selection for temporary promotion 
to a grade will have the same effect as selec- 
tion for permanent promotion to that grade 
if the officer concerned is promoted to the 
grade and remains in the grade, If after tem- 
porary promotion to a grade, however, it is 
necessary, because of distribution, to revert 
the officer to the next lower grade, he must be 
reselected for the higher grade, 


Nurses Bill Passed 

By an overwhelming vote, the House 
has this week passed H. R. 1943, legisla- 
tion that to give permanence to the pres- 
ent temporary Nurse Corps of the Army 
and the Navy, and to establish a Women’s 
Medical Specialist Corps in the Army. 
The bill was passed without amendment, 
other than committee amendments cited 
in the 15 Feb. and 1 March issues of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, 

Enactment of this legislation would re- 
sult in: 

1. Army and Navy nurses and person- 
nel of the Women’s Medical Specialist 
Corps of the Army would be commis- 
sioned on a permanent status, the same 
as all male officers. 

2. Pay, leave, money allowances for 
subsistence and rental of quarters, mile- 
age and other travel allowances, benefits 
and emoluments would be the same as 
for male officers. 

8. Provisions for promotion would be 
the same as for male officers except that 
Army nurses and specialists above the 
rank of captain and Navy nurses above 
the rank of lieutenant would be chosen 
by selection boards. 

4. Retirement provisions would be the 
same as for male officers except that the 
retirement age is reduced to 55 years in 
the ranks above captain in the Army and 
above lieutenant in the Navy and to 50 
years in the rank of captain or below in 
the Army and lieutenant or below in the 
Navy. 

5. The proposed legislation would es- 
tablish similar provisions for nurses of 
both the Army and Navy with exactly 
the same pay and allowances. 











No Lt. Col. Nominations 

No nominations have been submitted as 
yet for promotion of Reular Army lieuten- 
ant colonels to the grade of colonel, it 
which over 700 vacancies now exist. 

The War Department still gives as an 
explanation for the delay the clerical and 
administrative work involved in produc- 
ing 25 copies of each officer’s record as 
required by the Senate Committee on 
Armed Services. 

The 1,500 nominations for promotion 
and transfer in grades up to that of lieu- 
tenant colonel also required the same 
preparation of each officer’s record. The 
War Department’s explanation is that 
work was begun on this much longer list 
considerably in advance of that on the 
promotions to colonel. 


Replacement Pools Discontinued 
The War Department has ordered that 

all existing officer replacement pools be 

discontinued effective 31 March. 

War Department Circular 62 states 
that effective immediately officers will 
not be assigned to officer replacement 
pools either for duty or record purposes. 


School Credit Equivalents 
Constructive credit equivalents granted 
in lieu of formal schooling at Army 
Schools have been revised. War Depart- 
ment Circular 62, rescinding fromer cir- 
culars relating to the subject, is the cur- 
rent directive on equivalents. 
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New Personnel Legislation 
(Continued from First Page) 
This will require amendment of the Pay Re- 
adjustment Act of 1942. 

Procurement of Regular Army Enlisted 
Personnel. Provides that one-year and 18- 
months enlistments be abolished and that a 
five-year option be offered, thus making the 
terms of enlistment two years, three years, 
and five years. The enlistment of aviation 
eadets will be continued until the Air ROTC 
program output meets Army Air Forces re- 
quirements, or until alternate plans are pre- 
pared by the Army Air Forces for the peace- 
time military establishment. 

Establishment of a Women’s Army Corps in 
the Regular Army. Establishes the Women’s 
Army Corps as a part of the Regular Army. 
Pending enabling legislation, the Women's 
Army Corps will be continued in its Army of 
the United States status, with strength main- 
tained on a volunteer basis. (Plans are ready 
for the integration of WAC officers into the 
Regular Army.) Enabling legislation pro- 
vides that, except as otherwise specifically 
provided, all laws now or hereafter applicable 
to the male componént of the Army shall ap- 
ply to the Women’s Army Corps. Legisla- 
tion to accomplish this was included in H.R. 
7166, 79th Congress, which will be rewritten 
and reintroduced in the 80th Congress. This 
bill also provides for a Reserve component of 
the Women’s Army Corps, subject to the 
same laws and regulations that apply to the 
male components, 

Non-Physical Disability Retirement. Re- 
tirement of officers after 30 or more years of 
service wil] continue in accordance with exist- 
ing law; but a plan has been prepared to 
provide for retirement, upon application, after 
20 years’ active Federal service. This would 
be authorized at the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of War. Officers so retired would he ad- 
vanced to the highest grade satisfactorily 
held, with retirement pay based on the grade 
in which retired. This legislation also would 
apply to warrant officers, and includes provi- 
sions for the improvement of retirement bene- 
fits for enlisted personnel who served as 
temporary officers during World War II. 
(Legislation for the retirement of enlisted 
personnel after 20 years’ active service was 
enacted in 1946.) 

A plan also has been prepared to provide 
for an AUS Retired List. To be eligible for 
inclusion in the list, persons of any grade 
must have completed an aggregate of 20 or 
more years of satisfactory service in the 
Army of the United States or in one of its 
Reserve components. A part of this time mast 
have been active Federal service—not less 
than three and not more than four years re- 
quired, depending on total service completed 
prior to the official termination of World War 
IT; and a part of the active service must be 
after the close of World War IT, except where 
25 or more years of aggregate service has 
been credited. 

A person on this list, upon reaching the age 
of 60, will receive retired pay based on his 
highest grade, at the rate of 2% per cent 
for each year of active Federal service plus 
one-half of one per cent for each year of 
other service credited. 

Medical Department. Two bills have been 
proposed for the Medical Department. One, a 
bill now before Congress, to revise the Medi- 
cal Department of the Army, provides for 
the establishment, in the Regular Army, of a 
Medical Service Corps, an Army Nurse Corps, 
and a Women’s Medical Specialist Corps. 

The second bill, concerned with the pro- 
curement of physicians and surgeons in the 
Medical Department of the Army, provides 
for the following: additional pay to physi- 
cians and surgeons, to reimburse them for 
their professional education and loss of earn- 
ing power while obtaining such education: 
additional pay for Medical Corps specialists: 
establishment of four “professorshins” to be 
occupied by men of eminence in medicine, sur- 
gery, neuropsychiatry, and preventive medi- 
cine, each to hold the assimilated rank of 
brigadier general or major general; original 
appointment of Medical Corps specialists in 
grades not above that of colonel: and of the 
employment of civilian physicians to serve 
with the Medical Department of the Army 
as needed. 

Other Personnel Plans. Other proposed 
bills provide for commissioning all officers of 
the National Guard and the Organized Re- 
serve Corps in a like status; for interchange- 
ability of officers between the National Guard 
and the Organized Reserve Corps; and for as- 
signment to the arms and services of these 
components, as the Secretary of War directs. 

There is also a plan to provide for an an- 
nual ontput from ROTC of approximately 
25,000 Reserve officers, with such emoluments 
to students as may he necessary to meet the 
procurement objective. 
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Restore Frigate Constellation 

Appropriations of $350,000 have been 
proposed in bills introduced by Rhode 
Island congressmen for the restoration 
of the frigate Constellation, the oldest 
warship afloat. Now in Boston following 
survey, the Constellation would be based 





permanently in Newport, R. I, under 
other terms of the bills. The city of 
Baltimore has also asked for the vessel. 





Appointment of Army Officers 


Maj. Gen. Willard S. Paul, Director of 
Personnel and Administration, War De- 
partment General Staff, has issued the 
following statement regarding appoint- 
ment of officers tou the Regular Army after 
the completion of the current officer inte- 
gration program: 

“A circular now in its final stages of devel- 
opment in the War Department will be pub- 
lished within the near future to outline the 
War Department policy and establish general 
procedures governing the selection and ap- 
pointment of officers to the Regular Army 
after the completion of the current wartime 
officer integration program. In general, the 
circular will provide for the appointment of 
honor graduates, Reserve, National Guard 
and AUS officers who have competed for ap- 
pointment while performing extended active 
duty as commissioned officers, and for the 
direct appointment of persons to the profes- 
sional branches. 

“The system for the selection of honor 
graduates will be quite similar to that em- 
ployed prior to the war, involving the desig- 
nation of the candidate as outstanding in 
aptitude for the military service by his pro- 
fessor of military science and tactics and as 
outstanding academically by the educational 
official best qualified to judge him, It is pres- 
ently contemplated that a greater number of 
vacancies for the appointment of honor gradu- 
ates will be available than there have been 
in the past. 

“Reserve, National Guard, and AUS offi- 
cers, including those who have attained their 
commissions in the civilian components 
through the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
or the Officer Candidate School system, will 
be called to active duty at their own request 
for the purpose of competing for appointment 
in the Reguiar Army. Present plans provide 
that each such officer must serve at least one 
year under close surveillance prior to final 
selection for appointment in the Regular 
Army. 

“Persons holding Reserve commissions in 
the various corps of the Medical Department 
may be appointed after completing at least 
one year of extended active Federal com- 
missioned service. Persons of the various 
components of the Medical Department, who 
are qualified professionally, may be appointed 
directly to the Regular Army as a result of 
a professional examination, Similar provi- 
sions apply to persons desiring appointment 
in the Corps of Chaplains and The Judge 
Advocate General's Department. 

“It is estimated that the annual procure- 
ment objective for Regular Army officers will 
be considerably greater than the number 
which ean be appointed from the United 
States Military Academy, Tentative planning 
figures indicate that approximately 1,500 per 
year must be procured from sources other than 
the United States Military Academy, All such 
appointments will be made in the grade of 
second lieutenant, except for professional 
corps, from persons who fall between the 
age of 21 and 27 years, Appointment in the 
Medical, Dental and Veterinary Corps and 
Corps of Chaplains will be made in the grade 
of first lieutenant, in the Pharmacy Corps in 
the grade of second lieutenant, and in The 
Judge Advocate General's Department in the 
grade of captain. Maximum age limits for 
these professional corps are slightly higher 
than the maximum age for the line.” 


Statehood for Hawaii 


Following submission of a forma] let- 
ter from the Navy Department stating 
that it had no objection to the proposal 
that Hawaii be admitted as a state, the 
House Committee on Public Lands heard 
testimony this week from Representatives 
of the War and Navy Departments prais- 
ing the part Hawaiians played in the War 
and stating that they could see no mili- 
tary reason why it should not be given 
statehood. 

Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, USN, 
Chief of Naval Operations, said: 

“Before World War II, I entertained 
some doubt as to the loyalty of the Ameri- 
can citizens of Japanese ancestry in the 
event of war with Japan. From my ob- 
servation during World War Il, I 
no longer have that doubt. The citizens 
of the islands participated actively in 
the Armed Forces and served with dis- 
tinction, and that includes many Ameri- 
cans of Japanese ancestry.” 

Maj. Gen. Charles P. Herron, USA- 
Ret., formerly commander of the 
Hawaiian Department, told the com- 
mittee that “The people of Hawaii are 
not only good people, but they have long 
since shown themselves to be wise and 
fully worthy of full citizenship.”

Launch USS Newport New 


A crowd of about 20,000 persons turned 
out to watch the 17,000-ton heavy cruiser 
Newport News slide down the ways of the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Company last week ready to receive the 
finishing touches which will make her the 
Navy's most modern ship. 

The Newport News was towed to a fit- 
ting-out berth for the installation of her 
armament and superstructure. She will 
be armed with nine 8”/55 rapid-firing 
guns in three turrets, and a secondary 
battery comprising 12 standard 5”/38 
dual-purpose guns. She will be the first 
Navy vessel having living and berthing 
spaces air-conditioned. 

Mrs. Homer L. Ferguson, wife of the 
chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry- 
deck Company, was sponsur. Under 
Secretary Sullivan and Rear Adm. Wal- 
den L. Ainsworth, USN, Commandant of 
the Fifth Naval District, participated in 
the launching. 

Capt. A. O. Gieselmann, USN, Supervi- 
sor of Shipbuilding at the yard, opened 
the launching ceremonies, and other 
Navy Captain, Chaplain H. Dumstrey, 
ended it in prayer. Speakers included the 
Governor of Virginia, William M. Tuck. 

Mr. Ferguson was graduated from the 
U. S. Naval Academy at the head of his 
class in 1892. He retired from the presi- 
dency of the firm last Summer. 

When the sneak attack was made on 
Pearl Harbor, the Newport News yard 
was already engaged in Navy construe- 
tion. The company had designated and 
built the aircraft carriers Ranger, York- 
town, Enterprise and Hornet. 

By August, 1945, the company had 
added eight Essex-class carriers, one bat- 
tleship, eight cruisers, 11 LSD’s, and 18 
LST’s, for a total of 401 ships. Of these, 
185 participated actively in the successful 
prosecution of the war, including the first 
warship built by the company, the USS 
Dover, delivered in 1897. 


New P-80 Model Ordered

Known as the P-8SOB, the new jet fighter 
will feature greater firepower and resis-

PX’s and Ships Service Stores 

Hearings were started this week by the 
House Armed Services sub-committee on 
Procurement and Supply on H.R. 1366, as 
related to procuring supplies for Post Ex. 
changes in the Army and Ships’ Service 
Stores in the Navy. 

Testifying for the Navy on 13 March 
was Assistant Secretary of the Nayy 
Kenney. Assistant Secretary of War Roy. 
all testified yesterday. 

In his testimony, Secretary Kenney 
told of methods now being carried out to 
improve the operation of Ships Servic0 
Stores, reducing deficits, providing profits, 
reducing costs of merchandise, giving 
greater values to personnel, and reducing 
the number of personnel used in carrying 
on the Stores. 

The Secretary pointed out that “month. 
ly profits were often fictitious and the 
amount of funds made available to the 
Commanding Officer of the activity were 
equally imaginary. Due to lack of age 
inventory, stocks of dead merchundise 
were built up and were, of course, car- 
ried on the monthly operating statement 
as assets. In many cases a large portion 
of such stocks were assets in name only 
and if properly evaluated would have 
been completely charged off the books. 
The stores were often operated at a loss,” 

To overcome procedures that had re 
sulted in losses tu the Stores and in criti 
cism of methods used, Secretary Kenney 
said the fullowing steps had been taken to 
reorganize the stores: Standard Pro- 
cedures through a central office; Central 
Procurement; Central Disbursing; Cen- 
tral Audit; Central Stock Control; Conm- 
prehensive Operating Statements; Field 
Organization and Supervision; Basic 
Stock Allowances; and the providing of 
an “Operating Manual” for the operation 
of service departments.
